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PREFACE. 


Tin: second volume of The Ayurvedic System of !\[edi- 
Tine is ;^iveii to the public. It consists entirely of phar- 
jnacy. The composition of the medicines u.sed by practi- 
tioners of the Ayurvedic system of cure, and the methorl 
of their preparation, have been explained. The wei^li 
and measures in use in Hindu pharmacy, the several pro- 
cesses of cooking, and the Yantrixs or arrangement of ves- 
'-cls and retorts, have been .set forth in the first chapter. 
Some of the s[)ecial rules about measures have also been ex- 
plainer!. Liquids are generally taken of double the mea* 
Mire mentioned. Thus, if sixtyfour seers be directed to be 
taken of water, or e,hcc, or oil, or <)( the expressed juice of 
medicinal plant, double the (juantity, ;. e,, one hundred and 
twentyeigiit seers are actually taken. Most of the medi- 
cines mentioned in this volume are not now. They arc in 
use since the days of Charaka and .Suernta. T.atcr authori- 
ties have added some. 'I'hcse also liave-bccn found to be 
as efficacious as those t>ccurring in the ancicmt tieatises. 

Kcgarrling medicinal herb^i and plants, elabroate instriic- 
Mons (jccur in aiitluu'itativr* treatises about the season and 
place anrl manner of their culling. If these are not attend- 
ed to, the preparations fail of effect. -At least, their efficacy 
becomes doubtful. Amalaka, ( the fruit of Phyllanthus 
enihlica ) enters into the composition of many medicines. 
The fruits are directed to he taken not from .solitary trees, 
but from the mo.st vigorous tree standing in the midst of 
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orcst of Anialaka. Then, again, on!)' those fruits that are 
Avell-clcveloped and full grown, should be selected. 

It has been said that medicinal herbs and plants and 
roots should generally be obtained from the lliinavat moun- 
tains. It is very much to be regretted tliat this important 
direction is not generall)' attended to. No wonder that 
Ayurvedic medicines sometimes fail to produce e.vpected 
results. The truth is, thc^ inferior character of the ingre- 
dients, and defective methods of preparation, are answerable 
for this. Those who have the interests of Ayurveda at heart 
.should do their best to [)repare properly the medicines u{W)n 
which they rely for the cure of disease. 

There is another difficulty in preparing A)urvcdic medi- 
cines that is, perhaps almost incapable of being surmounted. 
The identification of many plants mentioned in ancient tiea- 
ti'^es lias become exceedingly difficult, llot.ni)’ wa.s never 
cultivated as a science by Ayurvedic ph)'.sicans. Treatises 
cxfst which are devoted to the description of medicinal 
herbs and plants. The descriptions, however, do not always 
help the phy.vician in the task of identification. Tlien, again, 
several plants are often indicated by one and the' .same 
name. W hen such names are used, it is difficult to ascer- 
tain what particular plant is intended. In such cases, the 
difficulty of identification is so great that it is almost hopeless 
to solve it. Fortunately, the practice of preceptors is follow- 
ed by pupils. Tradition is relied upon. The practice of 
medicine in India is hereditary. Sons arc taught by fathers 
and uncles. From a very early age, they become familiar 
with medicinal herbs and plants, and with the methods of 
preparing medicines. They are helpful assistants to their 
teachers, residing as they do with them. Fharmacy is thus 
Ic.arnt practically and not from books. This system has its 
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advantages. Merc directions about cooking cannot make a 
good cook. Cooking is to be learnt practically. The effi- 
cac}’ of a medicine depends upon a practical knowledge of 
the method of its preparation. Sometimes the ingredients 
are kept upon fire for days together. The physician has 
to supervise ever)' process with hi.'^ own eye. 1 1 is suc- 
cess as a ciirer of disease depends upon the care with which 
the medicines prescribed have been prepared. 

I have endeavoured to make the glossar\- (>f plants, which 
1 have added to this volume, as complete as possible, fn the , 
general it)' of instances I have followed that distinguishes! 
botanist, Koxburgli, who has done more for Indian flora 
than, perhaps, any other JCitropean. The Sanskrit names of 
plants arc given in th.e Devanigara character. I'heir syno- 
n)'ms in San.‘>kiit, and Bengali and Hindi nanus alsc> 
are given, tn tlic third column occur the .scientific names. 
A few remarks liave, in some cases, been appended against 
the nanus of some plants. The value of such a glossar)' 
must depend upon the completenes.s of an Index for refer- 
ence. I have bestowed much care upon the preparation of 
the Index. 

t'or fear of increasing the bulk c^f the book, no inde.x 
has been given of the medicines. Such an index is perhaps, 
not neccssar)', especial!)' as the table of contents has 
been made as full as desirable. 

I venture to sav that these two \olnmcs give a more 
comprehensive view of the A)'iirvedic system of Medicine 
than any other work hitherto published in l*'ngli>h.

and Measures in use m Hindu Pharma- 
cofx^a, as also on that of the forms and methods of 
preparation of Hindu Medicines, yet it is desirable to treat 
both these topics in detail. The Weights and Measures in 
use in Hindu Pharmacopoea arc of diverse kinds. The fact 
is, the same weight or measure is very often known by many 
names. This is a source of confusion to the student of 
Hindu Medicine, although to the practitioner of experience 
there is almost no difficultyv 

The table presented below has been compiled with great 
care, after consulting many treatises 
Weights And Measures, ancient and modern. It is fuller than 

any published in any other work.

It is a well-known rule; observed in practice, that of 
liquid or wet substances, the measure 
stated in Ayurvedic tieatises should be 
doubled, if it is not a ‘Kudava* or 
below it. If, however, the measure be stated to be a Tuld’, 
it should not be doubled. Some physicians think that if 
the measure be stated in ‘Kudava*, ‘ManikA*, ‘Tuld*, or ‘Pala’, 
double the quantity should be taken. In many ca.ses, how- 
ever, these instructions are violated. Thus in Danti-ghrita, 
‘Kudava* is taken as implying double the quantity of cocoa- 
nut. Again, a *Kudava* is taken as equal to eight Palas in- 
stead of four. Dry substances are regarded as heavier and 
keener than wet ones, ' Hence, in many cases, only half the 
measures are taken if the substances be dry. As regards 
Vdsaka (Justicia Adhatoda), Nimba {Melia Azadirachta), 
Patola (Trlchosantkes dioica) Ketaki (Pandanus odoratissi- 
musjhidi (Sida cordifoHa), Kushmanda (Cucurbita Pepo), 
Catamuli ( Asparagus recevtesus ), Punarnavd ( Boerhavia

diffiiSii), Kutaja (Hol^rrluna antidysenhricd)^ A^wagandh^ 
{Physalis flexuosa\ Gandhabhddulid {Pcederia /a.’/'/i/<7),Gufancha 
(Tin^spora cor difolia), meat (of birds or beasts), Goraksha- 
chiikulia {Sida spinosa, syn. Sida alba), jhinti (Barletia 
cristata)^ Guggulu (Balsam(dendron Mukul). Hingu (Assafce- 
dita), Ardraka (Ginger), treacle, &c., double the measures 
should not be taken even if these are taken in a wet state. 


As, however, it is not very easy to observe these rules in 
practice, the actual measures have, in every case, been laid 
down in the following pages, in respect of articles both wet 
and dry. 

When, in the preparation of any medicine, the measures 
are not set down of the ingredients 

Quantities, kc., to be mentioned, equal measures should be 
' taken when no indication ^ . t t r 

, ^ taken of every one of them. If no 

of measure &c., occurs 

in treatises. js fixed for the taking of a medi- 

cine, it should be taken in the morning. 
When mention is not made of the part of the plant or herb 
that is to be taken, the head or top is to be taken. When it 
is not mentioned in what kind of vessel a particular medicine 
is to be cooked or kept after cooking, vessels made of eartn 
should be used. When roots ate directed to be taken, only 
the bark should be taken of roots that are large and thick, 
while the smaller roots should be taken as they are ; that is, 
the woody portion of the larger roots should be rejected, but 
no portion need be rejected of the smaller and thinner root.s. 
When no particular liquid is mentioned, water should be taken. 


When no specification occurs, for ‘Utpala' ‘Nilotpala’(i\^wi/te<i 
stellata) should be taken ; for *Purisha-rasa’ (expressed 
juice of dung), the expressed juice of cowdung should be 
taken ; for ‘Chanclana’ (sandal wood), 'Rakta-chandana' 
(Pterocarpus Santaiinus), or, rc*d sandal wood, should be taken ; 
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for mustard seeds, only the white variety ; for salt, only 
‘Saindhava’ salt ; for urine, only cow*s urine ; and for milk and 
ghee, only cow’s milk and ghee prepared from cow’s milk, 
should be taken. When flesh is mentioned of four-footed ani- 
mals, the flesh of female animals should be taken. When 
the flesh of birds is mentioned, that of male birds should be 
understood. As regards goats; the flesh should be taken of 
hermaphrodite ones ; and when flesh is mentioned of the 
jackal, the male animal should be utilised. If a herma- 
phrodite goat be not available, the flesh of a she-goat that is 
sterile may be taken. In all medicines^ articles that are 
fresh should be used ; only treacle, ghee, honey, coriander 
.seeds, and the fruits of Piper longutUy and Einbelia Ribes

should be old. 

If old treacle be not available, new treacle, exposed to the 
heat of the sun for twelve hours, may 
be used as a substitute. Then, again, 
for Saurdshtra earth, Pankaparppati, for Tagarapddikd 
iKemontana coronaria), the bark of Cephdlikd {Nyctanthes 
arbor 4ristis)^iox iron Jron-pyrites, for white mu.stard seeds, 
mustard seeds of any variety, for Chavya (Piper chabd) and 
Gajapippali (Pathos officinalis), the roots of Piper longum, 
for Munjatikd (Sphcerantkus hirtus), heads of palmyra trees, 
for Kumkuma (Crocus sativus, saflron), turmeric, for pearls, 
the pulv of oysters, for diamonds, rubies or the ashes of cowri- 
.shdls, for gold or silver, iron-ashes, for Pushkaramula, 
Aplotaxis auricniata, for Rdsnd (Vanda Roxlmrghii), vege- 
table parasites, for Rasdnjana f Galena the decoction of 
Berheris Asiatica, for flowers, new-born or immature fruits, 
for Medd, Physalis floxuosa^ for Mahdmedd, Asclepias pseudo- 
suvsa. for Jivaka, Tinospora cordifolia, for Rishabhaka, either 
bamboo manna or Convolvulus panicu lulus, lor Riddhi, Sida 
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cordifolia, for Vriddhi, Sida alba, for Kiikoli and Kshirakdkoli 
(bulbous roots brought from the Himalayas)^ Catamuli {As- 
paragus racemosus\ for the bark of Rohitaka ( Andersonia 
Rohitika), the bark of Nimba {Melia Azadirachtd)^ for 
musk, the article^ Khdtdsi ( pouch of the civet cat), and for 
other kinds of milk, cow’s milk, may be used. The general 
rule is that when a particular ingredient is wanting, an article 
possessed of similar virtues may be used instead. If Bhalld- 
taka {Semecarpus Anacardium) does not suit the patient, red 
sandal wood is given instead. 

Generally speaking, drugs should be collected in autumn. 

Those drugs which are used as emetics 

The lime when drugs , . » ^ . 

should be culled purgatives are taken after the termi- 

nation of the spring. Roots should be 
taken in winter and summer ; leaves in spring and the season 
of rains ; barks, bulbs, and exudations in autumn ; and piths 
before winter sets in. As regards fruits and flowers, these 
should be taken in those seasons in which they appear. 

Equal measures should be taken of every one of the 
ingredients mentioned. Together, the 
quantity should not exceed 2 tolas. These 
should be boiled in 32 tolas of water down 
to 8 tolas. The liquid should then be strained through a piece 
of clean cloth. If any direction occurs about any article be- 
ing added to a Pdchana in the form called ‘Prakshepa/ it 
should be added at the time the Pdchana should be drunic. 
The rule about ^Prakshepa’ is that only half a tola should be 
taken of the article or articles directed to be used. If the 
patient be very weak, this measure may be decreased. Pdch- 
anas should be prepared every day. A large quantity should 
not be prepared at one time, for Pdchanas should not be 
taken stale.

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Methods of preparing 
the five *Kash4yas* 


The five ^Kashdyas* are i. Pdchana, 2. Kwdtha, 3. Cita- 
Kashdya\ 4. Phdnta-Kashdya*, and 
5. Swarasa. The method of preparing 
Pdchanas has been explained above. 
Kwatha or decoctions are, as a general rule, prepared by 
boiling one part of vegetable drugs in sixteen parts of water 
till the liquid is reduced t# one-fourth. The medicines should 
first be pounded and then boiled over a slow fire, and strained 
thfx>ugh a piece of clean cloth. Decoctions are taken with 
the addition of salt, honey, sugar, treacle, alkalies, ghee, 
oil. and medicinal powders. Cwita-Kashdya is prepared by 
steeping 2 tolas of the drugs, properly pounded together, in 
6 tolas of cold water, for twelve hours during the night. In 
the morning the liquid should be strained through a piece of 
clean cloth. Phdnta-Kashiya is prepared by steeping one 
part of powdered drugs in 3 parts of hot water and then 
straining the liquid after ten or twelve hours. Swarasa is pre- 
pared by pounding fresh drugs in a mortar and then pressing 
the juice out and straining it through a piece of clean cloth. 

Drugs, either fresh or dry, are pounded in a mortar 
or on a stone, with the aid of water. 
Method of prepanng pastc thus prepared is called 

'Kalka*. 

The process called Putipaka’ is a form of roasting. 

Drugs are first reduced to a paste, with 
Puup^ka water, if necessary. The paste 

is then wrapped up in leaves of Jamvu (Eug niajamholand)^ 
or of Bata (Fiais Bengalensis), firmly tied with fibres of jute or 
other plants, covered with a layer of clay from half to one 
inch in tbickne.ss, and roasted in cowdung fire. The pit in 
which the cowdung fire is to be ignited should be at least a 
yard in depth and its diametre should be at least 13 inches.

Three fonrtlis ot It being filled with dried cowdung the 
wrapped drugs should be placed upon it. The remaining 
fourth should be covered with cowdung. When the cowdung 
is consumed into ashes, and the cla}* assumes a brick-rcfl 
colour, the roasting is regarded as complete. The ball 
should then be taken- out of the fire and broken, an<l the 
juice of the roasted drugs expressed. This juice is adminis- 
tered with the addition of honey, or such other adjuncts as 
may be prescribed. Sometimes the roasted drug or drugs 
arc given without the juice being expressed and without any 
addition. 

The drugs should first be properly dried and then each 
of them should be pounded into pulv. 

Mol hod of prc|)iiring ^ 

lK>wdcrs. pulvs should then be taken agree- 

ably to the measures directed, and mix- 
ed together. Some powders arc subjected to the process 
called Bhdvand, The fact is, powders and mineral substan- 
ces arc .soaked in various kinds of fluids such as the express- 
ed juice of herbs, infusions, decoctions, &c. They are then 
dried in the sun and again reduced to pulv. A single opera- 
tion generally takes four and twenty hours. In many cases 
it is repeated several times in the same or in diflerent fluids. 
The end kept in view is to irrrbue the powders or mineral 
substances with the active principles of the drugs whose 
juices or infusi(uis arc used. 

Drugs should first be reduced to powders and then 
,, , , , macerated in the fluids that are pres-

enbed. The measure of the fluid should 
be sufificient to reduce the powder into a soft, claylike subs- 
tance. Sometimes the decoctions of particular drugs are 
boiled into a tinck consistence. I'owdcrs are then added to 
it. Tlie pills formed should be of the size of barley-

corns, mustard seeds, or the seeds of Abrus precalotius. 
If no direction occurs as to the kind of fluid to be used, 
then water should be used. If the measure or size of a pill 
be not stated, it should be of the measure of one rati. 

There are two ways of preparing ^Modakas'. Some do 

not require the aid of fire, while some 
Mcthcxl of prcparinc; ‘Mo- . i i 

, , , , ' require it. Those which do not require 

the aid of fire are thus prepared : 
powders of drugs should be mixed with the prescribed quan- 
tity of treacle. If the quantity of treacle be not mentioned, 
it should be twice that of the powder. Honey should be 
added of the same measure as the powder. The powder 
and treacle with honey should then be gently stirred till 
the three become mixed together. Boluses should then be 
formed of the prescribed size. Those boluses which require 
the aid of fire are prepared in the following way : treacle 
or sugar, mixed with water of twice the measure of the 
powder, should be boiled on a slow fire. The boiling should 
be regarded as complete when the boiled product, raised by 
the ladle, may be spun out into thin fibres or threads. Taking 
the vessel down, the powder should be thrown into it. In 
some cases, the powder is thrown into the vcs.sel before 
taking it down from the fire. Gently stirring the mixep 
product till the mixture becomes complete, boluses should 
then be formed. These should always be kept in an earthen 
vessel which has soaked a quantity of ghee. China or por- 
celain cups or jars may also be used for the purpose. 

The drugs directed should first be boiled. The decoction 
thus obtained should be boiled into a • 

i^cihod of pn.panng consistent substance. The powders 

Lincius. 

of particular drugs should then be 
thrown' into it If sugar is directed to be used, its measure 
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should be four times that of the powder^ and if treacle, its 
measure should be twice. The sugar or the treacle should 
be boiled with water till the product admits of being spun 
into thin fibres or threads when raised with the ladle. The 
fluid with whose aid a linctus is to be made should be four 
times the measure of the powder. Another test of- the com- 
pletion of the boiling is that the boiled product, when 
thrown into water, should not dissolve in it. 

Guggulu or the exudation of Balsarnodendron Mukul 
is obtained by making incisions in the 

Method of preparing . , • i 

‘Guggulu ’ exudation should first be 

purified from all filth or subsidiary 
matter. It should be thrown into the hot decoction of the 
tell roots and gently stirred with a stick. It should then be 
strained through a piece of clean cloth, or, tying it loosely 
in a piece of cloth, it should be attached to a horizontal bar 
supported on two perpendicular poles. The article bound 
in cloth should be made to hang within an earthen pot into 
which should be thrown either cow's milk or the decoction 
of the three myrobalans. The milk or the decoction should 
then be boiled. The Guggulu boiled in the fluid should be 
strained through a piece of cloth and dried in the sun. 
Ghee should then be mixed with it. Thus purified, Guggulu, 
boiled on a slow fire if so directed, or without being boiled, 
should be mixed with the powders mentioned. Boluses 
should then be formed of the paste and kept in earthen pots 
which have soaked a sufficient quantity of ghee. 


Some medicines arc cooked in sand or salt. The process

consists in this : an earthen pot is 
filled with sand or ^Saindhava’ salt. 


The drugs, wrapped up in a piece of 
cloth or with vegetable leaves, tied with fibres or threads, 
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and covered with a layer of clay that is dried in the sun, 
are placed within the sand or salt. The pot is then placed on 
a slow cowdung fire for a certain period of time. 

In preparing wines, the drugs directed to be taken should 
be boi’ed in a retort and then distilled

win«..AV.va,an,lArishi«. through a bs.it tube and other appli- 

ances. Asavas and Arishtas do not 


require to be distilled. By keeping the drugs steeped in 
fluids, for the specified time, within a heap of paddy or buried 
in earth, fermentation sets in. The difference between 
Asava and Arishta is this : if drugs are steeped in water 
only for fermentation, the product is Asava ; if, however, 
they are steeped in decoctions of particular substances, 
the product is Arishta. 

In cooking oils and ghees, the first process is called 
‘Murchcchd-pdka.’ It consists of this : 


The mcthotl called ‘Mur- 
chcchA'paka’ of sesame 
oils. 


the oil should be boiled on a slow fire. 
When it becomes free; of froth, it should 
be taken down from the fire. Be- 


fore it has cooled, water in which pasted turmeric has 
been dissolved, should be thrown into it ; next, water in 
which pasted Munjishthd {Rubii cordifQlia) has been dis- 
solved ; and then pasted Lodhra (Symplocos racemosa\ Musta 
(tubers of Cyperus roiundus), the red bark called Nalukd, 
Phyllanthus Emhlica.Terminalia Bellerica, TerminaliaChebula, 
the roots of Pandanus odoratissimus, the hanging roots of 
Ficus Bengalensis^ and Pavonia odorata^ should gradually 
be thrown. After this, water of four times the measure of 
oil should be added, and the whole compound should be 
again boiled on a slow fire. The boiling should be stopped 
when only a small measure of water remains in the pot. 
For seven days it should be kept without being disturbed. 
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The measure of Manjishthd {Rubia cordifolid) should be 
one-sixteenth that of oil. The other drugs should together 
be a fourth of the measure of Manjishtha. Thus, if the oil be 
4 seers, the measure of Manjishthd should be a quarter of 
a seer and that of all the other articles taken together, one 
Cchatak.

The mea- 
sure of these leaves should be an eighth of that of the oil to be 
cooked. They should first be boiled in water of four times 
their measure, When a fourth of the water remains, it should 
be strained through a piece of clean cloth. The oil should 
be boiled with the decoction thus obtained of the leaves 
mentioned. Oils so cooked subjugate the wind. 

Mustard oil should first be boiled and made frothless.

Marmelos, that of Punka Granatufn^ 
Mesua ferrea^ Nigella saliva, Pavonia odorata, the red bark 
called Nalukd, and Terminalia Bellerica, should gradually be 
thrown into it. In the case of castor oil, Rubia cordifolia, 
the tubers of Cyperus rotundus, Coriandrum Sativum, the three 
myrobalans, leaves of Sesbania aculeata, wild date, hanging 
roots of Ficus Bengalensis, turmeric, Berberis Asiatica, the 
red bark called Nalukd, the roots of Pandanus odoratissimus ,

exception of Rubia cof difolia should be 2 tolas. In castor 
oil of the measure of 4 seers, that of all the drugs, with the 
exception of Rubia cordijolia^ should be 4 tolas. The measure 
of Rubia cordifolia should be the same in the case of all 
oils, vis.^ one-sixteenth of the oil to be cooked. 

The ghee should first be boiled till it becomes frothless. 

Before it has cooled, water in which past- 
ed turmeric has been dissolved, should 
be thrown. Then the juice of Citrus me- 
dica, the paste of the three myrobalans, and that of the tubers 
of Cyperus rotundus should gradually be thrown. Adding 
water of four times the measure of the ghee, the compound 
should be boiled. If the measure of ghee be 4 seers, that of 
all the drugs to be added to it should be 8 tolas. 

After subjecting the oil or the ghee to the process called 
‘Murcchdpaka,’ strain it through a 
piece of clean cloth. It should then be 
boiled with each of the decoctions direct- 
ed. The measure of the drugs whose 
decoctions are directed to be taken should be twice that of 
the oil or the ghee. The drugs should be boiled in water 
eight times their measure. Thus if the measure of the drugs 
be 4 seers, that of water should be 64 seers. While a fourth 
of the water remains, it should be strained through a piece 
of clean cloth. The oil or the ghee should be boiled with the 
decoction thus attained. After this, the oil or the ghee 
should be boiled with milk, curds, Kdnjika, cow's urine, meat- 
juice, and other fluids that are laid down in each case. If 
no mention occurs of the measure of these articles, each of 
them should be of the measure of the oil or the ghee that 
is to be boiled. If the oil or the ghee be directed to be 
boiled with milk only, and not with any decoction or any of 


Method of cooking, 
called ‘^ncha-pAka’.of oils 
and Ghees. 
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the other articles, the measure of milk* in that case should 
be four times that of the oil or the ghee. Some physicians 
add water of four times the measure of milk. After the 
oil or the ghee has been boiled with the decoctions as also 
with milk and the other articles, it should be boiled with the 
paste of the drugs directed. Dry or raw drugs should be re- 
duced to paste with the aid of water in a mortar or curry 
stone. The measure of the paste should be a fourth of that 
of the oil or the ghee. To it should be added water, or 
any other fluid that may be directed, of four times its mea- 
sure. The paste thus mixed, should be boiled with the oil 
or the ghee. Thus if the oil or the ghee be 4 seers, the 
measure of the paste should be i seer mixed with 4 seers of 
fluid. If no mention occurs of the fluid to be mixed with 
the paste, water should be taken. The boiling of the oil 
or ghee with the paste should be regarded as complete when 
the paste can easily be formed into a cylinder or ball and 
when thrown into fire it makes no hissing sound. After 
the boiling is complete the vessel should be taken down from 
the fire and kept for seven days. After this, the paste should 
be separated from the oil by straining it off. 

Many of the oils are subjected to the process called ‘Gan- 

The method of -Candiu. giving them an agreeable 

pjii-a’ scent. The articles of agreeable odor 

are Kushtba (Aplotaxis auriculata)^ the 
red bark called Naluka, the pouch of the civet cat, the roots 
of Andropogon muricatum^ white sandal wood, Nardostachys 
fatamansi, leaves of Cinnainomum Tamala^ Nakhi {Unguis 
odoratus), musk, nutmeg, Silajatu, the fruits called Kakkola 
(a variety of berries containing a black, aromatic, waxy subs- 
tance), saflron, the bark of Ctnnantonium Zeylanicuin\ the 
seeds of Hibiscus Mosekatus, Acorus Calamus, Elettaria 
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cardamovium^ Aqiiilaria Agallocha^ tubers of Cy perns rO' 
tundus, camphor, Gdnti^ld sort of gall caused by an insect 
on some trec\ the exudation of Pinus longifolia, Boswellia 
serrata, cloves, ‘Gandhamdtr;!', Liquidambar orientale, the 
seeds of Ptychotis Aj wan, the seeds of Trigonella Foenum- 
Greecum, the tubers of Cyperus partenuis^ Curcuma Zerumbet, 
and a few others. Amongst these, with the exception of 
Sildjatu, saffron, Nakhi, the pouch of the civet cat, Elettaria 
cardamomum, white sandal wood, musk, and camphor, the rest 
should be reduced to a paste. Adding water to it of four 
times its measure, this aromatic paste should be boiled with 
the oil after the manner, already described, of the paste of 
medicinal substances. The pouch of the civet cat should be 
thrown while the oil is being boiled. As soon as the boil- 
ing is over, it should be taken out. Then, again, after the 
completion of the boiling, Sildjatu, saffron, Nakhi, Elettaria 
catdamomum, white sandal wood, and musk, should be 
thrown into the oil and kept for five days. As regards ghee, 
it is not subjected to the process called 'Gandhapiika'. Those 
oils that are administered as cerebral purgatives are subject- 
ed to mild cooking ; while those that are used for rubbing the 
body with, are subjected to what is called hard cooking. 
The fact is, all oils should be subjected to neither mild, nor 
hard cooking. 

The time for administering medicines depends upon the 

condition of the patient and the state 

The time for taking modi- - ,. tr 

of the disease. If the bile or the 

cincs. 

phlegm be excited, the time for taking the 
medicine is the morning. For the administration of purga- 
tives, emetics, and other correctives, the morning also is the 
firoper time. If among the five life-breaths, it U the Apjina 
that has become vitiated, one .should take medicine before 
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meals. For correcting the action of the Sam^na, medicine 
should be taken during meals. For conquering the excite- 
ment of the Vydna, medicine should be taken after meals. 
If the Udina be excited, medicine should be taken with one’s 
evening meals. For correcting the faults of the Prdna, me- 
dicine should be taken after the evening meals. In hiccup, 
convulsions, shivering, and other diseases in which the wind 
is predominant, medicine should be taken before and after 
meals. In loss of appetite and disgust for food, medicines 
should be taken during meals. All medicines for improving 
digestion should be taken during the night. In thirst, 
nausea and vomiting, hiccup, asthma, and poisoning, medi- 
cines should be administered frequently. Generally, all 
medicines are taken in the morning. If, however, two 
or three different kinds of medicines have to be taken 
during the day, they should, with judgment, be taken one 
after another, in the morning, noon, and after-noon. 

The word ‘Anupanji’ originally meant those fluids which 
^ . a patient took after swallowing the 

medicine. Prom a long time since, 
it ha.s come to mean those fluid substances with which medi- 
cines arc administered ; in other words, fluids which serve 
as vehicles for admini.stcring medicines arc called ‘Anupdnas.’ 
The fact is, if medicines are administered with fluids, their 
action takes place without delay. Hence, almost all medi- 
cines are administered with some fluid or other as the vehicle. 
The vehicle that .should be used should have an action upon 
the disease similar to that of the medicine itself. As vehi- 
cles for all medicines administered in fevers born of excited 
phlegm, honey, the expressed juice of the betel leaf, and of 
ginger, and the decoction or the expressed juice of the 
leaves of Ocimum sanctum^ should be prescribed. In fevers 
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born of excited bile, the expressed juice of the fruits of 
Trichosanthes dioica, the decoction or the expressed juice 
cf Oldenlandia biflora, &c., the expressed juice of Tinospora 
cordifolia, and the decoction or the expressed juice of the 
bark of Melia AzadiracJHTt, are suitable. In fevers horn of 
excited wind, honey, the expressed juice of Tinospora cordi- 
folia, the infusion of Cherayta the infusion of Hibiscus canna- 
Ointis, and the decoction or expressed juice of Ocimum 
sanctum, &c., are prescribed as vehicles. In intermittent 
fevers, honey, powdered fruits of Piper longum^ the expressed 
juice of the leaves of Nvctant/irs arbor-tristis, the expressed 
juice of the leaves of /'Egle Mar melos, tubers of Cyferus 
rotundus, the seeds of Holarrhena antulysenterica, the roots of 
Cissampelos hernandifolia, 'mango seeds the bark or rind 
of the fruits of Pnnicuin granatum, the flowers of Wood- 
fordia floribunda, the bark of Holarrhena antidysenterica, 
&c., are ordered as vehicles. In phthisis, asthma charac- 
terised by a predominance of phlegm, catarrh in the nose, 
and other diseases of the kind, the expressed juice of the 
leaves oi , Jus ticia Adhatoda, that of the leaves of Ocimum 
sanctum, that of betel leaves and ginger, the decoctions of 
the bark of fusticia Adhatoda, of Siphonanthus Jndica, of 
liquorice, of Solanum Xantkocarpum , of Myrica sapida, of 
Aplotaxis auriculata, &c.. and the pulv of the seeds of Aco- 
rus Calamus, of Pinus Webbiana, of Piper longum, of Rhus 
succedanea, and bamboo manna, are used as vehicles. In asth- 
ma characterised by predominance of wind, the decoction 
of the fruits of Tenninalia Bellerica or the pulv of those 
fruits, and honey, are prescribed. For checking bloody stools 
and haemorrhage, the expressed juice of the leaves of Justicia 
Adhatoda, the decoction or the expressed juice of the leaves 
of Epatorium Aydpdna, the expressed juice of the leaves of 
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Phikum Gmnatnm, of the leaves of Celsia Coroinandeltaim, 
of the fruits of Ficus ghmernia, of the bark of Holarrhena 
antidysenterica, and of Panicum Dactylon,go^\:s milk, and the 
pulv of the exudation of Bombax Malabartcum, are used, hoi 
swellings the vehicles prescribed are the expressed juice of the 
AigleMarmelosM decoction or the expressed juice 
of the white v^aricty of BocvJuivid dijjfustiy the decoction of dried 
radishes, and the pulv of black pepper. For .Chlorosis and 
Ana-mia, the vehicles are the juice of Oldenlandta bijIora,\\\^^ 
of Kucllia longifolia, and thac of Tinospora cordifolia, &c. 
For purging, the pulv of Convolvulus Tnrpethuifi ^ the pulv 
of the roots of Croton polyandrum,\\\<(tm{\\'sl\m ox decoction 


of the leaves of ‘Somimukhi,’ the decoction of Picror hiza 
Kurroa, the infusion of Chebulic iViyrobalans, hot water, and 
hot milk, are the vehicles employed, for inducing unobs- 
tructed urination, the expressed juice of the leaves of HibiS‘ 
CHS inutabilis, as also of the leaves of Coleus aromaticus^ water 
in which saltpetre has been dissolved, the pulv of ‘Kabdb- 
chini’, and the decoction of the seeds of Tribulus lanuginosns^ 
of the roots of Poa cynosuroidesy of the roots of Sacchamm 
spontaneum, of the roots of Andropogon muricatum, of black 
sugarcanes, &c., are prescribed as the vehicles. For checking 
excessive urination and diabetes, the pulv of the seeds of 
Ficus glomerata, that of the seeds of Eugenia jambolana and 
that of the exudation of Bombax Malabaricum, the express- 
ed juice of the roasted fruits of Cucumis acutangulus, and 
the expressed juice of the roots of Momordica monodelpha 
are used. For Gonorrhoea, the expressed juice of Tinospora 
cordifolia, that of raw turmeric, that of the fruits of PhyU 
lanthus Einblicay that of young plants of Bombax Malahari- 
cu‘fi^ the pulv of Berberis Asia ticdy the decoction of Rubia cor- 
difolia as also of Physalis Jlexuosay the paste of white sandal 
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wood, the infusion of Gum Ambica, the expressed juice of 
the Dark of Nauclea Cadamba^ as also of the tubers of Scirpus 
Kysoor are prescribable. For Leucorrhoea, the expressed juice 
of Tinospora cordifolia, the decoction of the bark of Saraat 
Indica^ and other drugs that stop hemorrhage are the vehi- 
cles. For inducing proper menstrual discharge, the express- 
ed juice of the leaves of Aloe Indica, the infusion of bam- 
boo bark, tlie expressed juice of the leaves of Cardiosper- 
mum Halicacabum as also of the leaves of Gloriosa superbu^ 
and the expressed juice of the flowers of Hibiscus Rosa- 
siueusiSy are ordered. For indigestion and loss of appetite, 
the infusion of the seeds Ptychotis Ajowan, of Seseli Indi- 
cum, and of fennel seeds, and the pulv of the fruits of Pij>et 
longum, of the roots of the same, of black pepper, of 
Piper Chaba, of dry ginger, and of assafeedita. are prescribed. 
For killing intestinal worms, the pulv of Embelia Rtbes^ 
the decoction of the roots of Punica Granatum, and the 
expressed juice of the leaves of pine-apple, of the wild date, 
of Clerodendron infortunatum, of Michelin Champa ba, of the 
plant called ^Ghentu/ and of Vitex Nigundo^ are directed 
to be used. For checking vomiting, the decoction or pulv 
of large cardamoms ; for diseases of the wind, the infusion 
of the three myrobalans, the juice of Asparagus racevtosus, 
the decoction of Sida cordi/olia^ the juice of Gonvolvulus 
paniculdtus, and the infusion of the fruits of Phyllanthus 
Emblica ; for increasing the semen and promoting the growth 
and development of the body, chee.se, meat-juice, milk, the 
seeds of Mucuna pruriens, Batatas paniculatus, Physalis 
flexuosa, the expressed juice of the roots of Bombax Mala' 
baricum, and the decoction of Asclepias pscudosarsa, are the 
vehicles prescribed. 

Carefully considcimg the state of both the disease and 
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the patient, the vehicles should be selected. Of infusions 
and decoctions, the measure should be one CchatAk ; of the 
expressed juice of drugs, the measure should be one or 
two tolas ; and of pul vs, it should be one or half an anna. 
When pulvs are used as vehicles, these should be mixed 
with honey. Except when the bile is predominant, honey is 
used as a vehicle in all states. These vehicles, it should be 
stated, are used in the case of only those medicines which 
are administered in the form of pulvs or pills. When bolus- 
es, Guggulu, and medicated treacle are administered, cold 
water, or hot water, or hot milk, are used as vehicles. All 
medicated Ghees are administered with about a Cchatak of 
warm milk and four annas of sugar. Many Ghees are taken 
without any sugar. 


CHAPTER II. 


Method of purifying all 
metals. 


THK METHODS OP PURIFYING MINERALS, &C. 

Metals, such as gold, silver, &c., should be beat out into 
very thin places. The plates should be 
heated and then dipt into oil, whey, K»in- 
jika, cow’s urine, and the decoction of 
Dolkhos biflorus, one after another. The process should be 
repeated three times By this, all metals become purified 
and serviceable for entering into the composition of medi- 
cines. Lead melts easily on fire. Hence, it is not necessary 
to make thin plates of it It should be melted and then thrown 
gradually into oil and the rest 

Cut into very small pieces the purified plates of gold ; then 
pound them with an equal measure of 
mercury, and make a round ball of the 
whole. Take an carllicn cup, and place in it a quantity of

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sulphur, having pounded it into a fine pulv. The quantity 
of sulphur should be equal to that of the ball. The ball 
should then be placed upon the pulv of sulphur. It should 
then be covered with an equal measure of sulphur reduced 
to pulv. A second earthen cup of the same size should be 
placed upon the first cup. The line of coincidence of the 
two cups should then be luted with soft clay. The globu- 
lar vessel thus formed should then be subjected to the pro- 
cess called ‘Putapdka^’ using about 30 cowdung cakes ob- 
tained from the fields. When the fire is extinguished and 
the vessel becomes cool, the contents should be taken out. 
These should again be pounded with mercury and again 
subjected to the same process of roasting, using as before 
the pulv of sulphur. When the process is repeated fourken 
times, pure ashes of gold will be obtained. 

Purified silver leaves should be cut into small pieces and 
pounded with an equal measure of mer- 
cury. They should then be pounded 
with an equal quantity of yellow orpiment, of sulphur, and of 
the juice of Citrus medica, and subjected to the process called 
*Putapdka.' By repeating the process thrice pure ashes of 
silver may be obtained. 

Take equal parts of mercury and sulphur, and rub them 
together till the globules disappear. This 
Ashes of copper. called *Kajjali.' Pound the 'Kajjali’ 

with the juice of Citrus acida. Taking some pieces of puri- 
fied copper, each of them should be laved with the Kajjali* 
pounded with the juice of Citrus acida. The pieces should 
then be kept in an earthen cup, over which should be placed 
another earthen cup. The two cups .should then be joined 
and laved with soft clay and subjected to the process of roast- 
ing called 'Putapaka,’ If mercury and sulphur be not avail- 


Ashes of Silver. 
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able, lake an equal measure of 'Hingula' and rub it with the 
juice of Citrus acida. The pieces of purified copper may be 
laved with the prepared ‘Hingula’ and then subjected to Tuta- 
paka.’ The ashes of copper should, before use in any medicine, 
be subjected to a further process called ^Amritikarana*, (liter- 
ally, ‘^conversion into amviUi or nectar’). Unless subjected 
to this further process, the ashes may induce vomiting, giddi- 
ness of the head, purging, and other inconvenient .symptoms. 
The process called ' Amritikarana’ consists of this : the 
ashes should be pounded with some acid juice into a ball. 
This ball should be inserted into a tube of Arum campanulatum. 
The tube should then be covered all around with a layer 
of soft clay. When the layer of clay becomes dry, it should 
be roasted in cowdung fire. When the roasting is completed, 
the ashes should be taken out 


Vanga or tin should first be melted in a cauldron of 
iron. Into the melted metal should be 

Ashes of ‘Vanga’ or 

gradually thrown, a very small quantity 
at a time, turmeric, Ptychotis Ajowan, 
cumin seeds, tamarind bark, and the back of Ficus religiosa, 
each reduced to powder and of the measure of the tin. The 
melted metal should continually be stirred with an iron 
ladle. As regards the powders directed to be thrown, the 
rule is that one should be exhausted and burnt off till 
another is cast into the melted metal. When all the 
powders have been cast and burnt off, a white and clean 
powder will be left in the cauldron. Zinc also is reduced to 
ashes in the same way. 

Lead, mixed with the ashes of barley shoots, should be 
Ashes of Lead. boiled in an iron cauldron on a slow fire. 

The ashes of barley shoots should be re 
peatedly thrown into the melted metal which should bt 
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gently stirred with an iron rod or ladle. When the melted 
lead assumes the form of a powder of red colour, it should 
be taken down from the fire and washed in water. It should, 
again, be placed on a slow fire and dried. In this way a 
yellow powder is obtained. If a black powder is sought to 
be obtained, the lead should be melted and the pulv 
of realgar thrown into it. The melted metal should be con- 
tinuously stirred and taken down when it assumes the 
form of dust. This dust should then be mixed with pow- 
dered sulphur and pounded with lime juice and then sub- 
jected to the process of ‘Putapdka*. Both the yellow 
and the black varieties of lead powder are used in medi- 
cine. 

At first Iron should be purified according to the method 

, , already described. The thin pieces 

Ashes of Iron. .... 

should each time be heated and dipt in- 
to milk, Kdnji, cow's urine, and the decoction of the three 
myrobalans, one after another. The measure of milk, Kanji, 
and cow’s ^ urine should be twice that of Iron. As regards ^ 
the decoction, myrobalans of eight times the measure of 
Iron should be taken and boiled in water of four times 
their measure. When a fourth of the liquid remains, it 
should be taken down and strained through a piece of clean 
cloth. After the dipping process is over, the plates should be 
reduced to powder and pounded several times with cow’s 
urine. The powder should then be roasted according to 
the process called ‘Gajaputa.’ For ordinary purposes, the 
roasting should be repeated for ten times. The fact is, the 
virtue of the powder increases as the roasting process 
is repeated. Iron roasted a thou.sand times becomes 
possessed of very superior virtues and its use is very bene- 
ficial. 
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Black talc is taken for reduction to powder. At first 

it should be burnt in fire and then dipt 
Ashes of Talc. . mi t i i i i i 

in milk. Its layers should then be ma- 
cerated, for a whole day and night, in the expressed juice of 
Aweranthus oleraceus and the juice of .some acid plant, one 
after another. By this process talc is purified. The purifieo 
talc should then be tied, with a quantity of qili paddy, in a 
blanket and kept dipt in water for three days. The blanket 
should then be pressed with the hand. The result will be 
that minute particles of talc, resembling sand, will come'out. 
It is these particles that are taken up for being reduced to 
ashes. Talc subjected to this process is called paddy talc. 
It should be pounded with cow’s urine and then subjected 
to the roasting called 'Gajaputa.' This process of pounding 
and roasting should be repeated .several times. The ashes 
or dust of talc will then be obtained. As long as the bright 
parts of talc do not disappear, so long the dust should not be 
used medicinally. Talc roasted a thousand times is the 
best. The ashes of talc also require to be subjected to 
the process called 'Amritikarana,’ The decoction, of the 
measure of 2 seers, of the three myrobalans, ghee of cow ’s 
milk, of the measure of one .seer, and talc dust ( prepared 
according to the method already described ) of the measure 
of a seer and a quarter, should together be boiled in an iron 
vessel on a slow fire. After the boiling is over, that is, when 
the contents become dry and dusty, the process of ‘Amriti- 
karana’ is regarded as complete. 

When Iron is burnt, its filth comes out. This filth is 


‘Maiidura.’ ‘Mandura’ that is 
a hundred years old or more, should be 
used medicinally. At least, that which is sixty years old 
may be taken. ‘Mandura’ which is less than sixty years old 
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should never be taken. It should be burnt and then dipt 
in cow’s urine. The burning and dipping should go on for 
seven times. It should then be reduced to powder and 
subjected to roasting. By this, Mandura that is capable of 
being used medicinally is obtained. 

Three parts of ‘Svarna-makshika’ or Iron pyrites, and 
one part of ‘Saindhava' salt, should be 

‘Svarna-makshika.’ , , ..1 • • c a • j 

pounded with the juice of Citrits aetda 
of the Tdbd or Gourd variety, and boiled in an iron vessel. 
While the boiling goes on, it should be continually stirred 
with a stick. When the iron vessel becomes red hot, the 
pyrites should be regarded as purified. Taking it down, it 
should be pounded with the decoction of the seeds of 
Dolichos hijlonis, or with sesame oil, or with whey, or with 
goat’s urine, and then roasted according to the method called 
‘Gajaputa.’ As regards that variety of Iron p) rites which 
is called ‘Raupya-makshika’, it should be dipt in the express- 
ed juice of Mouiordica viy.xta and exposed for a day to the 
sun. Next it should be dipt in the expressed juice of 
Asclepias geuiinata and exposed to the sun for the same 
period. Lastly, it should be dipt in the expressed juice of 
Citrus acida of the Gourd variety and exposed to the sun for 
the same period. By these processes, ‘Raupya-makshika’ is 
purified. It should then be reduced to dust according to 
the same method that is adopted in the case of ‘Svarna- 
makshika.’ 

At first, ‘Tuttha’ or sulphate of copper should be pounded 
with the expressed juice of Citnts acida, 

<.r ‘Ttuiha- i. p«rific<l. should then be ro asted lightly, ac- 

cording, that is, to the process called 
‘Laghupdkd.’ After this, it should be niacerated for three 
days in the *mantha’ of curds. 


How Sulphate of copper 
or ‘Tuttha’ is purified. 
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That ‘Sildjatu’ which is possessed of the smell of cow’s 

urine, which is dark in colour, bitter

mild, and heavy, should be used for 
medicinal purposes. 'SiMjatu* is supposed to be an exudation 
from rocks when these are fjreatly heated. For purifying it, 
it should be kept soaked in warm water for about three 
hours. It should then be pressed with the hand, dissolved in 
water, and strained through a piece of cloth. The strained 
liquid should be kept in an earthen vessel and exposed to 
the sun. Over the liquid a cream-like substance will appear. 
This should be taken up and kept in a different vessel. The 
liquid should be kept in the sun every day, and every day the 
cream should be taken up. The cream is regarded as purified 
'Sildjatu.' If cast into the fire, it swells up and emits smoke. 

Red oxide of lead is called. 'Sindura'. It is purified 
How ‘Simlura’ h punTic<l. by macerating it in cow’s milk and some 
acid juice. 

Galena or sulphide of lead ore is called ‘Rasjinjana’. It 
is corrected by reducing it to powder, then 
mixing It with the juice of Citrus actaa, 
and exposing it to the sun for one whole 
day.

^Samudraphena’, supposed to be the solidified form of 
sea froth, is only pounded, with the juice 
‘Girimdir, & ‘llirAkasa’ Citrus acida of the variety called 
arc purified. ^Kagji.* 'Girimilti' or red ochre is cor- 

rected by pounding it with cow’s milk 
or frying it in ghee obtained from cow’s milk. ^Hirdkasa’ 
or sulphate of iron is drenched for one day in the juice of 
Verbesina calandulacea. This alone corrects it. 

'Kharpara’ is taken as synonymous with zinc. It is cor- 
rected by boiling it for seven days in 
cow’s urine, tying it in a piece of hanging 
cloth. It is then melted in an iron vessel placed on a strong fire. 
When melted, ‘Saindhava’ salt, reduced to powder, should be 
thrown into it, stirring it the while with a stick of Butea frondosa. 
When it resembles the form of dust, it should be taken down. 

Diamond is first corrected by being inserted into a 
piece of root of Solanum Xanthocarpuui 
and boiling it in the decoction of the 
seeds of Doltchos bifloms and the paddy known a Kodo, for 
three days, tying it in a piece of hanging cloth. The 
correction being completed in this way, the diamond should 
then be burnt in a fire and dipt in the decoction, mixed with 
assafoedita and 'Saindhava’ salt, of the seeds of Doltchos 
biflorus. This should be done for twentyone times. The result 
will be a fine dust fit for use. The gem called ‘Vaikranta’ 
is also corrected and reduced to dust in the same way. 

As regards others kinds of gems, they are corrected by 
Ashcis of other kinds being boiled in the expressed juice of 
of Gems. the leaves of Sesbania aculeata (syn.

cloth. Vishalangali or Langalivisha ( Gloy^iosd supcybd ) is 
corrected by being macerated for one day in cow's urine. 
The seeds of Ddtura fastiiosa are corrected by being first 
pounded and then soaked in cow s urine for four and tw'enty 
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hours. Opium is corrected by being macerated for twenty 
one times in the expressed juice of ginger. As regards 
Hhdng or the leaves of hemp, they should first be washed in 
water and dried in the sun. Next they should be macerated 
in cow’s milk and dried again. The seeds of Nux Vomica 
are corrected by being soaked for some time in ghee. Go- 
danta, (a kind of orpiment) is corrected according to the 
following way : take an earthen pot ; place a quantity of 
cowdung within it. Upon the cowdung should be stretched 
a broad betel leaf Upon this leaf should be kept a quan- 
tity of Godanta. The pot should then be covered with an- 
other pot. The mouths of the two earthen pots should be 
placed one against the other, so that the two may form the 
figure known as Damam. Soft clay should be used for hermeti- 
cally sealing the mouths of the vessels. The joined vessels, 
forming one, should be placed on a fire for four and twenty 
hours. It will be seen that the Godanta, evaporating from 
the lower vessel, will stick to the upper. Ddrmuch or 
white arsenic is corrected after the same manner. 


Ripe fruits of Rhallataka ( Samecarpus Anacardium ) 
.should be thrown into water. Those 
amongst them that sink should be taken, 
corrccicd. These should be rubbed with brick dust. 

Nakhi should be boiled with the juice 
of cowdung or in water in which cowdung has been dissol- 
ved. It should then be washed in water and dried in the 
sun. It should next be fried in ghee and soaked for a while 
in treacle and the infusion of Chebtriic myrobalans. Hingu 
(assafoedita) should be fried in ghee in an iron vessel. It 
should be stirred the while with a stick. When it becomes 


red in colour, it is regarded as correctecl. Nisadal should be 
boiled in lime water, tying it in a piece of hanging cloth. 
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This operation corrects it, or pounding it in hot water, strain 
it through a piece of thick cloth. The liquid that escapes 
should be kept in a vessel. When it becomes cool, a granular 
sediment is deposited at the bottom. This granular depo- 
sit is the corrected from. 

Take a ladle of iron, fill it with ghee, and heat the ghee 
on fire. When melted, throw into it 

men., &c.,. ire corrected. Powdered sulphur, which will soon be 
melted and mixsd with the ghee. This 
mixed liquid should be thrown into milk mixed with water. 
When the whole quantity of sulphur has thus been melted 
and thrown into milk mixed with water, it should then be 
taken out and washed in pure water and dried in the sun. 
Yellow orpiment should be gradually boiled, tying it in a 
piece of hanging cloth in the expressed juice of Cucurbita 
Pepo, in lime water, and in mustard oil. That orpiment which 
is called 'Vansapatri’ is corrected by being boiled in lime 
water alone. The fact is, orpiment occurs in two forms, 
viz., in smooth, shining, gold-coloured scales, called 'Vansa- 
patri Haritala’, and in yellow opaque masses called 'Pinda 
Haritala'. The former is preferred for internal use. ‘Hingula’ 
or cinnabar is corrected by the following process. It is first 
reduced to powder. It is then macerated, seven times, in 
the expressed juice of Citrus acida mixed with buffalo’s milk 
or sheep’s milk. If mercury be sought to be separated from 
‘Hingula,’ it is done in the follo^ving way. TIinguIa’ should 
be first pounded, for about four hours continually, with the 
expressed juice of Citrus acida of the variety called ‘Gonrd,' 
or in that of the leaves of Mclia Pizadirachta, It should 
then be kept wfthin an oarthen vessel. Over this vessel should 
be placed another of a similar shape, filled with water. Soft 
clay should be used in hermetically joining the two vessels. 
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The vessels should then be placed upon fire, and the water 
in the upper one should be repeatedly changed so that it 
may remain cool. The mercury occurring in Hingula, will 
then evaporate and adhere to the bottom of the upper vessel. 
This mercury is very pure. It does not require any process 
of correction.

should be pounded with the decoc- 
tion of A/oe Indica^ of the roots of Plum- 
bago Zeylanlca, of red mustard seeds, of Salanum Indicum, 
and of the three myrobalans. It should then be pounded 
for three days with soot, brick dust, the seeds of Nigella 
saliva, the ashes of wool, treacle, ^Saindhava' salt, and K^n- 
ji. After this, it should be pounded with powdered turmeric, 
and the expressed juice of Aloe Indica, the measure of each 
being a fourth part of the mercury. Generally, mercury is 
corrected by this process. 

There are altogether three processes for the correction of 
mercury. These are 'Urddhapatana,' 
‘Adhahpatana.-ancl Xiryakpdtana.- The 
correction of Mercury. ^^st Consists of this : three parts of 
mercury and one part of copper are 
rubbed together with the juice of Citrus acida of the variety 
called 'Gonrd^ A ball being formed, it should be kept in a 
vessel called ^Vidyddhara*, i, e., it should be placed in an ear- 
then vessel over which should be placed another vessel filled 
with water. Soft clay should be used for seal’ng up all in- 
terstices between the two vessels. ]3oth the vessels should 
then be set over a fire. The water in the upper vessel should 
be frequently changed so that it may not become hot. The 
mercury in the lower vessel will evaporate and adhere to the 
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bottom of the upper vessel. It should then be scraped off 
the bottom. The second method consists of this : mercury 
should be rubbed with the decoction of the three myrobalans, 
that of the seeds of Moringa ptcrygosperuia, that of the roots 
of Plumbago Zeylanica, that of red mustard seeds^ and with 
‘Saindhava’ salt also. While it becomes like clay, it should 
then be kept in what is called the ^Bhudhara-yantra,' i. c., it 
should be kept hanging in an earthen vessel with its bottom 
turned upwards. This earthen vessel should be placed, bot- 
tom upwards, upon another earthen vessel containing water. 
The joining line of the two vessels should be plastered over 
with soft clay. By applying heat to the upper vessel contain- 
the hanging mercury, it falls down into the water below. It 
is then taken up and is regarded as fit for use. The third 
method consists of this : take two earthen jar.s. Place the 
mercury in one and fill the other with water. Shut up both 
vessels hermetically, using earthen dishes and clay. Make 
two holes in the two necks of the vessels and insert a thick 
tube, made of bamboo into these holes. One end of the 
tube should be in one of the holes, and the other in the 
other hole. Soft clay should be u.sed for shutting ’ p all 
interstices in the holes after insertion of the ends of the 
tube. By applying heat to the jar containing mercury, it 
will evaporate and pass into the vessel containing water.

Kajjaii. Some time. When the two, pro- 

perly mixed, assume a black colour 
like that of ink, and when the brilliancy of the globules of 
mercury disappears, it should be understood that ‘Kajjaii’ 
has been m.-idc. In certain medicines, directions occur of 
making ‘Kajjaii’ by mixing two parts of sulphur with one 
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part of mercury. In preparing medicines, directions seldom 
occur about Kajjali’ ; only mercury and sulphur are named. 
It should, however, be understood that when mercury and 
sulphur are named together, these should be mixed accord- 
ing to the above manner for making ‘Kajjali’. 

Four parts of corrected mercury, one part of corrected 

. , sulphur, and one part of common sul-

phur, or two parts of mercury and one 
part of corrected sulphur should be pounded together for 
one day till the form of Kajjali’ is attained. Take a black 
gla.ss bottle, with level bottom.

The portion that remains of 
the bottle should then be wrapped round, three time.s, with a 
piece of cloth dipt in liquid clay. This should then be dried 
in the sun.

If those articles which are required to be corrected for 
medicinal use be not subjected to the 
various processes of correction describ- 
ed above,— indeed, if they are used in their raw or normal 
state for medicinal purposes, the consequences will be most 
baneful. The various metals also which are required to be 
reduced to ashes should first be reduced to that form before 
they are used in medicine. In fact, the con.sequences will 
be very baneful il they are used in their normal state.

For the correction, S:c., of metals and olhci thinj^s, van 
ouh kinds of Puta, or, methods of boiling and roasting, have 
been laid down. Unless one is well acquainted with them, 
one cannot prepare medicines properly. In this chaplei 
will bo given an account of the several kinds of ‘l\ita,’ 
with their scriptural names.

It is very like that which 
is called ‘Vidyadhara.’ Both 
are employed for similar pur- 
poses. The fact is, when vege- 
table drugs are boiled in this 
apparatus, their active princi- 
ples are forced out more effectually owing to the greater 
concentration of heat that is applied to them than when they 
are boiled in open vessels. Then, again, the purpose in view 
is achieved in a shorter space of time.

'DoH-Yantra,* meaning a 
hanging apparatus. When 
the object is to get the active 
principles of drugs by apply- 
ing heat to them, this method of boiling is preferred to the 
ordinary one. It will be seen that if drugs be boiled in a 
‘Dold-Yantra,’ the decoction obtained does not require to be 
strained so carefully as when they are boiled according to 
the ordinary method. In cooking Pilaus and rich curries, 
the spices that are added, instead of being pounded, are 
boiled in this way. After the boiling is complete, the spices 
are thrown away ; the liquid that remains in the vessel, that 
is, the decoction is used. The flavour of the Pilau or Uie 
curry is certainly improved by this. 
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Two earthen jars are taken, one of which is larger than 
.... . ,, , the other. The larger one is half filled 

with drugs, and the smaller one, which 
is empty, is placed upon it in an inverted position, as in the 
accompanying drawing. The rims of the two jars are luted 
together with soft clay. Into the upper one is inserted one 
ci'd of a long flexible tube, 
the other end of which, after 
some twists in a vessel filled 
with water, passes out into an 
empty bottle placed on a lower 
level. When heat is applied 
to the lower jar which is par- 
tially filled with drugs, these 
begin to soften and vapours 
arise from them. The vapours 
go into the upper jar and 
pass out through the tube 
attached to it. When they 
reach the twists of the tube 
that are dipt in water, they become liquified. The liquid 
then passes out and falls into the empty bottle standing on 
a lower level. This arrangement i«s called ^Nadikd-Yantra.’ 
It is used for distilling wines and spirits. All A saves and 
Arish/as are prepared with the aid of this Yantra. When 
raw vegetables are used, the resulting fluid is called an 
A'sava. When, hbwever, the decoction of drugs is added, 
the fluid is called Arishta. These preparations combine 
the properties of spi»*ituous drinks as also of the drugs that 
enter into their composition. They are heating, easily digest- 
ible, and stimulating. They are prescribed in exhausting 
diseases as stimulants.

A bottle that is neither large nor small, and that is wrap-

to make it strong, is called ‘Kavachi- 
Yantra.’ In preparing ‘Ka.sa-.sindura,’ &c..this kind of vcs.sel 
is ncces.sary. Of cour.se, the drugs arc, kept within the bottle, 
and the bottle is dipt in a vcs.sel filled with sand. 
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Two parts of the ashes of paddy chaff, one part of earth 

. , obtained from an anthill, one part of 

‘Andhamusha-Yanlra. 

the filth of iron, one part of white stone 
powder, two parts of goat^s milk, and some human hair, 
are pounded together into a soft- paste. Crucibles should be 
formed of this paste, of the size and form of a cow’s udders. 
These are called Mushds.’ Two such ‘Mushds^ should be made. 
When dried in the sun, the two should be pl.*ced with their 
rims- against each other. The joined rims should be luted 
together With clay. Such a ‘Mushd’ is called ‘Andhamusha.’ 
It is also called 'Vajramushd.* 

CHAPTKR V. 

TECHNICAL NAMES. 

For avoiding long lists of names and for facility of re- 
ference, technical terms are used in medical literature as in 
the literature of other sciences. These names require to be 
understood by every practioner. 

Wind, bile, and phlegm . are regarded as physical 'do- 
^ , , , shas’ or faults ; and ‘Rajas’ ( passion ) 

and Tamas’ ( darkness ) are called ment- 
al 'doshas’ or faults. Whenever the word ‘Tridosha’ (three 
faults) occurs, wind, bile and phlegm should be understood. 
These are called ‘doshas’ or faults because they are often 
'dushyate’ or vitiated. No disease can ever arise which is 
not brought about by the vitiation, directly or indirectly, of 
these ‘doshas’ or faults. Sometimes one, sometimes two, and 
sometimes all the three faults are vitiated. 

‘Rasa’ or juices, blood, flc.sh, adeps, bones, marrow, 
‘Dhushya’and ‘DhAtu.’ and vital Seed, • these seven constituent 
dements of the physical organism are called 'dushyas' 
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‘Mala’ or Impurilies. 


‘Koshtha.’ 


or things capable of vitiation. In every disease, one or 
other, or more than one, of these seven become vitiated. 
Ihey are also called ‘dhatus’ because of their being the up- 
holders of the body. The fact is, all those ingredients of 
the body which are vitiated by wind. bile, and phlegm are 
called dushyas’ or ^dh^tus.’ 

Stools, urine, sweat, filthy .secretions, and mucus, are 
called ‘Mala.’ They are otherwise 
named Kitta.’ In many places, wind, 
bile, and phlegm also are called *Mala.’ 

^Amd^ayd’ (or that part of the sU mach into which food 
goes after deglutition) , the duct called 
^Grahani/ T^akkd9aya’ (or that part of 
the stomach where digestion takes place), the bladders where 
urine is collected, the spleen and the liver (which are regard- 
etl as receptacles of blood) the heart, the lungs, and the anal 
canal,— these eight are called by the name of 'Koshtha.’ 

Dry ginger, aconite, the'tubers of Cyperus rotundus, and I'i- 
nosporacordifolia — ihtst four are called

‘Chaturbhadraka. These increase the 
digestive fire, digest the faults, and act as astringents.

The place 
where the second, called Udana, resides is the chest. It 
moves .about in the nose, the region of the navel, and that 
of the neck. It helps the operations of the organ of speech, 
artd to its action is ascribed all exertion, as also memory. 
The residence of the third, called Vyina, is the heart. It is 
endued with great speed, and hence it wanders over every 
part of the body. Locomotion of the body, standing up 
and sitting or lying down, the winking^of the eyes, and other 
similar actions are ascribed to it. The fourth called Sama-

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na, resides near the digestive fire, and wanders in every part 
of the ‘Koshtha.’ It holds together in the 'Ama^aya’ the 
food that is swallowed and aids in its digestion in the Pakka- 
^aya’. It causes the stools and urine to move into their res- 
pective places with a view to their ultimate expulsion from 
the body. The place of the fifth oreath, called 'Apana/ is 
tlic lower intestines.

pelos hernandifolia, Picrorrhiza Kurroa^ Carrisa Carundas 
(of the large variety), Aconitum heterophyllum , cardamoms, 
Semecarpus Anacardium, and the roots of Plumbago Zeylani* 
ca. These cure the excitement pf phlegm as also the 
faults of the female generative organs. They correct also 
the faults ’of the milk in the human breast, and promote 
digestion. 

The group called ‘Amalakyddi* consists of the fruits of 
Phyllanthus Emblica, Chebulic myro- 
Amalakyddi group. faalans. Piper longum, and the roots of 

Plumbago Zeylanica, These cure all kinds of fever, excited 
phlegm, and disgust for food. They are beneficial to the 
eye, kindle the digestive fire, and are good aphrodisiacst 

The group called Trapwddi* consists of tin, lead, copper, 
silver, pure iron, gold, and iron pyrites. 
Tfapwidi group. These cure worms, thirst, the efibcti 

of poison; diseases of the chest; chlorosis, and gonorrhcea^ 
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The group called ‘L^kshddi* consists of lac, Citrus acida^ 
Holarrhena antidyseniefica, Nefiuni 
L^kshddi group. ordoTunt^ Myrica Sapida^Curcuma longa^ 

Berheris Asiatica, Melia Asadirachta, Echites scholaris, 
Echites caryophyllata and Ficus heteropylla. These drugs 
cure excited phlegm, diseases born of excited bile, leprosy, 
and worms. They cure also all kinds of malignant 
boils. 

An intelligent physician derives adequate benefit by 
administering, after a careful observation of the disease as 
also of the condition of the patient, the decoctions of these 
drugs, or plasters made therewith, or oils and ghees cooked 
with them. The fact is, remembering their properties, he 
should use these groups singly or in a combined state. 

*Yava-Ksh 4 ra’ or the ashes of barley shoots are often used 
‘Yava Kshdra ’ medicinal purposes. They are thus 

prepared : take a quantity of green bar- 
ley shoots. Incinnerate them into ashes in a covered vessel. 
One seer of the ashes should be dissolved in 64 seers of 
water. The water should then be strained through ’ a piece 
of thick cloth. This process of straining should be repeated 
one and twenty times. The strained water should then be 
placed upon a strong fire. When the liquid shall have entire- 
ly evaporated, there will remain in the vessel a dust-like pulv. 
This pulv is 'Yava-Kshdra\ If dissolved in hot water, ‘Yava- 
Kshdra’,is seen to settle down into a thick, consistent substance. 
The water above it should be carefully thrown out. The solid 
deposit is regarded as puie ‘Yava-Kshdra.’ The ashes of 
other substances also are prepared in nearly the same way. 

'Vajra-Kshdra^ is prepared according to the following 
‘Vajra-Kshdra.’ method. Take a quantity of pure 

Y^va-Kshdra or saltpetre. Boil it in water till it is dis- 
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solved. When dissolved, throw a small measure of pow- 
dered alum into it ; the result will be that the filth will be 
separated and rise up on the surface. The filth should be 
carefully taken off by means of a ladel. • The liquid in 
the vessel, while still hot, should be thrown into a flat- > 
bottomed vessel, the bottom being large in area. The fluid, 
as it becomes cool, is congealed into a thin, flat substance. 
This substance is called Wajra-Kshdra^ or white ‘Chati’. It 
is prescribed in indigestion, flatulence, epistasis, strangury, 
and dropsical swellings, in all of which it proves highly be- 
neficial. 


CHAPTER VI. 

PREPAUATION OF SICK-REGIMEN. 

^YavAgu’ is frequently prescribed for the sick. It has 
‘YavAgu ’ forms, viz,, 'Manda,’ 4^eyd,’ and 

‘Vilepi.’ The method of preparing Ya- 
vdgu is as follows : grains of rice or barley should first be 
broken but not pounded into pulv. The broken grains 
.should be boiled. In preparing Manda, water that is nine- 
teen times the measure of that of the grains should be added. 
The boiling should be regarded as complete when the broken 
grains become as soft as the boiled rice we eat. The fluid 
should be strained through a piece of cloth. In preparing 
'Peyd’, water that is eleven times the measure of the grains 
should be added. The boiling should not be regarded as 
complete till the grains are thoroughly dissolved. In pre- 
paring Wilepi^ the grains should be boiled in water that is 
nine times their measure. After the grains have become 
dissolved, the fluid should be strained through a piece of 
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cloth. *Manda’ is thicker than both Teya’ and *Vilepi’. Of 
the two last, 'Vilepi' is thicker than ‘Pey^.’ Indeed^ as the 
name implies, Teya’ is a drink. 

Fresh fried paddy should be soaked for some time in 
hot water which should then be

strained through a piece of cloth. The 
strained liquid, whitish and thicker than water, is called 
‘Manda’ of fried paddy. 

In preparing barley, arrow-root, sago, &c., these should 
first be stirred for sometime in water

that is very hot. After this, milk and 


sugar- candy should be added. As re- 
gards sago, it should, for sometime, be soaked in cold water 
first before it is thrown into hot water. The fact is, softened 
sago seeds are boiled more speedily than if they are dry. 

The ^Manda’ of Mana (Arum ludicum) is prepared ac- 
cording to the following method, A 
‘Maiia-inanda.’ ' « n 

piece of ^Mana’ is first cut into small 

fragments which are dried in the sun. The dried pieces are 
reduced to pulv ; two parts of this puiv and one part of 
powdered rice should be boiled in water that is nineteen times 
their measure. The measure of the pulv of Mcina may be 
increased or decreased as may be found necessary. 

Gruel of barley and other kinds of regimen, are mixed 
with powdered sugarcandy or the juice of Citrus aetda, ac- 
cording to the like or dislike of the patient or the condition 
of the disease. Sometimes gruels are mixed with the soup 
of small fish or meat-juice. 

If rice is to be given to one after one has fasted or taken 
gruel of barley for some days, it should be boiled in 
water that is five times its measure. The boiling, again, 
should not be regarded as complete till the grains

become very soft. The water in which the rice is boiled 
should be carefully thrown out. The curries prescribed 
should be such as have very little oil and very little salt in 
them. 

The soup of PJtaseolus Mungo, of Cicer lens, and of other 

Soup of pulses. should be prepared according 

to the following way. The pulse 
should be boiled in water that is nineteen times its measure. 
Boiling should not be regarded as complete till the seeds all 
become dissolved. A small measure only of ghee, salt, and 
spices should be added. Only two or three leaves of Ciuna- 
momum Tainala^ a few seeds, reduced to paste, of black 
pepper, and a very small measure of coriander seeds reduced 
to paste, should be added. Other kinds of spices should be 
avoided. 

Meat-juice is prepared in the following wa)’. The soft 
flesh of the goat, the pigeon, or fowl 
should first be cut into very small 
pieces. The fat discernible on them should be carefully re- 
moved. The pieces should then be soaked for at least an 
hour in a proper measure of water. After this, a small mea- 
sure of salt, turmeric, and impounded coriander seeds should 
be added to them. They should then be boiled in a covered 
vessel upon a slow fire. When properly boiled, the water 
should be separated from the flesh, the two being kept in 
two separate vessels. The juice of the flesh should then be 
pressed out. This juice should be mixed with the water. 
The fat that may be seen to float on the surface should hft 
carefully removed with a piece of clean and thick cloth. 
After this, according to the condition of the patient the 
fluid should be fried with a small measure of ghee, two or 
three leaves of Cinnamomvm Tam ala, and a few fenne 


Meat-juice. 
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seeds. When the frying is over, a little measure of the pulv 
of black pepper should be thrown into it. Meat-juice may 
also be prepared according to the method in which broth is 
prepared in western countries. Once prepared, it may be 
used for five or six hours. After this time it should not be 
used. A fresh preparation is necessary if meat-juice requires 
to be continued. 

In making chuppaties that are easy of digestion, the 
coarse flour of wheat, called ^Suji’, 
should be first soaked in water for an 
l.oLir or so, and then pressed continual- 
ly into a soft ball. The ball should next be thrown into 
boiling water and kept in it for at least ten or twelve minutes. 
Taking it up, it should again be kneaded and then thin 
chuppaties made of it in the usual way on a slow fire. These 
chuppaties are easy of digestion. They cannot produce aci- 
dity of the stomach.

CIIAPTEK I. 

FEVERS. 

( FEVERS BORN OF WIND, ) 

Hindu Medical Science has been needlessly complicated 
by technical terms which do not always mean the same thing. 
Thus Wilwddi-Panchamula' means one group of drugs when 
the term occurs in the treatment of wind-born fevers, and 
quite a diflerent group when it occurs in the treatment of 
bile-born fevers. The memory of the student is thus need- 
lessly taxed. This is undoubtedly a source of confusion ; 
but it cannot be helped. 
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‘Vilwadi- ranch.imula.’ 


The group called ‘Vilwadi-Panchamula/ in the treat- 
ment of wind-born fevers, consists of 
Vilwa or yEgle MarmeloSy Bignoiiia 
ludica^ Gmelina aibona, Bignonia suavv-olens^ and Premna 
serratifolia. The root-barks of these five, of the weight of 
2 tolas, should be boiled in half a seer of water till half a 
poa ( one-eighth of a seer ) remains. Prescribed as a drink 
in wind-born fevers, the deco^'tion proves beneficial. 

Sometimes to the root-barks of these five, I'inospoui 
cordifolia^ the fruits of Phyllanthus Emhlicn and coriander 
seeds are added. Taking equal measures of each of these 
eight drugs, coming up, in all, to 2 tolas, tlieir decoction 
should be prepared in the usual way. I'his decoelion w 
beneficial in wind-born fevers. 

The group called ^Sunthyadi’ consists of dry ginger, 
Agathotes Cherayta, Cyperits partenuis, 
and Tinospora cordifolia. The decoc- 
tion of these is beneficial in wind-born fevers.

CHAPTER If. 


R1LK-«0RX FKYRns. 

In this chapter will be explained those tecnnical names 
which occur in the treatment of bile-born fevers. It will 
be seen that many of the names, though same, include drugs 
altogether different from those which they include when 
occurring in the treatment of wind-born fevers.

CHAPTER III, 

PIILEGM-BORN FEVERS. ' 

The remarks made in the beginning of the last chapter 
apply to the technical terms, or names of drug-groups, lliat

The de- 
coction of these cures phlegm born fevers. It also allays ex- 
cited phlegm, catarrh in the nose, vitiated wind, disgust for 
food, tumours, and deep-seated pains.

Adhatoda. The decoction of these, administered with honey, 
alleviates phlegm-born fever. 

The group called ^Tiktddi’ consists of Picrorrhiza Kur~ 
Ka, the bark of Melta Azadirachta, 
’Tiktddi group. Aconitum heterophyllum^ dry ginger, 

Piper longum, black pepper, and the seeds of Holarrhena 
antidysenterica. The decoction of these cures phlegm-born 
fevers and alleviates hiccup and cough and other supervening 
symptoms of such fevers. 

The group called ‘Nidigdhikddi’ consists of Solanum 
Xanihocarpum, Tinospora cordifolia, 
Nidigdhik4di group. pipgf longnuiy and dry ginger. The 

decoction of these cures phlegm-born fever as also bronchi- 
tis, asthma, deep-seated pains in the abdomen and the 
sides, and loss of appetite. It alleviates also the excited 
wind in the stomach. 

The group of drugs called ‘KatphaUdi,’ which consists 
of Myrica Sapida, Aplotaxis auriculata, 
Katphalidi Leha. Rhus succredauea^ f tyckotis Ajowan^ 

Nigella sativa, dry ginger. Piper iongum, and black pep- 
per, enters into the composition of a linctus that curd* 
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phlegm-born fever, asthma, branchitis^ vomiting, disgust for 
food, and excitement of the wind. Each of the drugs 
should be reduced to pulv. Equal measures should be 
taken of the pulv of each. Mixing them together, and add- 
ing honey or the juice of raw ginger, the linctus is prepared.

Bassia latifolia, Purocarpus Santalinus, Nymphcea steliata, 
Gtnelina arlorea, Padmakdshtha, Symplocos racemasa, the 
fruits of Phyllanthus Emhlica, Chcbulic myrobalans, the 
fruits of Terminalia Bellerica, the filaments of the lotus, 
the fruits of Grewia Asiatica _ and the roots of Andropogon 
muricatum. Taking all these of the measure of 2 tolas to- 
gether, drench them in 12 tolas of clear water for one night. 
In the morning the infusion should be strained through a 
piece of clean cloth. Honey, the pulv of fried paddy, and 
sugar should be added to it. This preparation is called 
‘Madhukidi-hima.* It cures thirst, vomiting, vertigo, and 
other supervening symptoms, born of excited bile.

fevers. Many of the names arc poetical. 

The name, ^JwarankiK^a’, implies ‘the i^oarl of fever/ that 
is, a medicine which controls fever 
Iw.uankuc.i. ^ goad ill the hands of the driver 

controllin[^^ an elc[)hant or any other beast. The ingre- 
dierUs are i part of mercury, 2 parts of sulphur, 3 parts of 
cinnabar, and 4 parts of croton .seeds. These are ptjnnded into 
a paste with the decoction of the roots of Crotou polyondyuin. 
Pills are made of the weight of i rati. The vehicle u.sed 
is a little water in which sugar has been dissolved. This 
medicine cures acute fevers 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Sachcchanda- 

bhairava’ are mercur)’, sulphur, Aco- 
‘Swachcch.inclu-lJh.Urava.’ . - 1 1 . /• . 

nitum Jaox\ croton seeds, and the fruits 

of Piper Ionian taken in ecpial measures and pounded into 
a paste with water. Pills arc made of the weight of half a 
rati each. The vehicle is the expressed juice of ginger, or 
the expre.s.scd juice of betel Icave.s, or honey. The name 
*.Sachcchanda-bhairava’ is applied al.so to another prepara- 
tion, virj., the ashes of copper and Aconitum ferox taken in 
equal measures and macerated a hundred times in the 
exprcs.sed juice of the fruits of Datura fastuosa. Pills 
are made of the weight of half a rati each. Administered 
with the expres.sed juice of ginger, or with sugar, or with 
'Saindhava’ .salt, this medicine checks acute fove.rs a^ also 
those fever< which are raused by cxcitemr'iU of all the three 
faults 
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The ingredients of the medicine cajjed ^Hingulecvvara’ 
are the fruits of P/^er longum, cinna- 
Ihngukcwara. Aconitum ferox. Equal mea- 

sures of these are pounded into a paste with water. Fills are 
then formed of the weight of half a rati each. Adminis- 
tered with honey, it allays wind-born fever. In the treatise 
called 'Rasendra-sarasangraha/ instructions occur about 
making pills of the weight of 2 ratis each. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Agnikumara Rasa’ 

arc black pepper, Acoms Calamus^ Apia- 
‘Agniku'uara-Rata.’ . . , i i i r 

taxis auriaiiata, and the tubers of 

Cyperus rotundus^ each of the measure of 2 mdshas, and 
Acouitum ferox of the measure of 8 mashas. These are 
pounded into a paste with the expressed juice of ginger, 
and pills are formed of the weight of i rati. The vehicles 
are as follow : in the first stage of acute or immature fevers, 
the pulv of ginger and honey ; in phlegm-born fever, the 
expressed juice of ginger or of the leaves of Vitex Niginido ; 
in catarrh of the nose and inflammation of the .schneidcrian 
membrane, the expressed juice of ginger ; in loss of appetite, 
the pulv of cloves ; in dropsical swellings, the decoction 
of the ten roots ; in diarrha'a in the immature stage, the de- 
coction of coriander seeds and dry ginger ; in diarrhoea in 
the mature stage, the decoction of Holarrheua aiitidyseutcrica 
and honey ; in lienteric diarrhoea, the pulv of dry ginger j in 
the first stage of fever caused by excitement of all the fault.s, 
the pulv of the fruits of Piper loiiguvi and the expressed 
juice of ginger ; in cough and bronchitis, the expressed 
juice of Soiannm Xanthocarpum ; and in asthma and diffi- 
culty of breathing, mu.^tard oil and old treacle. Two pills^ 
administered one after another, restore the patient to case, 
in all diseases, this medicine is capable of being administer- 
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ed for correcting immature faults. It is called ‘Agnikumiira 
Rasa' because it increases the *Agni’ or digestive fire. 

The ingredients of *Sri Mrityunjaya Rasa’ are i part of 
Aconitutn ferox\ i part of black pepper, 

‘Sri Mrityunjaya Rasa.’ ^ r n-. j . 

I part of Pt/fer longnm, l part of 
sulphur, I part of fried borax, and 2 parts of cinnabai*. 
These should be pounded together in the expressed juice of 
ginger, and then pills formed of the size of the seeds of 
Phaseolus Mungo. The cinnabar that is used is first macera- 
ted in the juice of Citrus acida. Instead of cinnabar, an 
equal measure of mercury may be used. The vehicle for 
this medicine is generally honey. In wind-born fever, the 
vehicle is the cream of curds ; in fever born of all the faults, 
it is the expressed juice of ginger ; in mature fevers, the 
juice of Citnts acida ; and in intermittent fever, the pulv of 
Nigella sativa and old treacle. The lull dose is 4 pills. In 
the case, however, of an old man, a boy, or of one who is 
very weak, i pill is the measure of the dose. If the phlegm 
be not largely excited and if the patient be not weak, then 
the vehicle may be the water of raw cocoanuts and sugar. 
Administered with these, it allays the burning of the skin 
due to excitement of wind and bile. 

The ingredients of Sarvajwardnku^a pills’ are mercury, 
sulphur, black pepper, dry ginger, the 
Survajwarinkuca pills. Piper longum, the bark of Cro* 

ton Tigliuuty Aplotaxis auriculatay Plumbago Zeylankay 
and the tubers of Cyperus rotundus. Equal measures of 
these are taken and pounded together. The paste is then 
macerated in the expressed juice of Vitex Nigundo and of 
ginger. Pills are then formed, each of the measure of t 
rati. After a pill has been administered, the patient’s body 
should be wrapped round with a piece of thick cloth. This 
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‘Chandeswara.’ 


medicine cures all the eight kinds of fever, simple or com- 
plicated. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Chandeswara* 
are mercury, sulphur, black pepper, 
Aconitum ferox^ and copper. Taken 
in equal measures, these are pounded together for 3 hours. 
After this, they are macerated 7 times in the expressed juice of 
ginger and, again, 7 times in that of Vitex Nigundo. Pills 
are then formed, each of the measure of i rati. The vehi- 
cle is the expressed juice of ginger. All kinds of fever arc 
allayed by this medicine. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Chandrasekhara 
Rasa’ are i part of mercury, 2 parts

of sulphur, 2 parts of fried borax, 

2 parts of black pepper, and either sugar or realgar equal 
to the total measure of the others. These are mixed together. 
Instructions occur in Rasendras^ra-sangraha’ about taking 
the first four articles in equal measures. Having mixed the 
articles, they are macerated in the gall of the Rahu fish 
and pounded into a paste. Pills are then formed of the mea- 
sure of 2 ralis each. The vehicle is the cxpres.sed juice of ' 
ginger and cold water. This medicine cures fever born of 
bile and phlegm within 3 days. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vaidyanatha 

Batika’ are as follows : half a tola of 
‘Vaidyandtha Batiki.’ 1 1 ^1 r 11 

mercury and half a tola of sulphur 

are first pounded together into a ‘Kajjali’ ; with it are mixed 

2 tolas of the pulv of Picrorrhiza Kurroa. The product 

thus obtained is then macerated in the expres.sed juice of 

the leaves of Momordica Chrantia of the small variety, or 

in the decoction of the three myrobalans. Pills are then 

formedl of the size of a pea each. The vehicle is the ex-

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pressed juice of betel leaves, or that of the leaves of Mo^ 
viordica charantin of the small variety and lukewarm water. 
One to three pills at a time is prescribed according to the 
condition of the patient. This medicine cures acute fevers, 
disgust for food, and dropsical swellings. It is. besides, 
an agreeable purgative for infants and boys. 

The name 'Navajwarebha-singha' implies that this medi- 
cine is as a lion unto the elephant of 

‘Niwwiwarebha-Mngha.’ . 

acute fever. Ihc ingcdients are mer- 
cury, sulphur, iron, copper, lead, black pepper, the fruits of 
Pi/^er tongnm, and dry ginger, taken in equal measures. To 
this is added Aconitum ferox of half the measure *of each of 
these ( or, as some say, of half the measure of their total ). 
These are pounded together, with the aid of. water for two 
days. Pills are then formed of the measure of 2 ratis each. 
The vehicle is the juice of ginger. This medicine cures 
acute fever of even the most violent type. 

The name ‘Mrityunjaya Rasa' implies that which con- 
quers death. The ingredients arc i 
‘Mrityunjaya Rasa.’ .... 

part ot mercury, 2 parts of sulphur, 4 

parts of fried borax, 8 parts of Acouitum ferox, 16 parts of the 
seeds of Datura fastuosa, and 32 parts of the three 
acrids. These are pounded together with the aid of the ex- 
pressed juice of the fruits of Datum fastuosa. Pills are 
formed of the measure of a Mdshd each. This medicine 
cures all kinds of fever. Administered with the water of 
raw cocoanuts, and sugar, it cures fever born of wind and bile ; 
with honey, it cures fever born of phlegm ; and with the juice 
of ginger, it cures fevers born of all the three faults. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Prachandegwara 
‘Prachandeewara Rasa.’ Rasa’ are Aconitum ferox, mercury, 
and sulphur, in equal measures. Pounding them together 
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for 6 hours, the compound is macerted in the expressed 
juice of Vitex Negudo for one and twenty times. After 
this, pills are formed of the size of sesame seeds. The vehi- 
cle is the expressed juice of ginger. It is one of the best re- 
medies for acute fever. If after taking this medicine the 
patient feels heat, he should' then rub oil on his head and 
drink whey. 

The name ‘Taipurabhairava* implies that its action upon 
disease is like that of Bhairava or 
Fnpurabhairava Rasa. Mahddeva Upon the triple city of the 

Asuras. The fact is, Mahddeva consumed that city with a 
single shaft of his. The ingredients are i part of Aconiium 
ferox^ 2 parts of borax, 3 parts of sulphur. 4 parts of cinna- 
bar or of copper, apd 5 parts of ‘Dantabija.’ These shonld 
be pounded together for 3 hours in the decoction of Croton 
polyandrum. Pills should then be Tormed of the size of 3 
ratis each. The vehicle is the juice of ginger, or the dccoc- 
tioni of dry ginger and the fruits of Piper longum, or the 
decoction of dry ginger and black pepper. Sugar is added 
to each of the decoctions. This medicine cures acute fevers, 
loss of appetite, vitiated wind in the immature stage, dropsi- 
cal swellings, stupefaction of the body or limbs, piles, and 
worms. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Citdri Rasa' are 
I part of mercury, i part of sulphur, 

I part of fried borax, 2 parts of croton 
seeds, i part of Saindhava salt, i part of black pepper, 

1 part of the ashes of tamarind bark, and i part of Aconitiim 
fmtx. Pounded together iii the juice of CitrUs medica^ pills 
arc formed of the measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle is 
hot water. This medicine is highly beneficial in fevers born 
of wind and phlegm, as also in cold fevers.

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The ingredients of the medicine caHed ‘Kaphaketu’ are 
the ashes of conch-shells one part, 
dry ginger one part, the fruits of Piper 
longum one part, black pepper one part, fried borax one part, 
and Aconitum ferox one part. These are pounded together 
in the juice of ginger, the operation being repeated thrice. 
Pills are formed of the measure of one rati each. The vehi- 
cle is the expressed juice of ginger. This medicine cures 
suppression of the voice due to excited phlegm, head-aches, 
constipated phlegm, and excessive excitement of all the 
three faults. In some treatises another kind of ‘Kaphaketu’ 
is mentioned. Its ingredients are fried borax, the fruits of 
Piper longum, the ashes of conch-shells, and Aconitum ferox. 
These are taken in equal measures, and being pounded to- 
gether are macerated in the expressed juice of ginger, Pills 
are formed of the measure of one rati each. This medicine 
is beneficial in asthma, cough, inflammation of the Schneideri- 
an membrane with loss of the sense of smell, head-ache, 
diseases of the throat, and other ailments caused by phlegm. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Tratdpa-mdrtan- 
da Rasa’ are Aconitum ferox one part, 
cinnabar 2 parts, croton seeds 3 parts, 
and fried borax 4 parts. These are pounded together with 
water, and pills are formed of the measure of one rati each. 
The vehicle is water. It quickly cures acute fevers. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Jwarakecari’ are 
mercury, .Sulphur, Aconitum ferox, 
ginger, the fruits of Piper longum, 
black pepper, Chebulic myrobalans, Emblic myrobalan,^, 
Helleric myrobalans, and croton seeds, taken in equal 
measures and pounded together in the expressed juice of the 
leaves of Verbesina Calandnlacea, Pills are formed of the

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measure of one rati each. For children the dose is about the 
weight of a mustard seed. In fevers born of bile, this 
medicine is administered with sugar ; in fevers born of the 
excitement of all the faults^ it is administered with the pulv 
of black pepper ; in fevers characterised by burning, it is 
administered with the pulv of the fruits of Piper iofigitm^ 
and the decoction of cumin seeds. It operates as a purga- 
tive. The vehicle used is warm water. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Jwaramuriri’ 
are cinnabar, Aconitum ferox, dry gin- 
Jwaramudri. fruits of Piper lortgum^ black 

pepper, fried borax, and Chebulic myrobalans. Equal mea- 
sures of these are taken. Croton seeds are then added of a 
measure equal to the united measure of the other seven. 
The drugs are pounded together with water, and pills are 
formed of the size of pulse seeds. For purging the patient 
this medicine is administered with the juice of ginger. There 
is another kind of ‘Jwaramurdri’ mentioned in ‘Rasamangala.’ 
The ingredients are 2 tolas of each of these, viz., mercury^ 
sulphur, Aconitum ferox^ and cinnabar ; i tola of cloves, 
8 tolas of black pepper, i6 tolas of the corrected seeds of Da- 
lura fastuosay ( some take croton seeds instead of the seeds 
of Datura fastuosa ; ) and 2 tolas of the roots of Convol- 
vulus Turpethum. Reducing all these into a pulv, the 
pulv is macerated seven times in the decoction of Cro- 
ton polyandrum. Pills are made of the measure of one 
rati each. Administered with proper vehicles, this medi- 
cine cures fever, stupefaction of the body, pains in all the 
limbs, tumours, dropsical swellings, cough, acid bile, and ex- 
cited wind in the immature stage. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Taruna-Jwardri’ 
‘74mna-Jwariri.’ are mcrcury, sulphur, Aconitum ferox^ 
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and croton seeds, taken in equal measures, and pounded 
with the juice of Aloe perfoliata. Pills are made of the 
measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle is water in which 


sugar has been dissolved. This medicine is administered in 
remittent fever on the fifth, or the sixth, or the seventh day 
for bringing about a thorough intermission. The fever does 
not return. The regimen that is then prescribable is boiled 
rice and the soup of Phaseolus Mungo. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Citabhanji Rasa’

are mercury, sulphur, cinnabar, and 
croton seeds. Equal measures of these 


are taken and macerated thrice in the decoction of Croton 


potyandrum. Pills are made of the measure of 2 ratis each. 
Administering this medicine .with the juice of ginger, the 
patient should be given cold water, the juice of the sugar- 
cane, or the soup of Phaseolus Mungo, to drink Even vio- 
lent acute fever is allayed by it. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Navajwardri

This medicine cures all kinds of fever, excited wind 
in the immature stage, asthma, cough, and loss of appetite. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Ratnagiri Rasa* 
are mercury i part, sulphur i part, 

‘Katnagni Rasa.’ ^ . . . . 

copper I part, mica i part, gold 1 part, 
iron half a part, and Vaikranti a fourth part. These, pound- 
ed with the juice of Verbesina Calandulacea, are then cooked 
like ^Parppati.’ Reduced to pulv, the pulv is macerated, three 
times, in the expressed juice or decoction of these, one after 
another, viz.., Moringa pterygosperma^ Justicia Adhatoda^ 
Vitex Negundo^ A corns Calamus, the roots of Plumbago 
Zeylanica, Verbesina Calandulacea, Spheeranthus hirtus, 
Solanum Xanthocarpum^ Tinospora cordifolia, Sesbania 
aculeata, the flowers of Sesbania grandi flora, Gratiola Mon: 
nietia, Agathotes Cherayta, ZiXxd Aloe petfoliata (syx\. Aloe 
Indica). After this, enclosing it in a crucible, it is 
cooked in sand. The dose is 2 ratis. Administered with the 
pulv of the fruits of Piper longum and the decoction of 
coriander seeds, it quickly cures acute fever. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Jayibati’ are 
Aconitum ferox, dry ginger, the fruits 
jayAbati. Piper longum, black pepper, the 

tubers of Cyperns rotundas, Curcuma longa, the leaves of

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Melia Amdirachta^ and Embellia Ribes. Taken in equ^l 
measures, these are pounded together with goat’s urine. Pills 
are then formed of the size of a chick-pea each. This me- 
dicine is administered with different vehicles in different 
diseases. In fevers born of deranged bile, the vehicle is 
milk ; in fevers born of all the* three faults, it is honey and 
the pulv of black pepper ; in intermitten't fevers, it is ghee ; 
in fevers born of cold, it is cow’s urine ; in fevers born of 
blood-bile, it is the decoction of Pterocarpus Santalinns ; 
in other fevers, it is honey and the pulv of the three acrids 
dry ginger, Piper longum, and black pepper ) ; in 
phthisis, it is honey ; and in chlorosis, it is milk. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Jayanti Batik ii’ 
are Aconitiim ferox^ Cissampelos her- 
jayanti Batika. nandifolia, Physalis flexnosay Acorus 

Calamus^ Pinus Webbiana, black pepper, the fruits of Piper 
longum, and the leaves of \Melia Azadirachia, Taken in 
equal measures, these are pounded together with goat^s 
urine. Pills are made of the size of a chick-pea each. 
Like Jayiibati, this medicine also is administered with 
different vehicles in different diseases. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Jwara-dhuma- 
ketu’ are mercury, sulphur, cinnabar, 
jwara dhumaketu. and ‘Samudraphcna’ (sca-froth). Taken 

in equal measures, these are pounded together with the 
juice of ginger. Pills are made of the measure of 2 ratis 
each. It is highly beneficial in acute fevers. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Sririma Rasa’ 
are mercury, sulphur, and black pepper. 
Srirama Rasa. Take thcsc ill equal measures and add 

croton seeds of a measure equal to that of the three others. 
These are pounded for three hours with the decoction

of Croton polyandfum. Pills are then made of the measure 
of 2 ratis each. This medicine cures immature fevers, decp- 
.seated pains, stupefaction of the body, and derangements 
of the wind. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Udaka-manjarP 
arc mercury, sulphur, fried borax, and 
black pepper, Take these in equal 
measures and add Aconitum feroY. of a measure equal to that 
of the four others together. These are all pounded with 
the bile of the Rahn fish. The product should then be 
macerated for three days in the bile of the same fish. Pills 
are made of the measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle is the 
juice of ginger. If after taking the medicine the patient 
feels heat, he should be given cold water or whey to drink, as 
also boiled rice with curry made of brinjals. If the bile be 
predominant, cold water may be applied on the head. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Amrita-manjari' 
are cinnabar, black pepper, fried borax, 
the fruits of Piper longum^ Aconitum 
fero's.^ and flowers of the nutmeg. Taken in equal measures, 
these are pounded with the juice of Citrus meciica. Pills 
are made of the measure of 2 or 3 ratis each. This 
medicine cures all kinds of fever, cough, asthma, as also 
fevers cau.seH by the excitement of all the three faults. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Achintyacakti 
Rasa’ ( meaning ‘Rasa of inconceivable 
piii.^^sance’) are as follows : mercury of 
the measure of 2 mashds and sulphur of the same mea- 
sure are first pounded together into a ‘Kajjali.’ The ‘Kaj- 
jali’ is mixed with the expressed juice, of the measure of 
four miish^.s, of each of these. «//>., Verbesina Catandulacea^ 
Scirpus Kysoor^ Vitex Nigundo^ Piadera decussata^ Pharna-

and black pepper of the measure of one masha are mixed 
with it in a copper vessel and with the aid of a pestlb 
made of copper. Pills are then made of the size of the 
seeds of Phaseolus Mungo. These are dried in the 
shade. This medicine proves highly beneficial in acute 
fever when the patient has been weakened by copious pers- 
piration and fasts. The method of administration is 3 pills 
on the first day, 2 on the second day, and i on the third 
day, the vehicle being cold water. If the patient feels 
thirsty, cold water should be given to him to drink, or the 
meat-juice of the flesh of wild animals or francoline part- 
ridges. When free from fever, the regimen is boiled rice and 
curds. If tremours in the head, or head-aches appear, or 
other symptoms of vitiated wind, the physician should, with 
discretion, prescribe Nilrdyana oil or other cooling oils for 
being rubbed on the head. 

The ingredients cf the medicine called ‘Trailokyadum- 
vura Rasa’ are mercury, sulphur, cop-

these are pounded together with the exudation of Euphorbia 
neriifolia Pills are then made of the measure of 2 ratis 
each. The vehicle is honey. Administered in acute fevers, 
this medicine proves highly beneficial. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Gadamurdri’ are 
‘Gadamuriri.’ mercury, sulphur, realgar, iron, dn^' 

ginger, the fruits of Piper longtnUy bhick pepper, copper. 
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cinnabar, and lead. Taken in equal measures’, these are 
pounded with water. Pills are formed of the measure of 
2 ratis each. Administered with the proper vehicle, it is 
capable of allaying even violent fevers in the immature 
stage. 

The ingredients of ‘Jwarahara Bati’ are corrected lead, 
yellow /orpiment, Aconitum heterophyl- 
‘jwarahara tati.’ ‘Rasasindura*. Taken in equal 

measures, these are pounded together with water. Pills are 
then made of the size of mustard seeds. Administered 
during intermission, this medicine prevents the re-accession 
of fever. The vehicle is sugar-water. Two or three pills 
should be administered at sufficient intervals.

There is another 
group of four and ten which consists of the ten roots and 
Agnthotes Cherayta, the tubers of Cyperus roiundus, Tinos- 
porn cordifolia, and dry ginger. The decoction of these, with 
half a tola of the pulv of Convolvulus Turpethum, is bene- 
ficial in fever that is old, as also in fever born of all the faults 
but characterised by a predominance of wind and phlegm. 

The group called 'Ashtdda^dnga' consists of the ten

The decoction of these cures fever 
born of all the three faults, and checks cough, asthma, 
pains in the chest, pains in the sides, epistasis, loss of appetite, 
sleepiness, and other supervening symptoms of such fevers. 

There is another Bhdrgyddi group' which consists of 
Siphonanthus Indica, Chebulic myro- 
group^’^^*^ RhirygAdi ^alaiis, Picrorrhiza Kurroa, Aplotaxis 
auriculata^ Oldenlandia biflora, the 
tubers of Cyperus rotundas, the fruits of Piper longum, TrP 
chosanthus dioica^ the ten roots, and dry ginger.

dara. The decoction of these five cures all sorts of fever 
and is also a digestive.

^tphaladi Kgroup. calamjcs, Cissampelos hernandifolia, 

Aplotaxis auriculata, Nigella sativa, Oldenlandia biflora, 
Pinus deodara, Chebulic myrobalans, Rhus sucuedanea, 
the fruits of Piper longum, Agathotes Cherayta, dry ginger, 
Siphonanthus Indica, the seeds of Holarrhena antidysen- 
terica, Picrorrhiza Kurroa, Curcuma Zerumbet. ‘Kattrina' 
( a fragrant grass, probably, Hemionites cordifolia), and cori- 
ander seeds. The decoction of these, administered with 
assafcedita and the expressed juice of ginger, alleviates 
fevers born of all the faults, especially those among them 
in which the wind or the phlegm is more excited than the 
others. It alleviates also inflammation'^of the roots of the 
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car, hoarseness of voice, cough, asthma, hiccup, and other 
supervening symptoms of such fevers. 

The group called ‘Parushakadi’ consists of the fruits of

Mitulungidi group. ^ mboinicus, bark of the roots of AEgU 

marmelos, Solatium Xanthocarpum^ Cissampdos hernandt- 
folia, and Justicia Adhatoda. The decoction of these, ad- 
ministered with ‘Saindhava’ salt and cow’s urine, alleviates 
Ardent fevers as also phithsis and deep-seated pains. Some 
physicians prepare the decoction by boiling the drugs in cow’s 
urine, and administer it by adding ‘Saindhava’ salt to it.

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THE MEDICINES OF FEVERS BORN OF ALL THE FAULTS. 


‘Kulahatlhu.’ 


In this chapter arc laid down the medicines that are 
usually prescribed for fevers born of all the faults. They 
are as follow. Many of the names are poetical. 

The medicine called Kulabadhu' is thus preparer! : ‘Rasa- 
sindura,' the aslie.s of copper, the ashes 
of lead, realipar, and the ashes of sul- 
phate of copper, are taken in ecjual measures. They are 
then pounded for one whole day with the exprevsed juice of 
Cucujnis colocynthis. Pills are then formed of the size of 
chick-peas. Rubbing these pills with water and administer- 
ing the semi-liquid substance as an eirhine, fevers caused 
by the excitement of all the faults are cured. 

In preparing ‘Mohandhasurya Ra.sa,’ mercury and sulphur 
are taken in equal measures and rub- 
bed together, for three hour.s^ in the 
‘e?ipressed j’uice of garlics. I^ills arc then formed of the 
paste. These pills are again rubbed in the expressed juice 
o^ garlics, an'd the semi-li(|uid substance is administered as 
an errhine. Consciousness is restored to patients afflicted 
with fevers born of all the faults. By administering the 
semi-liquid ‘after mixing it with black pepper of e«|ual mea- 
sure, sleepiness and delirium are checked. 

‘Unmatta Ra.sa’ is prepared by taking mercury and sul- 
phur in equal measures ; these are 
Unmatta Rasa. poiindcd for a u hole day in the 

e.'c pressed juice of the fruits of Pyatura fastnosa. With the 
Ipaste thus obtained, is mixed the pulv of the three act ids 
^ viz., dry ginger, Pifev Uiigurd and black pepper ). Used

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as an errhine, the compound cures fevers born of all the 
faults. 

Exjual measures of ‘Rasasindura’, copper, iron, roots of 
Plumbago Zeylanica, fried borax, Khar-

para, and the three acrids, are taken 
and pounded with the exudation of Calatropis giganitA 
for one vholc clay. Pills arc then formed of the paste. Rub-

SApi.da, the seeds of Datura fxistuosa, cinnabar, iron pyrites 
of the -variety called ‘Svarhamakshika,’ Aplotaxis auricu- 
Convolvulus Turpethum, Croton polyandriim^ dry ginger, 
Piper longum^ black pepper. Cassia fistula, tin, and fried bo- 
rax* are taken in equal measures, and pounded together in the 
exudation of Euphorbia neriifolia. Pills are made of the 
paste thus obtained, each of the size of i rati. These pills 
alleviate such fevers born of all the faults as are charac- 
terised by a predominance of phlegm, as also fevers born of 
wind and phlegm, fevers born^ of bile and phlegm, old and 
maure fevers, dropsical swellings, loss of appetite, and 
other diseases.

nitum ferox, cumin seeds, the hve varie 
tics of salt, viz., ‘Saindhava,’ ‘Karkach’, ‘Vit’, 'Sachal,’ and

of mica, mercury, and sulphur, are taken in equal measures. 
Pounding them together, the product is macerated in 
the expressed juice of the leaves of the followinr, viz., Vitex' 
Nigundo, tclipta prostrata and erecta, Verbesma calandu- 
lacea, Jnsticia Adhatoda, and Achyranthes a.pera. Pills 
are then formed of the measure of 2 ratis each. This medi- 
cine cures the most difficult cases of fevers born of ‘ all 


faults, and such supervening symptoms as cold perspiration, 
sleepiness, loss of the senses, deep-seated paii?, asthmatic 
breathing, cough, swoons, thirst, and disgust for food » 
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The ingredients of this medicine are as follows ; Cinna- 
bar of the measure of four and a half 
‘Sannipdta-Bhairava tolas ^nd two mashas, sulphur of the 
measure of two tolas and two mashas, 
Aconitum ferox of the measure of two tolas and two mdshis, 
thcs^eds of Datura fastuosa of the measure of three tolas, 
and fr/ed borax of .the measure of one tola and one mashi. 
These ar;e pounded together with the juice of Citrus medica, 
and pills are then formed of the measure of one rati each. 
The pills a’ re dried in the shade. Administered with the 
juice of ging'er, this medicine allays fevers born of all the 
faults. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Mritotthapana 
Rasa’ are as follows : mercury I part, 
‘Mritotthdpana Rasa. jj^jlphur 2 parts, and 1 part of each of 

these, viz,^ realgar, Actpuituiti ferox^ cinnabar, ashes of mica, 
ashes of copper, ashes* of iron, yellow orpiment and that 
variety of iron pyrites which is called 'Svarnamakshika.’ 
Pounding these together, the product should be macerated 
in the expressed inice of each of the following for three days, 
one after another, viz., Ruinex vesicarius, Citrus acida of the 
variety called ''-Gonra,’ Oxalis corniculata, Vitex tdigundo, 
and Heliotropium Indicum. After this, it should be cooked 
in the apparatus called *Bhudhara-Yantra’ for one whole 
day. It should then be pounded for six hours with the de- 
coction of the mots of Elumbago 0eylanica. Pills should 
then be formed d* the size of the seeds of Phaseolus radia- 
tus. Administered with the expressed juice of ginger mix- 
cfeirc ith the pul« of assafcec^^, the three acrids, and cam- 
Un In this medicine allays the most violent forms of fevers 
L oTift frail the faults. After administering it, light food 
mixed with milk, should be given to the patient.

the leaves of Cannabis saliva. The c(>inponi>'d should then 
be cooked for six hours, like ^Rasasindura^, in a glass bottle 
inserted in the apparatus called ‘Valuka-Vantra'. When cool- 
ed, it should be taken out and pounded! once, more with the 
expressed juice of ginger. Pills should be formed of the 
measure of i rati each. This medi^:ine allays even violent 


forms of fever born of all the faults. Another pre.paijation, 
of this name is mentioned in ^Rasendrasdra-Sangraha.* It 
consists of the ashes of copper 4 parts, the seeds of Croton 
Tiglium 3 parts, fired borax 2 parts, and Aconitum ferox 
I part. These should be pounded together, for three hours 
with the expressed juice of ginger. The vehicles are the 
decoction of the roots of Plumbago Zeylanlca^ the pulv of 
the three acrids, and powdered ‘Saindhava^ salt Adminis* 
tered in proper measure, this medicine dqjs great good in 
fevers born of all the faults. 


The ingredients of this medicine are equd measures of

ferox. According to ‘Rast^Jr,^ 
Sangraha’ the measures of mercury and sulphur only . 
be equal, and that of Aconitum fttox being half the measure

The compound should then be dried. It should then be 
subjected to the pr'^cess of roasting called ‘Putapaka’ with 
the help of the apparatus called ‘Kavachi Yantra*. When 
the roasting is over and the medicine becomes cool, it should 
be macerated for seven days in the decoction of the follow- 
ing, viz,, Nigel la saliva, cumin seeds, assafoedita, 'Sarjji- 
ksh^ra, fired borax, the exudation of Balsamodendm** Mukul, 
the five varieties of salt, the ashes of incinneraled barley 
shoots, Ptyehotis Ajowan, black pepper, and the fruits of 
Piper longum. The measure of these should be equal to 
that of mercury, or sulphur, &c. Administered with the 
expressed juice of betel leaves, this medicine allays violent 
acute fevers, fevers born of all the faults, cold fevers, fevers 
with burning of the skin, deep-seated pains, fever with diar- 
rhoea, and abdominal tumours. The vehicle is hot water. 
If burning of the skin is present, sandal-paste may be used. 
The patient should also have food allowed to him of the 
kind he desires. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Rasarijendra’ 

are as follows : mercury, sulphur, cop-

per, iron, mica, tin, lead, yellow orpi- 

ment, and Aconite ferox are taken in equal measures. These 
are pounded together with the expressed juice of Solanum 
Nigrum, and that of ginger. The paste should then be 
macerated in the bile of the Rahu fish, the boar, the pea|x)ck. 
the goat, and the buffalo. The paste should once more be 
{bounded with the decoction of the three acridc, and pills 
should then be formed of the measure of i rati each. Ad- 
ministered with the expressed juice of the leaves of Ocimum 
sOKctum, this medicine allays all kinds of fevers. If tfe^ 
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patient, after taking the medicine, feels heat, cold water 
should be poured upon his head, and if the burning sensation 
be great, he may be allowed to drink sherbet of sugar. He 
may also be given, only once boiled rice mixed with curds. 

The medicine called ‘Sweda-ewaityari’ is prepared accord- 
ing to the following way. Take 2

of each of these, vtz., ashes of copper, 
dry ginger, and the roots of Calatropis gigantea ; take also 
8 tolas of the five salts ; mix all these together and subject 
them to a process of roasting. After the roasting is over, 
add sulphur, mercury, and the ashes of conch shells, of the 
measure of four tolas each. The compound should thpn be 
pounded with the expressed juice of I^uffa antara. After 
this, it should be macerated in the bile of the peacock. The 
dose is I rati or 2 ratis at the most. Administered with 


curds, it simultaneously cures cold and perspiration. If the 
patient, after taking the medicine, feels heat, cold water 
should be poured upon his head. The regimen that is preS- 
cribed, after administering this medicine, is ghee, the soup of 
Phaseolus Mungo, sugarcanes; grapes, and dates. 

The medicine called ‘Panchavaktra Rasa’ is prepared ac-

The medicine called 'Sannipdtasurya Rasa’ is prepared 
according to the following method :

for three days in the decoction of the leaves of Cannabis 
sativa. Pills should then be formed of the measure of 2 
ratis. This medicine should be administered with the ex- 
pressed juice of betel-leaves, and the patient should, after 
taking it, drink the decoction of the roots of Calatropis 
gtgantea. This medicine allays even violent fevers born of 
all the faults. 


The composition of the medicine called ^Tridoshanihdra- 
surya Rasa* is as follows : take one

jali.’ The ‘Kajjali* should be pounded for eight days with 
the decoction of the roots of Plumbago Ztylanica. It 
should every day be dried in the shade. After this process, 
is ove*", Aconitum ferox of one -eighth the m.easure of mer- 
cury, should be added. The compound should then be 
macerated in the bile of the Kahu fish, the boar, the peacock, 
the goat, and the buffalo. Pills should then be formed of the 
measure of 2 ratis each. Administered with proper vehi- 
cles, this medicine allays fevers born of all the faults. 

The composition of the medicine called ‘Pratapatapana 

Rasa* is as follows : take one part of 
‘ Praia p.itapana Rasa’ 1 r 

each of these, vtz., mercury, sulphur, 

yellow orpiment, iron, ‘Kharpara,* Sarjjiksh^ra,* fried 
borax, and Rubia cot difolia, 2 parts of cinnabar. Pound- 
ing those together with the expressed juice of Vitex Nigun- 
do and Heliotropium Indicum. the product should be 
enclosed in an ‘Andhamusha’ and cooked for four and twenty 
houjrsj in sand. After this, the roasted product, should be

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taken out of the crucible. The measure of a dose is i rati. 
Administered with the expressed juice of ginger, this medi- 
cine allays fevers born of all the faults. After taking the 
medicine, the patient should eat boiled rice, with curds, or 
the meat-juice of goat’s flesh. 

The medicine called ‘Swalpa-Vadavanala Rasa’ consists of 
„ , the ashes of copper, black pepper, and 

Aconitum ferov, in equal measures. 
These should be pounded together with 
the expressed juice of Gloriosa superba. The compound 
should then be roasted in the apparatus calld ‘Gajaputa.’ 
Two or three doses, adminstered with honey and the .pulv 
of the three acrids, allay fevers born of all the faults as also 
violently excited wind. 

The composition of ‘Vrihad-Vadavanala Rasa’ is as fol- .

This medicine cures cases of fevers 
born of all the faults in which recovery is even hopeless. 

The composition of the medicine called ‘Sannipita Vada-

cury 8 parts, Aconitum fetox 7 parts, 
sulphur 6 parts, yellow orpiment 6 parts, the seeds of

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Croton polyandrum 6 parts, fried borax S parts, the seeds of 
Datura fasiuosa 5 parts, and 3 parts of each of these, 
viz., dry ginger, Piper longum, and black pepper. Pound 
these together with the decoction o^ the roots of Plumbago 
Zeylanica, and form pills of the measure of 2 ratis each. 
Administered with the expressed juice of ginger, this medi- 
cine allays fevers born of all the faults. 

The medicine called ‘Singhandda Rasa* is prepared in 
the following way : take 2 tolas of 
Singhandda Rasa. sulphur and melt it in an iron vessel on 

a slow fire. Add to it 2 tolas of mercury, 2 tolas oi mica, 
2 tolas of sulphate of copper, 4 tolas of the expressed juice 
of Siphonanthus Indica, and 4 tolas of the expressed juice 
of the leaves of Vitex Nigundo, and boil these together on 
a slow fire. When the liquid substances disappear, the drugs 
should be taken down, and half a tola of Aconitum ferox 
should be added to it, and the product should*be properly 
pounded. The measure of a dose is i rati. This medicine 
administered with the pulv of Aplotaxis auriculata mixed 
with the decoction of Solanum Xanthocarpum, cures fevers 
born of all the faults. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Botala Rasa* are 
mercury, sulphur, Aconitum/erox^hlAck 
pepper, and yellow orpiment, taken in 
equal measures. These are pounded together with water 
and pills are then formed of the measure of i rati each. 
This medicine cures all the twelve kinds of simple and difficult 
^vers born of all the faults, as also swoons and other super- 
vening symptoms of such fevers. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Suchikabharana 
‘S»uih!kibharana Rasa.’ Rasa,* are I part of each of these, vtz,, 
Kdshtha-visha,^ the poison of the black cobra, and white

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arsenic, and 3 parts of cinnabar. These are pounded together 
and macerated gradually in, the bile of the Rakr^ fish, the 
boar, the buffalo, the goat, and the peacock, one after 
another.

After taking th’ > 
medicine the patient should rub sesame oil on his head and 
body, and indulge in other cooling acts. This medicine 
has been seen to snatch persons from the very jaws of death. 

The medicine called 'Ghoranrisingha Rasa’ is prepared 
in the following way : 2 parts of the

ashes of copper, i part of tin, 2 parts of 
iron, 4 parts of mica, i part of that variety of iron pyrites 
which is called ‘Svarnamakshika,’ 2 parts of mercury, i part 
of sulphur, I part of realgar, 4 parts of the poison of the black 
cobra, 4 parts of the three acrids, 22 parts of Stfychfios ftux-> 
vomica, and 88 parts of ‘K^shthavisha,’ are taken and pound- 
ed together. - The product is then macerated for three 
hours in each of these, viz., the bile of the Rahu fish, that 
of the buffalo, that of the boar, and the expressed juice of 
Plumbago Zeylanica, one after another. Pills should then 
be formed of the dze of mustard seeds, and dried in the 
sun. One pill should be administered with the water of raw 
cocoanuts as the vehicle. This medicine cures all the thir- 
teen kind s' of fevers born of all the faults, as also ‘Visuchikd’, 
diarrhoea, and other diseases. 

The medicine called ‘Chakri’ or ‘Chaki’ is prepared ac^ 
, cording to the following process ; mer- 

cury, sulphur, Aconitum ferox^ th^ 
seeds of Datura fastuosa, black pepper, yellow orpiment^ 
and that variety of iron pyrites which is called 'Svarnamd- 
kshika,’ are taken in equal measures and pounded togethelii 
The product is then macerated in the decoction of the; 
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seeds of Croton polyandrum^ Pills are then formed of the 
measure of a rati. This niedicine cures all the thirteen varie- 
ties, simple and most difficult, of fevers born of all the faults. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Brahmarandhra 

Rasa’ are mercury, sulphur, mica, yel-

low orpiment, cinnabar, black pepper, 
fried borax, and 'Saindhava’ salt, in equal measures. Add 
Aconituin ferox of a measure equal to that of all the fore- ^ 
going drugs together. Pound these and macerate the 
product in buffalo’s bile of one-fourth the measure of the 
pill-mas.s. This medicine is administered by causing a small 
puncture in the crown of the head. It restores consciousness 
and allays other .symptoms manifested in fevers born of 
all the faults. After administering it, the patient should 
take the juice of sugarcane and other cooling drinks. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Sri Sannipdta^ 

mrityunjaya Rasa* are as follows : mer- 
‘Sri Sannipdta-mrilyun- , , ... 

ijayaKasa.’ sulphur, aconite, dry ginger, 

Piper longum^ black pepper, the seeds 
of Muctina pruriens, the roots of Achyranthes aspera^ the 
roots of Plumbago Zeylanica^ the seeds of Croton Tigiium, 
and the bile of the Rahu fish, the peacock, the goat, the 
boar, and the buffalo, are taken in equal measures and pound- 
ed together with the urine of the goat. Pills are then form- 
ed of the size of peas. Administered with the expressed 
juice of Verbesina calandulacea as the vehicle, this medicine 
allays such fevers born of all the faults as are characterised 
by a sensation of excessive coldness, as also phlegmonous 
idi,senarges from the nose, inflammation of the Schneiderian 
raKjmbrane, dropsical swellings, abdominal dropsy, indigestion, 
chjoiro^is. and other ailments, After administering it, 
itic patient should be wrapped in a thick cloth and kept 
[ i; ] 
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in a solitary place that is unexposed to the wind. When 
he swoons repeatedly, and the biirnin^j of his skin increases, 
he should be regarded as freed from disease. After this, 
he should be given boiled rice with curds, and other kinds 
of cooling food and drink that he may desire. 

The medicine called TVatipa Lanke^wara Rasa’ is pie- 
pared according to the following way : 

‘Sri Pratipa Lankecwara 

, take the roots of AchyrantJies aspera^ 

and those of Plumbago Zeylanica, in 
equal measures, and pound them together, and press out the 
juice. Mix with the juice so obtained an equal measure of 
mercury, sulphur, mica, aconite, fried borax, and yellow 
orpimcnt, and pound all these together for seven days. The 
product should, after this, be macerated, for three days, 
in the expressed juice of Curculigo orchioides, and dried in the 
sun. It should then be placed within a crucible which should 
be wrapped round .sevenfold with cloth and clay. When dry, 
the crucible should be roasted according to the process call- 
ed 'Laghhputa'. Take also iron, tin, opium, the oil pressed 
out of the seeds of Bassia latifolia^ the tubers of Cyperus 
roiundus^ Piper aurantiacum, the exudation of Baisamoden- 
dra Mukul, realgar, and the filaments of Mesua ferrea, of 
the measure of mercury. Add aconite of half that mea.^sure. 
These should be pounded together for seven days with the 
decoction of that variety of aconite which is called ^^Cringi.* 
When dry, macerate it, for seven days, in the juice or the 
decoction of each of the following, viz,, the three acrids, 
the seeds of Datura fastuosa, the three myrobalans, the ' 
flowers Sesbania grandiflora, seaTroth, the leaves of 
nabis sativa^ the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica, and Gloria^'- 
superba. After the maceration, mix with the compound 
aconite of half its measure. This compound should then 
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be mixed with the roasted compound consisting of mercury 
and the rest. The product should be once more roasted in 
a crucible of the same kind. A rati of this medicine ad- 
ministered with the decoction of the roots of Plumbago 
Zevlit-nica, or the expressed juice of ginger, alleviates loss 
of ronsciousness and other death-indicating symptoms of 
levers born of all the faults. If the patient be unable 
to swallow it. it may then be administered through a small 
puncture made in his palate, that is, after making the 
puncture the medicine, mixed with the expressed juice 
of ginger, should be rubbed over the punctured part. When 
the patient becomes freed from fever, he should be allowed 
boiled rice with curds or whey, and other cooling things. 
If the burning of the skin be great, sandal paste and other 
cooling unguents should be rubbed over the body. 

The ingredients and method of preparation of the iiicdi- 
cine called 'Mrigamada-asava’ are as fol- 
MrigamAdaasa\a. ^ 'Mritasanjibani’, 

^25 palas of honey, 25 palas of water, 8 palas of musk, and 
2 palas of each of these, w., black pepper, salt, nutmegs. 
Piper longnin^ and the bark of Cinnamomuvi Zeylani um, 
Mixing these together, they should be kept in a covered 
vessel for one month. After this, the liquid portion should 
be strained out. This liquid, in proper doses, is administered 
at the last stage in Wisuchika,’ hiccup, and fevers born of 
all the faults when such death-indicating symptoms as cold- 
ness of the limbs, &c., have set in. 

The ingredients and method of preparation of the medi 
cine called ‘Mritasanjibani Sura’ are as

follows : take 32 seers of treacle that 
is more than one year old, 20 palas of the pounded bark of 
A'tafcia Arabiai, and 10 palas of each of these pounded into 
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pulv, Wxr., the bark of pomegranates, that of Justicia Adha- 
toda^ the exudation of Bombax Malabaricum^ Mimosa 
pudica^ Aconitum hctreophyllum, Physalis flexuosa^ Finns 
deodara, the bark of Aigle marmdos, the bark of Bignoiiia 
Indi'ca^ the bark of Bignonia suave-olens^ Hedysarum Gan- 
geiicum, Doodia lagopodioides, Solanum Indicum, Solara tn 
Xanthocarpnm, Tribulns lanugiiiosus. the roots of Cucuttiis 
Colocynthis, Zizyphiis Jnjnba^ the roots of Plumbago Zey- 
lanica, the seeds of Mneuna pruriens, and Boerhavia diffusa^ 
and water 256 seers. 

These should be kept in a large earthen jar the mouth of 
which should be shut up with an earthen dish. Sixteen 
days after, the following should be thrown into the jar : 
powdered areca nuts, 4 seers, and 2 palas of each of these, 
viz., the roots of Datura fasinosa, cloves, ‘Padmakashtha’, 
the roots of Andropogon inuricatum, PterocarpUs Santalinus^ 
dill seeds, Ptychotis Ajotvan, black pepper, cumin seeds, the 
seeds of Nigel/a saiiva, Curcuma Zerumhet^ Nardostachys 
Jatamansi, the bark of Cinnamomum Zeylanicum,z^x^d^moms, 
nutmegs, tubers of Cyperus rotundus^ ‘Granthiparni* (a sort of 
gall caused by an insect in trees ), dry ginger, Trigonella 
focnum-grcecim, Asclepias gci'inata, and white sandal wood. 

The drugs mentioned above should all be powdered and 
thrown into the jar. The mouth of the jar should again 
be shut up. After 4 days, the liquid in the jar should be 
converted into wine with the help of a 'Vaka-Yantra.’ 

The dose should be fixed agreeably to the strength, the 
digestive fire, and the age, of the patient. This medicine 
allays violent fevers born of all the faults, diarrhoea, and 
diverse other diseases.

This medi- 
cine cures Intermittent fevers, old or mature fevers, disgust 
for food, cough, deep-seated pains, asthmatic breathing, loss 
of appetite, and inflammation of the Schneiderian membrane 
with loss of the sense of smell. It is administered in the 
evening since it prevents the advent upward of wind. If 
the fever comes at nighty the medicine is administered in 
the evening. In other cases, it is administered in the morn 
ing. If the bile predominates in the patient, honey is subs- 
tituted for the pulv of the fruits of Piper longum. 

The medicine called ‘Guduchyadi Rasa* consists of the

Piper longum, of the weight of 2 annas, and honey of the 
measure of 2 mashas, should be thrown into it. This medi 
cine cures wind-burn fever, bile-burn fever, fever burn ot 
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both wind and bile, and fevers that come in the night and 
that have become chronic.

It is prescrib- 
able in old fevers having such supervening symptoms as cough, 
asthmatic breathing, dropsical swellings, and disgustfor food.

The medicine called ‘Vasadi’ consists of the decoction 
of the baik of Justicia Adhatoda, the 
fruits of Phyllanthus hmhlica, Hedy- 
sarnm Gangeticum, Pinus deodara, Chebulic myrobalans, 
and dry ginger. Administered with honey and sugar, it al- 
lays quartan fevers. 

The medicine called ^Mustidi’ consists of the decoction 
of the tubers of Cyperus rotundus, Cis- 
sampelos hernandifoliay and Chebulic 
myrobalans ; or, the decoction of the three myrobalans mixed 
with milk. It cures quartan fever 

The medicine called Tathyadi’ consists of the decoction 
of Chebulic myrobalans, Hedysarum 
* Gangeticum^ dry ginger, Pinus deodar a, 

the fruits of Phyllanthus Emblica, and Justicia Adhatoda, 
Administered with honey and sugar, it speedily cures quar- 
tan fever. 

The decoction of another group of drugs, viz,^ Desmodi-

SolanuM Indicmn, Solanum Xanthocarpuni^ Tribulus

mashds of the ashes of barley shoots and the pulv of the 
fruits of Piper longuin, it cures fever with enlarged spleen 
and liver.

It is regarded as one of the fore- 
most medicines that cures all kinds of fever. 

The ingredients of the medicine, ‘Arddhanari^wara 
Rasa,' are mercury, sulphur, Aconitum 
ferox, and fried borax. Taking these 
in equal measures, pound them together and insert the 
pounded product into the mouth of a black cobra. The 
cobra’s head should be plastered with earth. When the plaster 
is dry, it should be placed within an earthen pot filled with 
salt. The mouth of the pot should be covered with an ear- 
then dish, and the joining line luted with earth. The pot 
should be placed on a strong fire for 12 hours. After this, 
the vessel should be allowed to cool. When cooled, the

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medicine should be taken out If only a rati of this medi- 
cine be administered as snuff, the fever of the left portion of 
the body immediately ceases. Gradually the fever of the 
right portion of the body also ceases.

Pinus deodar a, Axy 
giiV4cr, the tubers of Cypcrus rotundus, P icrorrhhza Kurroa^ 
the seeds of Holarrhcna autidysenterica^ coriander seeds, 
Pothos officinaliSy and the ten roots.) The vehicle is honey. 
This medicine cures tertian, quartan, and remittent fevers as 
also fevers caused by the action of evil spirits, and those 
which are immature. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Thintdmani 
Rasa’ are i part of each these, viz.^

and the seeds of Datura fasiuosa ; and 2 parts of each of 
these, viz., copper, the roots of the Plumbago Zeylanica, and 
the pulv of the three acrids. All these should be pounded 
together with the kernel of that variety of Citrus acida 
which is called 'Gonrd’ raid the expressed juice of ginger. 
Pills should then be formed of the measure of 2 ratis each. 
Administered with the proper vehicle, this medicine cures 
fevers born of wind, of bile, of phlegm, of all the three 
faults, fevers that appear on every alternate day, those that 
appear after intervals of two days, quartan fevers, all kinds 
of easily curable and difTcult fevers, indigestion, loss of ap- 
petite, fever with diarrhoea, flatulence, disgust for food, &c. 

According to some treatises there is another kind of 
‘Chintdmani Rasa.’ The ingredients are mercury, sulphur, 
copper, mica, the three myrobalan^ the three acrids, and the 
seeds of Croton polyandrum. Equal measures of these are 
taken and macerated in, and then pounded with, the express- 
ed juice of Phlomis Zeylanica (of the large variety). The 
product should then be dried in the shade. One rati or 2 
ratis. administered with the expressed juice of ginger, cure 
all the eight kind of fever, indigestion, and deep-.scated 
pains. 
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The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Parnakhande- 
^wara’ are mercury, sulphur^ realgar,

, and Acomtum ferox. Equal measures 

of these are taken and macerated, three times, first in the 
expressed juice of the leaves of Vitex Nigundo, and then, 
three times, in the expressed juice of ginger.

This medicine has a wonderful effect on all the eight 
kinds of fever. It allays them very quickly. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vrihajjwara

copper, silver, gold, yellow orpiment, 

‘Kharpara’, white brass, tin, corals, pearls, that variety of 
iron p}Tites which is called 'Svarnamak.shika’, sulphate of 
iron, realgar, fried borax, and camphor. Equal measures of 
these are taken and macerated, seven time.s, in the expressed 
juice or decoction (as the case may be) of each of the follow- 
ing, vi::., Siphonanthus Indica. Jusiicia. Adhatoda, 
Vitex yigundo, betel leaves, the leaves of Sesbania aculeaia, 
the leaves of Momordica charantia^ the leaves of Tric/iosan- 
tJies dioica^ the leaves of Cannabis saiiva^ the leaves of 
Boerhaira diffusa^ and ginger. Pounding these together, 
pills should then be formed of the measure of one rati each. 
This medicine cures fevers born of each of the faults or all 
of them, as also asthma, cough, chlorosis, .swellings, malig- 
nant jaundice, enlarged spleen, enlarged liver, and fleshy 
growths within the stomach.

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vi^wegwara 
Rasa’ are mercury, sulphur, and ‘Khar- 
para.' Equal measures of these are 
taken and macerated, three times, in the expressed juice of 
each of the following, viz., the roots of Ficus religiosa, the 
roots of Zhyphus Jujuba, the leaves of Vitex Nignndo, and 
Solanuin Nigrum. Two or three ratis of this medicine, 
administered with milk, quickly cure such fevers as come in 
the night. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Jwaiari Rasa*^ 
are cinnabar, sulphur, mercury, copper, 
lead, mica, fried borax. *Vit’ salt, and 
realgar. Equal measures of these are taken and macerated 
for ten days in the expressed juice of the leaves of Cassia 
fistula. Pills should then be formed of the measure of oi.e 
rati each. Administered with the juice of ginger, this medi- 
cine cures all kinds of fever, excited phlegm, excited bile, 
and deci) seated pains.

This 
medicine cures fevers born of wind and bile, burning of the 
skin, thirst, vertigo, dryness of the mouth, and consumption.

Pounding all these together, the product should be 
macerated, three times, in each of the following, vis., the< 
expressed juice of the leaves of Datura fastuosa, that of the 
leaves of Nyctanthes arbor-trisics, the decoction of the ten 
roots, and the decoction of Agathotes Chcrayta, Pills 
should then be made of the measure of 2 ratis each. The 
vehicle is the pulv of cumin seeds and honey.

lia lovgifolia. that of betel leaves, that of ginger, that of 
Jusiicia Adhatoda. Pills should then be formed of the size 
of peas. This medicine allays Intermittent fever, abdomi- 
nal tumours, and enlarged spleen. It is, again, capable of 
enkindling the digestive fire and is beneficial to the eyes. 
It promotes strength and growth. 

The ingredients of the above medicine, when it is prepar- 
ed agreeably to the process of roasting 
‘\ ishfiniajunraiTtaka Lau- j^nown as ‘putapaka’, are mercury ob-

sulphur, I tola. These should first be 
made into a ‘Kajjali’ and then roasted after the manner of a 
‘parppati’. To the product thus obtained, should be added 
a quarter of a tola of gold, '2 tolas of iron, 2 tolas of mica, 
2 tolas of copper, and half a tola of each of these, viz., tin, 
red ochre, and corals, as also a quarter of a tola of each of 
these viz., the ashes of pearls, the ashes of conchs, and the 
ashes of oysters. All these should be pounded together in 
water and the compound placed within two oyster shells 
which should be covered with earth. This crucible of oyster 
shells should then be placed in the midst of twenty, or five 
and twenty, cowdung cakes and roasted therein.

This 
medicine quickly allays all kinds of fever, chlorosis, anaemia, 
swellings, gonorrhcea, disgust for food, lienteric dysentery, 
and diverse other ailments. 

Vhe ingredients of the medicine, called 'Kalpataru 
‘Kaipataru Rasa.’ Rasa’, are mercury, sulphur, Aconitum 

ferox, and copp er. Equal measures of • these are taken, 
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and macerated for 5 days in the five kinds of bile, 7 days 
in the expressed juice of the leaves of ViUx Nignndo^ 
and 3 days in that of ginger. Tills are formed of the 
measure of mustard seeds, and dried in the shade. One 
pill a day is administered for one and twenty days, consi- 
dering the faults excited, the .strength of the digestive’ fire, 
and the age of the patient. After taking the medicine, the 
patient should lie down, covering his body with a sheet of 
cloth, till perspiration sets in. After having perspired, he 
should leave his bed and drink curds mixed with sugar. 
The vehicle is ‘Kajjali,’ the pulv of the fruits of Piper Ion- 
'gum^ and hot water. It cures old or chronic fevers, Intermit- 
tent fevers, fever with diarrha'a, lienteric dy.sentery, chlorosis, 
and anaemia. This medicine should not be admini.stered to 
one who is afflicted with asthma, cough, and ‘^ula’ pains. 

In some treatises a different method is laid down for the 
preparation of 'Kalpataru Rasa.’ The ingredients are mer- 
cury, sulphur, Aconitum ferox, realgar, ‘Svarnamdkshika’, 
fried borax, dry ginger, and the fruits of Piper longnni. Two 
tolas of each of these are taken. To these is added nine 
and twenty tolas of black pepper. All these should be 
pounded together for six hours. This medicine is very effi- 
cacious in fevers born of wind and phlegm. One rati, ad- 
ministered with the expressed juice of ginger, cures fevers 
with .such supervening symptoms as asthma, cough, salivation 
of the mouth, .sensation of coldness, loss of appetite, and 
•Visuchikl‘ Taken in the form of snuff, headaches born 
of phlegm and of wind, swoons, delirium, and stoppage of 
.sneezing, are allayed. 

The ingredients of the medicine, called ‘Tryahikdro 
♦TryahiUri itasa.’ Rasa,’ are mercury i part, sulphur 
I part, realgar i part, yellow orpiment i part, Aconi-

'I'o 
these are added a quarter part of the a>hes of the sulphate 
of copper. All these should be macerated seven times in 
the expressed juice of Aloe perfoliata, that of Sesbaniaacu- 
leata, and that of Amaranthus spinostis. Pills are made of 
the measure of four ratis each. Taken with old ghee, this 
medicine cures tertian fever. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Xhaturthakari 

Rasa’ are equal parts of mercury, sul-

phur, iron, mica, and orpiment. To 

these should be added gold of half the measure of mercur\. 

All these should be pounded together with the expressed 

juice of the black variety of Datura fasiuosa, and that of 

the flowers of Sesbania grandiflora. Pills are then made 

of the size of two ratis each. The vehicle is the expressed 

juice of the bark of Michelia Champaca. This medicine 

cures all sorts of intermittent fevers such as quartan and 

the rest. 

These two medicines, viz., .‘Trayhikdri Rasa,* and ‘Cha- 
tur^thakdri Rasa* should be administered during the period of 
ission. 

Jther method is laid down in another treatise for the 
preparation of ‘Chaturthakdri Rasa’. Orpiment, realgar, the

sulphur, are taken in equal parts, macerated in the 
expressed juice o[ Aloe pcrfoliata, and then roasted accord- 
ing to the process called *(iajaputa’.

For testing whether the 
process of cooking is completed or not, some paddy should 
be placed upon the vessel filled with sand. When the 
paddy bursts into ‘khai/ it should be known that the cooking 
is complete. This medicine should be ad ministered with sugar. 
The measure of each pill should be 2 ratis. It cures all .sorts 
of intermittent fever. While taking it, the patient should 
not use oil and sour food of any kind.

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Parppati Rasa* 
are mercury i part, and sulphur 2 parts. 

Parppaii Rasa. These should be pounded together in the 

form of Kajjali and then mixed with the expressed juice of 
Verbesina talcudulacea. The ashes of copper and of iron, 
should then be added, of the measure of a fourth part of the 
product. The compound should then be cooked in an 
iron vessel, and constantly stirred with an iron stick during 
the proces.s. When it is liquified and the ingredients 
become well mixed, the liquid should be poured on a 
plantain leaf spread over raw cowdung.

vn,, gold copper, and camphor ; and one-fourth tola of 
each of these, 7 nz., seeds of Cannabis sativa. Asparagus 
raceinosus of the white variety, the resin of Shorea robusta, 
cloves, seeds of Ruellia longifolia, Batatus pankulata, 
Hypoxis orchioideSj seeds of Mucuna pruriens, nutmeg- 
flowers, fruits of nutmeg, Sida cordifolia, and Sida spi- 
nosa. All these should be pounded with the expressed 
juice of Hypoxis orchioides. Pills should be made of the 
measure of 4 ratis each. Administered with honey, this 
medicine alleviates all sorts <S( fever born of excited faults, 
fever which has penetrated the ‘dhdtus^ cough, asthma 
consumption, phlegm that has reached the upper parts of 
the body, chlorosis, anaemia, gonorrhoea, and blood-bile. It 
promotes strength and growth. It generates semen and 
enhances the poyver of sexual intercourse.

To this should be added tne 
pulv of black pepper, six tolas in weight. Pills should be 
formed of the measure of 2 ratis each. This medicine 
should be admini.stered with the expressed juice of betel 
leaves. It quickly allays fever, born of wind, and attended 
by a sensation of cold. 

A different method is laid down in another treatise for 
the preparation of this medicine. The ingredients, ac- 
cording to it, are orpiment i part, mercury obtained from 
cinnabar, 2 parts ; sulphur 3 parts ; and realgar 4 parts. 
Pound all these together with water, and lave the compound- 
ed mass over the inner side of a copper vessel. This ves- 
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sel should be placed in an inverted position within an earthen 
pot over which should be placed a smaller earthen pot in an 
inverted position. The larger pot should be filled with sand 
and the cooking should be done as before. When cooled, the 
medicine: should be taken out and reduced to powder. 
Black pepper, powdered, should be added, of the measure 
6 tolas. The measure of a dose should be 2 ratis, and the 
vehicle, a prepared betel. It cures all sorts of fever ushered 
with a sensation of cold or of burning. Milk should be the 
diet after the medicine is administered. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Citari Rasa,^ 
are ashes of Cucurbita Pepo^ the ashes of 
Citdri Rasa. Sesantum Indicum, and yellow orpiment 

soaked in lime water. All these should be boiled together, and 
mercury should be added of a measure equal to that of the 
cooked product. The mass should next be pounded for 
three days with the expressed juice of the leaves of Momordi- 
eck duirantia of the smaller variety. Placing the compound 
on an earthen dish, cover it with a copper vessel, and lute 
the joining line with the pulv of Chebulic myrobalans, treacle, 
salt, chalk, and clay mixed together. The compound in the 
dish should then be cooked in the apparatus called 'Baluki- 
Yantra.’ Place some paddy grains upon the apparatus. 
When these burst into ‘khai’, the cooking should be known as 
complete. When cooled, the medicine should be taken out 
and reduced to powder. The measure of a oose should be 
3 witis. Pounding it, again, with the expressed juice of 
the leaves of Ocimnm sanctum^ the medicine should be 
tken with the following vehicles, viz,, honey, pulp of Piper 
longum ghee, milk, and sugar. It cures even very old 
chronic fevers. The diet should be rice with the soup of 
Phaseolus Mungo^ and milk. 
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The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vikramakecari* 
are as follow : take copper i part, and 
silver 2 parts. Pound them together. Add 
mercury, sulphur, and aconite— each one part The mass 
should be macerated, one and twenty times, in the ex- 
pressed juice of the bark 6f the roots of Citrus acida. the 
compound should then be dried. The measure of a dose 
should be i rati. It cures all sorts of fevers. 

The ingredients of the medicine known as ‘Meghanada 

Rasa’ are silver, white brass, and copper, 
‘Meghanida Rasa.’ . .. j i u ..u 4. 

each one part ; and sulphur, three parts. 

All these should be pounded with the decoction of Amaranthns 
spinosus of the red variety. The compound should be roast- 
ed six times, according to the process known as ‘Gajaputa.’ 
The measure of a dose is 2 ratis, and the vehicle is a prepared 
betel. The medicine cures intermittent fever. The diet

should be milk and rice. Acute fever, chronic fever, 
sensation of burning, and thirst also, are allayed by the 
medicine. It may be administered in fever accompanied by 
diarrhoea. In the latter case the patient should, after 
taking the medicine, drink the decoction of dry ginger, Aco- 
nitum heUrophyllum,i\{^ tubers of Cyperus rotundus ^Agathotes 
Cherayta^ Tinospofa cordifolia^ and the bark of Holarrhtna 
antidysenterica.

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should be taken out. The measure of a dose should be 
two or three ratis. It should be used with a prepared betel. 

It cures intermittent fevers, quartan fevers, and fevers born 
of all the faults. It is a preventive also of fever. Before the 
medicine is taken, cumin seeds and ^Saindhava’ salt should 
be masticated. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Jivandnadibhra* 
are mica 4 tolas, cumin seeds 2 tolas,

tolas. These should be pounded together in, one after an- 
other, 8 tolas of the expressed juice or the decoction, as the

t>ora cordifoUa. Pills should be made of the measure of 
one rati each. These should be administered with vehicles 
corresponding with the faults excited. All sorts of intermit- 
tent fever, enlargement of the spleen and of the liver, vomiting, 
blood 'bile^ lieiiteric dysentery, asthma, cough, disgust for 
food abdominal pains, nausea and piles, are cured by this 
medicine. It enkindles the digestive fire, and promotes 
strength and the semen. It is a good tonic. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Gandhaka-kaj- 
jali’ are the expressed juice of Solanum 
Gmdbaka kajjali. Xaiithocarpum, Vitex Negundo, and Cuu 

tan^ina Bonducella. These should be mixed together and 
pMedon a fire. During the process of cooking, the pulv 
ofisolphiur sh(Juld be thrown in.o the boiling mass.

^ujlphur' Should be added. As the mercury and the sulphur 
beiroime.in 4 iced together, Jjje vessel should be taken off the fire.

This medicated ghee cures in- 
termittent fever, enlargement of the spleen, cough, loss of 
appetite, and chlorosis. 

The following method should be adopted for the pre- 
paration of the ghee known as ‘Va^ddya 
ghrita.* Boil eight seers of fusticia Adha- 
toda. I'inospora cordifolia, the three myrobalans, Hedy- 
sarum Alhagi, and Ficus hetrophylla in sixty four seers 
of water till sixteen seers remain in the vessel. Mix 
one seer of the paste of, the following, vis,, the roots of Piper 
longum, grapes, red sandal wood, dry ginger, and Nymphcea 
stellata. Add to the compound eight seers of milk. Four seers 
of ghee should then be cooked with the liquid. This 
medicated ghee is curative of chronic fever. 

The ingredients of the medicated ghee called ‘Pippalyd- 
dya ghrita* are four seers of six- 
teen seers of water, and one seer of the 
paste of the following, vis., Piper lor gum, red sandal wood, 
tubers of Cyperus rotnndns, the roots of Andropogon muru

All these medicated should at first be administered 
in measures of half a tola. The measure should be gradually 
raised to two tolas, according to the digestive capacity of the 
patient.

CHAPTER XII. 


ENLAIIGEMENT OF THE SPLEEN AND THE LIVER-

In this chapter are explained the ingredients of the 
medicines prescribable is enlargement of the spleen as also 
of the liver. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Mdnakadi Gudikii*,

to be taken. To these should be added 2 tolas of each of 
these, vis,, ‘Vit’ salt, 'SanchaP salt, the ashes of barley 
shoots, and fruits of Piper longnm. All these should be 


« Certain Tdia trees {Borassus jlabelUformis\ without prodi^ing 
fruit, produce a kind of long, round, cylindricalor solid tube like subs- 
tances which, in consequence of their resembleence to the long matted 
locks hanging from the heads of certain mendicant orders in Indhi are

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reduced to pulv and boiled in i6 seers of cow’s urine. When 
the boiled product assumes the consistence of a mass that can 
be easily divided into pills or boluses, it should be taken off 
the fire and, when cooled, mixed with 3 palas of honey. A 
dose. consists of half a tola, audit should be administered 
with hot water. This medicine cures enlarged spleen and 
enlarged liver, and other diseases of the stomach.

'Saindhava' salt, the ashes of Tdla-jata', Evtbelia Ribes, 
the aromatic black stalks called ‘Hapusha’, Piper Chaba^ 
Acorus Calamus, Wit’ salt, ‘Sanchdla salt, the ashes of bar- 
ley shoots, the fruits of Piper longutn, Galega purpurea, cum- 
in seeds/ and the roots of Artocarpus Lakoocha. Four 
tolas of each of these should be taken, and boiled together 
in 24 seers of cow’s urine. When the boiled product assumes 
the consistence of a mass which can be easily divided into 
pills or boluses, it should be mixed with 2 tolas of the pulv 
of each of these, viz., cumin seeds, the three acrids, assafoe- 
dita, Ptychotis Ajowan, Aplotaxis auriculata. Curcuma Ze- 
fumhit. Convolvulus Turpethum, the roots of Croton polyan- 
dmm, and the roots of Cucumis Colocynthis. When cooled, 
24 tolas of honey should be added. The measure of a dose 
is half a tola, and it should be administered with hot waten 
Thii medicine cures enlarged spleen and liver, chlorosis, 
swellings, fever, disgust for food, abdominal tumours, epis- 
tasis, abdominal dropsy, pains in the abdomen^ and pains 
in. the flanks. 
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The ingredients of the medicine called Gudapippali' are

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vrihat Gudapip- 
‘Vrihat Gudapippali.’ pali* are Embelia Ribes, the three acrids, 
Aplotaxis auriculata, assafedita, the five varieties of salt the 
ashes of barley shoots, Sarjjikshara' (carbonate of soda), fired 
borax, sea-froth, the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica Pothos<offi- 
cinalis, Nigella Sativa, the ashes of Taiajati,’ the ashes 
of the stems of Cucurbitapepo^ the ashes of the roots of Achy- 
ranthes aspera ^ and the ashes on the bark of Tamarindus In- 
dica. Equal measures of these are taken, and mixed together, 
The pulv of the fruits of Piper longum is then added, of a 
measure equal to that of the united measure of the product 
thus obtained. All the articles are then pounded together^ 
The measure of a dose is half a tola. It is administered with 


hot water. This medicine cures enlarged spleen and liver, as 
also abdominal tumours, abdominal' dropsy, swellings, and 
bronchitis. It is prescribed also in old or chronic fever. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Abhayi-lavana* 
‘ tbhayiiavana.’ are the bark of Astocarpus Lakoocha^ 

the bark of Butea frondosa, CalatropU giganUu, the 
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bark of Euphorbia neriifolia^ Achyranthes aspera, the 
roots of Plumbago Zeylanica, the bark of Capparis trifoliata, 
the bark of Premna serratifolia^ the potherb called 
Chenopodinm alburn^ Tribulus lanuginosus. Solatium Indi- 
cum, Solanum Xanthocarpum, Guilandlna Bonducella, Echi- 
tes dichotoma, the bark of Holarrhena antidysenterica, Luffa 
amara, and Boerhavia diffusa. Taking these in equal mea- 
sures, these should be pounded together. Placing the pound- 
ed product within ^an earthen pot^ it should be incinnera- 
ted into ashes with the aid of a fire made with sesame plants. 
Two seers of these ashes should be boiled m 64 seers of 
water. When only 16 seers remain, the vessel should be 
taken down and the liquid strained through a piece of clean 
cloth twenty-one times. Mixing with the strained water 2 
seers of ‘Saindhava’ salt, i seer of the pulv of Chebulic my- 
robalans, and 16 seers of cow's urine, the compound should, 
again, be boiled. When it assumes consistence, it should be 
taken down from the fire, and 4 tolas of each of the follow- 
ing, viz., the seeds of Nigella saliva, the three acrids, assafee- 
dita, Plychotis Ajowan, Aplotaxis auriculata, and Cucuma 
Zerumbet, should be mixed with it. The measure of a dose 
is half a tola, administered with hot water. It cures en- 
largement of the spleen as also of the liver, abdominal tu- 
mours, epistasis, hard globular tumours in the abdomen, loss 
of appetite, and similar other diseases of the stomach. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Guduchyddi 

Churna* are 2 inospora cordifolia, Aco-

This medicine cures fevers with enlargement of the spleen 
as also of the liver» chlorosis, loss of appetite, and other su- 
pervening symptoms of a similar kind, as also malarial 
fevers. It is especially beneficial in malarial fevers. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Arka-lavana* ai^e 
as follow : leaves of Calatropis gigan^ 
tea and Saindhava^ salt, taken in equal 
measures, should be placed within an earthen vessel and 
incinnerated on a slow fire.

With 2 tolas of this should be mixed 2 p.ilas of 
the ashes of barley shoots, alum i pala, ‘Nisadala’ f chloride 
of ammonium) i pala. ‘Saindhava’ salt 4 tolas, borax 2 tolas, 
sulphate of iron, i tola, ‘Mudrasankha’ i tola, arsenic 2 tolas, 
and scafroth i tola, reduced to pulv.' The compound should 
then be distilled through the apparatus called Waka-yan- 
tra.’ Five or six drops of the distilled product, administered 
with cold water cures enlargement of the spleen, that of 
the liver, abdominal tumours, and other ailments of the 
kind.

The ashes of these should be taken 
in equal measures, dissolved in water, and ^strained through 
a piece of clean cloth. " The strained product should 
then be boiled on a slow fire till it becomes saline in 
tastCi It should then be taken down. Four tolas 
of the saline liquid should be taken and to it should be 
added 4 tolas of each of these, viz., the ashes of barley 
shoots, ‘Sarjjikshara’ (carbonate of soda), borax, sea- 
froth, arsenic of the variety called 'Godanta/ sulphate 
of iron, and saltpetre. Eight tolas of each of the five kinds 
of salt also arc to be added. Mixing all these with the juice 
of Citrus acida^ the product shojfd be kept within a bottle 
for seven days. Then adding the pulv of conchs, of the 
measure of 8 tolas, it should be distilled VKrough the appara- 
tus called 'Vdruni'. The measure of a dose and the vehi- 
cle also are the same as in the case of 'Mah.'idrdvaka*. This 
medicine is especially beiieficial in enlargement of the spleen 
and of the liver, as also of other ailments of the stomach 
and the abdomen.

To these should be added equal measures of the 
following, viz., borax, the ashes of barley shoots, ‘Sarjjik- 
shara (carbonate of soda), the five varieties of salt, assafcedita, 
yellow orpiment, cloves, chloride of ammonia, nutmeg 
fruits, arsenic of the variety called ‘Godanta/ ‘Svarnamdk- 
shika', myrrh, Aconitum ferox, sea-froth, saltpetre, alum, the 
ashes (lime) of conch-shells, the ashes (lime) of ‘Carkha- 
ndbhi’, realgar, and sulphate of iron. These are to be taken 
in equal measures. The compound should be macerated in 
the juice of Calamus rotang and kept whthin a bottle. This 
bottle should be kept for 7 days, wrapped with cloth, in a 
warm place.

should be boiled together. Half a tola is the measure of a 
dose, and it should be administered with meat-juice, or the 
soup of Phaseolus Mungo, or of Cicer lens, or m\W. This 
ghee cures enlarged spleen, enlarged li\er. the pains caused 
by either the spleen or the liver when in an enlarged state, 
abdominal dropsy, pains in the abdomen, pains in the chest, 
pains in the flanks, disgust for food, constipation of the 
bowels, epistasis, chlorosis, anjemia, vomiting, diarrhaea, ‘cula’ 
pains, sleepiness, and fever.

After this, it may be administered from one kanccha 
to half a cchattdck : This ^arishta’ cures enlargement of the 
spleen, abdominal tumours, abdominal dropsy, strong tu- 
mours in the abdomen, lienteric dysentery, piles, anaemia, 
dropsical swellings, disgust for food, and leprosy. 


CHAPTER XIII. 


FEVER WITH DIARRHUIA. 


The following medicines are prescribed in fever with 
diarrhoea. Their ingredients and methods of preparation are 
explained below. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Utpalashataka*

dry ginger, the flowers of Nymphcea stellata, and coriander

seeds. These six articles should be boiled into what is called 
a ‘peyd’. This 'peyd* serves the purposes of both food and 
drink in the case of a person ailing under fever with diar- 
rhoea. To increase its relish, the .juice of pomegranates is 
added. 

The ingredients of the decoction called ‘Hriveridi’ are 
Pavonia ordorata^ Aconitum hettfophyL 
lum, the tubers of Cy perns rotundus^ 
raw fruits of yEgU marmelos (dried), dry ginger, and corian- 
der seeds. The decoction of these drugs destroys slimi- 
ness of the stools, pains in the stomach, and mucus. This 
medicine cures diarrhoea, with or without fever, that is cha- 
racterised by bloody stools. 

The ingredients of the decoction called 'Pathi^di’ are 
Cissampelos hernandi folia, the seeds of 
Hoiarrhena antidysenterica, Agathotes 
Cherayta^ the tubers of Cy perns rotundus, Oldenlandia biflora,^ 
Tinospora cordifolia, and dry ginger. This decoction should 
be prescribed in the acute stage of diarrhoea with beneficial 
results. 

The ingredients of the decoction called ‘Ndgar^di’ are 
dry ginger, Aconitum heterophyllum, 
Nigaridi. tubers of Cypcfus rotundus, Aga- 

thotes Cherayfa, Tinospora cordifolia, and the seeds of Ho- 
iarrhena antidysenterUa, It cur^s all kinds of fever and 
diarrha^a. 

The ingredients of the decoction called ‘Guduchyddi’ 
are Tinospora cordifolia, Aconttum 
Ga(iuch)Adi. heterophyllum^ coriander seeds, dry 

ginger, raw fruits of Aigle marmelos (dried), the tubers of 
Cyptfns rotundus, Pavonia ordorata, Cissampelos hernandi- 
folia^ Agathotes Cherayta, Hoiarrhena antidysenterm^ red 
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sandal wood, the roots of Andropogon muricaium, and ‘Pad- 
makdshtha.’ 

The decocti )n of these, when cooled, should be adminis- 
tered to one afflicted with diarrhoea and fever. It allays 
also disgust for food, vomiting^ nausea, thirst, and burning 
of the skin. 

The ingredients of the decoction called 'U5irddi* are 
the roots of Andropogon muricaiunty 
Pavonia odoratay coriander seeds, dry 
ginger, Mimosa pudica, Woodfordia floribunday Symplocos 
racemosuSy and raw fruits of yEgle marmelos (dried). This 
decoction enkindles the digestive fire, and causes the digest- 
ion of vitiated food-juice. It cures diarrhoea, with or with- 
out fever, characterised by bloody stools, as also disgust for 
food, sliminess ol stools, and constipation of bowels. 

The ingredients of the decoction called ‘Panchamulyddi’

sures. These should be macerated thrice, in the milk of 
Ascletias rosea, «and then pounded together. Pills should be 
formed of the measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle is two 
ratis of the white exudation of Shorea robusia,hnd a small 
measure of honey. This medicine allays diarrhoea with 
bloody stools, and pains caused by indigested matter in the 
stomach. It enkindles the digestive fire. The regimen, 
after taking the medicine, is whey and goat’s milk. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Anandabhairava' 
arc cinnabar, Aconitum ferox, the three

acrids, fried borax, and sulphur. Kqual 
measures of these are taken and pounded together for six 
Ihours in the expressed juice of Citrus acida. Pills are then 
formed of the measure of a rati each. Administered with 
proper vehicles, this medicine allays diarrhoea, lienteric 
dysentery, indigestion, loss of appetite, asthma, and bron- 
chitis. 

A different method is laid down in .some treatises for the 
preparation of this medicine. The ingredients are cinnabar, 
black pepper, fried borax, Aconitum ferox, and the fruits of 
Piper longtim. Equal measures of these are taken and pound- 
ed together. Pills are then formed of the measure of a 
rati each, The vehicle is the pulv of the root-bark of Ho- 
Uirrhena antidysenterica with a small measure of honey. 
This medicine cures diarrhoea caused by the excitement 
of all the three faults. 1 he regimen, after taking the medi- 
cine; should be the whey of goat’s milk, curds of the same ; 
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•'Kanakaprabhil Bati.’ 


aiifl boiled rice. The patient should take cold water, if 
thirsty. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Kanakaprabhi 
Batr are the seeds of Datura fastuosa, 
black pepper, Cissus pedaius, fruits of 
Piper longuin, fried borax, Aconitum ferox, and sulphur. 
Equal measures of these are taken and pounded for one 
whole dav with the expressed juice of the leaves of Cannabis 
Sativa. Pills are then formed of the size of the fruits of 
Abrns precatorins. This medicine cures diarrhoea, lienteric 
dysentery, fever, and loss of appetite. The regimen, after 
taking this medicine, should be curds, boiled rice, cold water, 
and the meat-juice of francoline partridges and other birds 
of the kind. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Mritasanjivana- 
Rasa’ are mercury i part, sulphur i 
part, Aconitum ffvox, a tourth of either 
of the preceeding, and prepared mica of a measure equal to 
that of the previous drugs together. These should be pound- 
ed for three hours in the expressed juice of the seeds of 
Datura fustuosa^ and that of Vanda Roxburghii. The pro- 
duct should then be macerated for^three days in the decoc- 
tion of the following, vh., Woodfordia floribunda Aconitum 
heterophyllum, the tubers of Cyperus rotundus, dry ginger, 
cumin seeds, Pavonia odorata, Ptychotis Ajowan, coriander 
seeds, raw fruits of ALgle mermelos (dried), Cissampelos her- 
nandifolia, Chebulic myrobalans, fruits of Piper longum, 
bark of Holarrhena autidysenterica, seeds of the same, fruits 
of Feronia Elephantnm, and raw fruits of Punica Granatnm, 
The fact is, two tolas of each of the six and ten drugs men- 
tioned last, should, after being pounded, be boiled in water 
of four times their united measure, and the boiling should 
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go on till a fourth of the liquid remains in the vessel. The 
macerated product should he kept within an earthen jar with 
its mouth covered by an earthen dish, the joining line being 
luted with soft clay. When dry it should be roasted on a 
slow fire in the apparatus called ‘Valukd Yantra’. The 
measure of a dose is one rati This medicine cures, ad- 
ministered with proper vehicles, even the most violent and 
difficult cases of diarrhcea. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

PIAHUIKKA. 

[ IMMATURE OR ACUTE DIARRHOSA. ] 

The following medicines are prescribed in immature 
or acute diarrhoea. Although in many instances the names 
are the same with those mentioned under the previous chap- 
ters, yet tlie ingredients are different.

The decoction 
thus prepared is beneficial in diarrhcea in the acute stage. 
Similarly, the decoction is prepared of a second group of 
medicines called 'Hriveradi’, which consists of Pavonia odorofn^ 
the tubers of Cyperus rotuudus, raw fruits of ^Egle marine- 
los ^dried , dry ginger, and coriander seeds, as also of a 
third group, called ^Prisniparnyddi’ consisting of Doodia 
lagopodioides, Tribulus lattugihosus, Mimosa pudua^ and 
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Solaiinm Xanthocarpum. Amongst these, the first is pres- 
cribed in such cases of diarrhoea (in the acute stage) in which 
the phlegm is predominant ; the second, in cases in which 
the bile is predominant ; and the third, in cases in which 
the wind is predominant. 

The ingredients of the group of drugs called ‘V.itsakadi’ 
•Vatsak^di’ are the seeds of Holarrhena aniidysen-

sativa^ mustard seeds, the smaller seeds of Nigelia sativa^ 
and the roots of Plumbago Zcylatiica. All these articles 
should be kept together for 15 days in a ves.sel with its 
mouth covered. After thi.s, the liquid portion shoiiUl be 
strained through a piece of clean cloth. It is called 'Ayiima 
kdnjika’ because of its capacity to digest food within an 
‘ayama* which is otherwi.se called 'prahara,’ that is, 3 hours. 
It cures loss of appetite, indigestion,- ‘gula’ pains, abdomi- 
nal tumours, epistasis, enlarged spleen, di.sgust for food, 
piles, fistula-in-ano, chest diseases, and diverse ailments born 
of excited wind. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Grahanikapata 

Rasa* arc fried borax, the ashes of

barley shoots, sulphur, mercury, nutmeg 

fruits, the exudation of Acacia catechu^ cumin seeds, the 
white exudation of Shorea rebusta, the seeds. of Mucuna 
pmriens, and the flowers of Sesbania grandiflora. Haifa 
tola of the pulv of each of these is to be taken and mixed 
together. The mixed product should be pounded in the 
expressed juice of the leaves of ZEgle marmelos, Iht* fruits of 
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Gossypium herhaccum (cotton plant), Achyranthes trinndra, 
Aschpin^ rosea^ the root.s of Achyranthes triaiidrn^ the bark 
f)f Holnrrhena antidysenterica, and the leave.s of Commelyna 
}knj[^nlensis. Pills should then be formed of the measure 
of I rati each. This medicine should be taken for three 
days. After taking it. the patient should take half a 
of curds. It cures all varieties of licnteric dysentery, 
'cnla' pains caused by indigested food, fever, cough, as- 
thma, dropsical swelling.s, di.scharges of blood, white flux, 
,111(1 many other ailments. 

Another method is laid down for the preparation of this 
medicine. The ingredients are mercury, sulphur, nutmeg 
fruits, and cloves : half a tola of each of these is to be taken. 
These are to be pounded with the expressed juice, of the 
iiu-a'-urc ()f a pala, of each of thc.se one after another, rv,?., 
tin* leaves of Chomc viscosa^ lho.se of mnrmeloa^TWMX thost?

cowrie shells and Aconitum ferox : one 
tola of each of these is to be taken. Add the ashes of conch 
shells of the measure of 8 tola.s. Mixing the.se together, 
the product should be macerated in the decoction of ArouT 
hnn hclcrophylluvi. Making a ball of the macerat’d mass, 
if lioiild Im' subjertod to the process of roasting called 'i’uta- 
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paka’. After the roasting is over, the contents should be 
taken out and kept in an iron vessel. They should, again, 
be macerated in the expressed juice of Datum fastuosa^ 
Flumbaf'o ZeyJanica^ and Curculif^o orchtndes. Pills should 
then be formed of the measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle, 
in the case of lienteric dysentery characterised by predomi- 
nance of wind, is ghee and black pepper ; in that variety of 
the disease in which the bile predominates, honey and the 
fruits of Piper longiim ; and in that variety in which the 
phlegm predominates, the expressed juice of the leaves of 
Cannabis sntiva or ghee and the three acrids. This m('clicinc 
cures lienteric dysentery, consumption, fever, piles, loss of 
appetite, diarrhoea, disgust for food, inflammation of the 
Schneiderian membrane, and gonorrheea. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Grahani carddula 
Batikii' are nutmeg fruits, cloves, cumin

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Grahani Gajen- 
dra BatikA’ are mercury, sulphur, iron, 
Graham Gajendra ashes of conch shells, fried borax 

assafoedita. Curcuma Zerumbet, Pinus 
Webbiana, the tubers of Cypefus rotundus, coriander seeds, 
cumin seeds, ‘.Saindhava* salt, Woodfordia florihunda, Aco- 
uitMtH heternphyllum^ dry ginger, soot, chobulic myrobalans.

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the seeds of Semecarpus Anacordium, the leaves of Ciwiamo^ 
mum Tamala, nutmefj fruits, cloves, the bark of Cinnamo- 
mum Zevlanicuniy cardamoms, Pavonia odofata, raw fruits 
("dried) of /Egle marmelos, and TrigoneUa famum-gmeunt.

Alter taking this medicine the patient’s regimen should be 
boiled rice with curds.

Half a 
tola of the pulv of these should be added, viz., nutmeg 
fruits, the exudation of Bombax Malabaricum, the tubers of 
Cyperus rotundus^ fried borax, Aconitum heterophylhim, 
cumin seeds, and black pepper.

Ad- 
ministered with whey as the vehicle, this medicine cures 
lienteric dysentery, loss of appetite, ‘gula’ pains, burning of 
the skin, fever, vomiting, swoons, and that variety of lien- 
teric dysentery which is called ^Sangraha*. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vajrakapdta

seeds of Moringa pterygospervia^ 


the three acrids, and the three myrobalans. Equal measures 


of these are taken. They arc then macerated seven times in

those of Verbesina calendnlacea. Pills are then formed of 
the measure of three ratis each. Administered with honey, 
lliis medicine cures even the most difficult cases of lienteric

The ingredients of the, medicine called ‘Vaclavdmukha 
Rasa’ are mercury, sulphur, copper, 
mica, borax, ‘Karkacha’ salt, the ashes 
of barley shoots, ‘Sarjjikshara’ (carbonate of soda), ‘Sain- 
dhava’ salt dry ginger, and the ashes of Achyranthes aspera^ 
(jf Bn tea frondosa, and of the bark of Cap par is trifolia ta. 
Equal measures of these are taken. They are pounded first, 
with ‘Kinji’ and then with the expressed juice of Heliotropi- 
nm Jndicum, The pounded mass should then be subjected 
to the proce.ss of roasting called ‘Laghupaka. The measure 
(if a dose is one masha. This medicine cures lienteric dy- 
sentery, fever, and that variety of Henteri^ dysentery which 
is called 'Sangraha.’ 

The ingredients of the medicine called Hangsapottali 
Ra.sai’ are the ashes of cowrie shells, 
ilangsapouali Raiia. three acrid s, fried borax, Aconitnm 

ferox, mercury, and sulphur. Equal measures of these are 
taken and pounded together with the expressed juice of 
Citrus acida. Pills should' then be formed of the measure of 
one miisha. Administered with the express juice of ginger 
and the pulv of black pepper, this medicine cures lienteric 
dysentery. After taking the medicine, the patient’s regimen 
should be boiled rice and whey. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Cambukddi BatP 
are the ashes of '9ambukd’ ( a species 
of moluska common m India ), and 
•.Saindhava’ salt. Equal measures nf these are taken and 
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pounded together with honey. The measure of a dose is 4 
mdshds ( or half a tola J. This medicine cures that variety 
of lienteric dysentery which is called ‘Sangraha*. It also 
allays all those ailments which are generated by excited or 
vitiated wind. Although the measure of a dose is stated to 
be half a tola, yet it may be increased or decreased accord- 
ing to the condition of the patient as also of the disease, 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Mahirdja Nripa- 
ballabha’ are mercury, sulphur, that 
^ variety of iron pyrites which is called 

‘Svarnamiikshilca/ iron, mica, tin, copper, silver, gold, the 
roots of Piper longiim^ the seeds of Ptychotis Ajowan, the 
bark of Cinnamomum Zeylanicum , dry ginger, fried borax, 
'Saindhava’ salt, Pavonia odorata^ the tubers oi Cyperns 
ratuttdus, coriander seeds, Rhus succeedanea, and camphor 
The measure of each of these should be one mdshd. To 
these should be added assafoedita 2 mdshas, black pepper 4 
rafdshds, one tola of nutmeg fruits, the same measure of 
cloves, the same measure of the leaves of Cinnamomum Ta- 
mala, half a tola of the part called navel of a conch-shell, 
afl 4 4be same measure of Embellia Ribes, 2 mdshds of 
Aconitum ferox, 12 tolas and 3 mdshds of Elletaria cardamo- 
mutn, and 4 tolas of ‘Vit’ salt All these should be pound- 
ed together with goat‘s milk. Pills should then be formed 
of the measure of 4 ratis each. This medicine cures lien- 
teric dysentery, diarrhoea, dysentery with white flux, piles, 
epistasis, lienteric dysentery with epistasis, abdominal tu- 
mours, ‘cula’ pains, acute rheumatism, and other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Mahdraja Nripa- 
‘.Maharaja Nripati- tiballabha’ are pure iron 6 tolas, mica 
uiiahha.’ 2 tolas, coppcr 2 tolas, pearls 2 tolas, 

and that variety of irf>n pyrites which is called 'Svarna- 
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mAkshika’ of the measure of 2 tolas, and one tola of each 
of these, m., gold, silver, fried borax. Rhus sucaedanea, 
Poilios officinalis^ the roots of Crotan polyandrim^ black 
pepper, the leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala, the seeds of 
Piychotis Ajowan, Pavonia odomta, the tubers of Cyptrus 
rotnndus^ dry ginger, coriander seeds, ‘Saindhava’ salt. Cam- 
phor. Embellia Rites^ the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica^ 
Acomtum ferox^ mercury, and sulphur. Also the pulv of 
Convolvulus Turpethuvi 2 tolas, and 8 tolas of each of the 
following, viz.^ cloves, nutmeg fruits, the bark of Cinnamo- 
mum Tamala^ and nutmeg flowers. ‘Vit’ salt should be ad- 
ded equal to half the united measure of the previous articles, 
and then the seeds of ElUtaria cardamomum equal to the 
united measure of all the articles together with ‘Vit’ salt. 
Pounding all these together, the mass should be macerated, 
first, seven times, in goat’s milk, and then seven times in the 
expressed juice of Citrus acida. Pills should then be formed 
and dried in the shade. Administered in proper measul'e 
which must depend upon the condition of the patient and of 
the disease this medicine cures loss of appetite, that variety 
of lienteric dysentery which is called ‘Sangraha’, lienteric dy- 
sentery with mucus, chlorosis, intestinal worms, sour-bile, 
vomiting, chest diseases, enlarged spleen, abdominal dropsy, 
abdominal tumours, piles, fistula-in-ano, ‘^ula’ pains, indigest- 
ion, erysipelas, tympanitis, burning of the skin, gonor- 
rhoea, dropsical swellings, cough, fever, difficulty of mic- 
turition. leprosy, and other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Hiranyagarbha 

Pauttali Rasa’ are mercury one part, 

iranya|]:aihha Tautt- ' ^ 

sulphur three parts, gold two parts, 

pearls four parts, white brass six parts, 
the ashes nf cowrie-shells three parts, and fried borax of the 
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measure of a fourth part. All these should be pounded to- 
p[ether with the juice of the ripe fruits of Citnis acida , . The 
pounded mass should then be enclosed in a crucible and 
roasted according to the process called ^Laghuputa’, using 
only thirty pieces of dried cowdung collected from the fields. 
When the roasting is over and the fire extinguished, the 
crucible should be broken and the medicine taken out. If 
administered in doses of 4 ratis, with honey, ghee, and the 
pulv of 29 seeds of black pepper, this medicine cures loss of 
appetite, lienteric dysentery, intermittent fever, piles, '^ula' 
pains, asthma, cough, inflammation of the Schneiderian mem- 
brane, diarrhoea, dropsical swellings, chlorosis, enlarged 
spleen, enlarged liver, and almost all diseases having the 
^koshtha’ ( abdomen ) for their seat and born of any of the 
three faults. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Cunthi Ghrita^ 

are one seer of dry ginger for paste, 
‘Cunthi Ghrila.' , ^ 

and 8 seers of the ten roots, for decoc* 

tion in 68 seers of water till 16 seers remain. With the paste 
and the decoction, 4 seers of ghee should be cooked. Ad- 
ministered in proper dose, this medicine cures dropsical 
swellings^ and lienteric dysentery with mucus.

Semecarpus Anacardium, the seeds of Ptychotis Ajowan, 
Embellia Ribes^ Pathos officinalis, assafnedita, four varieties 
of salt, vh., *Sanch 41 ,' 'Vif, ‘Saindhava,’ and 'Karkach*, and 
Piper Chaba, ashes of barley shoots, the roots of Plumbago 
Zeydanica, and Acorns Calamus, All these, viz , the ghee, 
the decoction, and the paste, should be cooked together, 
This medicine cures loss of appetite, lienteric dysentery, 
piles, fistula-in-ano, mucus, constipation of bowels, intesti- 
nal worms, asthma, enlarged spleen and enlarged liver. It 
is beneficial also in phthisis. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Mahd Shatpa- 
laka Ghrita^ are ghee 4 seers, the de- 
coction, measuring 4 seers, of the ten 
roots, the expressed juice, measuring 
4 seers, of raw ginger, Thukra’ 4 seers, and milk 4 seers 
the cream of curds 4 seers, 'Kfinji’ 4 seers, and the paste of 
the following, the measure of each being 4 tolas, viz., the 
five varieties of jujubes, three varieties of salt, viz., ‘Sanchd- 
la,’ ‘Saindhava’, and ‘Panga,^ also 'Habusha* ( black aroma- 
tic stalks like those of black pepper), Acorns Calamus, the 
seeds of Cnidium diffusum, the ashes of barley shoots, 
assafoedita, cumin seeds, the seeds of Nigella saliva^ and 
the seeds of Ptychotis Ajowan, These should be cooked in 
the usual way. This ghee cures lienteric dysentery, piles, 
asthma, cough, and intestinal worms.

of Aigle mamelos ( dried ), Aploiaxis auriculata, Curcuma 
Zerumbet, Vanda Roxburghii, Boerhavia diffusa, the three 
acrids, the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica, the roots of Piper 
longum, Pothos officinalis, Pinus deodar a, A corns Calamus, 
Aplotaxis auriculata, the exudation of Bombax Malabaricum, 
Purorrhiza Kurroa, the leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala, 
the seeds of Cnidium diffusum, and the group of eight.

measure of coriander seeds, boiled in 64 seers of water down to 
16 .seers, (or, instead of this decoction, 16 .seers of whey ma)’ be 
used) ; and two tolas of each of the following, made into a 
paste, viz,t coriander seeds, Woodfordia floribunda, Symplo- 
cos racemosus, Mimosa pudica, Aconitum heterophyllum, 
Chebulic myrobalans, the roots of Andropogon muricatum, 
the tubers of Cyperus rotundus, Pavonia odorata, the exuda- 
tion of Bombax Malabaricum, galena, raw fruits of ^Egle 
marmelos ( dried ), the flowers of Nymphoea stellata. the 
leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala, Mesua ferrea, the filaments 
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of the lotus, Tinospora cordifolia^ the seeds of Holarrhena 
antidysenterica^ Echites frutescens, ‘Padmakishtha’, Picror- 
rhiza Kurroaf Tabernesmontana coronariay Nardostachys 
fatamatisi, the bark of Cinnamomum Zeylanicum ^ Eclipta 
proairata and crecta^ Boerhavia diffusa^ the bark of Ma/tgi^ 
fera Indica^ the bark of Eugenia Jambolana, the bark of 
Nauclea Cadamba^ the bark of Holarrhena antidysenterica^ 
the seeds of Ptychotis Ajowan, and cumin seeds. All 
these should be boiled together. This oil cures lienteric 
dysentery, diarrhcea, piles, anaemia, '^ula' pains, dropsical 
swellings, gonorrheea, abdominal pains, vomiting, swoons, 
cough, asthma, hiccup, fever, thirst, and diverse other 
ailments.

fordia floribunda, Symp locos racemosns, Mimosa pudica^ 
Aconitum heteropkyllum, Chcbulic myrobalans, cloves. Pa- 
vonia odorata, the leaves of Trapa bispinosa, galena, Mesua 
ferrea, Tadmakdshtha’, Tinospora cordifolia^ the seeds of 
Holarrhena afitidysenterica, Aglaia Roxburghiana,Picrorrhiza 
Kurroa^ the filaments of the lotus, Taberncemontana corona- 
ria, the roots of Sacchrarum Sara^ Vetbesina calendulacea, 
Eclipta prostrata and erecta^ Boerhavia diffusa^ the bark of 
Mangifera Ittdica, that of Eugenia fambolana, and that of 
Nauclea Cadamba. All these should be boiled together in 
the usual way. This oil is possessed of greater virtues than 
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the preceding one. It is especially beneficial in all those disea- 
ses in which ‘Grahanimihir Taila’ is applied. Further, it is 
useful in destroying the effects of old age. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Didimbadya 
Taila' are sesame oil i6 seers, the de- 
Driciimbddya Taila. coction of each of these, vis.f the rind of 

pomegranate fruits, Pavonia odorata, coriander seeds, and 
the bark of Holarrhena autidysenterica^ boiled in 64 seers 
of water down to 16 seers, whey 8 seers, and the paste of 
the following, the measure of each being 4 tolas, viz.^ the 
three acrids, the three myrobalans, the tubers of Cyperus 
rotundas, Piper Chaha, cumin seeds, ‘Saindhava’ salt, the 
bark of Cinnamomum Zeylanicum, the leaves of Cinnaino- 
mum Tamala, cardamoms, Mesua ferrea, fennel seeds, 
Nardostachys Jatamansi, cloves, nutmeg dowers, nutmeg 
fruits, coriander seeds, the seeds of Plychotis Ajon^an, the 
seeds of Cnidium diffusum, Pavonia odorata, Coumelyna 
Bengalensis, Aconitum heterophyllum, Hydrocotyle Asiaticd, 
the leaves of Trapa bispinosa^ Solanum Indicnm^ Solanum 
Xanthocarpnm, the bark of Mangifera Indica^ that of Euge- 
nia Jambolanay Hedysarnm Gangeticum, Doodia lagopodi- 
oides, Mimosa pudica, the seeds of Holarrhena antidysen- 
tericuy Asparagus racemosus, Woodfordia floribunda, raw 
fruits of Nigle marmelos (dried), the exudation of Bombax 
Malabaricum, Curculigo orchioides, the bark of Holarrhena 
antidysenterica, Sida cordifolia, Trihnlus lanuginostiSy Sym- 
plocos racemosus^ Cissampelos hernandafolia, the wood of 
Acacia catechu, Tinospora cordifolia, and the bark of BofPt- 
bax Malabaricuw. To all these should be added water ill 
which ‘Atapa’ rice has been washed and the measure of 
which should be four times that of all the articles mentioned. 
Boiling all these, the result will be the oil called ‘Dddima- 
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dya'. It is beneficial in lienteric dysentery, piles, gonor- 
rhoea, and many other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Dugdha Bati’ 

are mercury, sulphur, Aconitum fcrox, 

‘Dus;dhii liaii.’ . . ,, 

copper, mica, iron, yellow orpiment, 
cinnabar, the ashes of Bompax Malabaricum^ and opium. 
Equal measures of these are taken and pounded together 
with milk. Pills should then be formed of the size of half a 
barley seed each. Administered with milk, it cures lienteric 
dysentery with dropsical swellings. While the medicine is 
being taken, the patient should abstain from water and salt 
when thirsty ; he should take milk. He should also abstain 
from all sorts of curries, and take only boiled rice and milk, 
or some ‘manda’ with milk. If it becomes very difficult for 
him to abstain from water and salt, a little ‘Saindhava’ 
salt may be given to him, drenched in the expressed juice 
of Eclipta Prostrata erccta. Hot water may be given at 
16 ng intervals. 

Another method of preparation is laid down of this 
medicine. The ingredients are Aconitum ferox 12 parts, 
opium 12 parts, pure iron 6 parts, and mica of twice the 
measure of all these. These should be pounded with milk 
and pills made of the measure of 2 ratis each. This medi- 
cine is administered with milk, and the patient should take 
milk as drink as also with his food. This medicine cures 
even very old cases of lienteric dysentery, dropsical swell- 
ings, chronic intermittent fever, loss of appetite, and sour 
bile. 


The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Lauha Parppati* 


*Lattha Parppaii.’ 


are mercury 2 tolas, and sulphur 2 
tolas. These should be pounded to- 


gether into H ‘Kajjali.’ The ‘Kajjali* should then be mixed 
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with 2 tolas of the ashes of iron. Taking an iron ladle, 
and laving it mihghee^ the 'Kajjali^ should be placed on it 
and melted on a fire. Placing some cowdung on the ground 
and a smooth plantain leaf on the cowdung, the melted 
‘Kajjali’ should be thrown over the leaf. It should be press- 
ed then with a quantity of cowdung enclosed in another 
plantain leaf. The result will be a thin plate of the pre- 
paration which will soon be solidified. This is called ‘Lauha- 
Parppati.' Commencing with one rati, the measure may gradu- 
ally be increased according as the patient succeeds in bear- 
ing it. It is administered with cold water, or the decoction 
of coriander seeds and cumin seeds. It cures lienteric dy- 
sentery, diarrhoea, puerperal ailments, chlorosis, loss of appe- 
tite, and other diseases. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Swarna Parppati’ 
are mercury 8 tolas and the ashes of 
Swarna Parppau. ^ These are pounded 

together, and adding 8 tolas of sulphur, a ‘Kajjali’ 
is prepared in an iron vessel. After this, a ‘parppati’ 
( thin plate ) is prepared exactly after the meth. J of 
‘Lauha-Parppati’ as explained above. The measure of a 
dose is I rati. This medicine cures lienteric dysentery, 
dropsical swellings, fever, phthisis, ‘^ula’ pains, and other 
diseases. 


The ingredients of the medicine called Tanchimrita 
Parppati’ are 8 tolas of sulphur, 4 

Tanchamriia Parppati.’ ^ , r ^ 1 r • 

tolas of mercury, 2 tolas of iron, i tola 
of mica, and half a tola of copper. These should be pound- 
ed together and a 'parppati’ (thin plate) made agreeably to 
the process laid down above. The measure of a dose is 2 
ratis, and the vehicle is ghee and honey. This medicine 
cures lienteric dysentery, piles, fever, blood-bile, cough. 
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consumption, disgust for food, vomiting, old or chronic 
diarrhoea, and other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Rasa Parppati’ 
are equal measures of (corrected) mer- 
Rasa Parppati. sulphur pounded together 

into a ‘Kajjali,* which should then be made into a ^parppatP 
according to the process already laid down, using the living 
coals of the wood of Zhyphus Jiijuha. This medicine 
also cures lienteric dysentery, dropsical swellings, and 
other ailments. Commencing with 2 ratis, the dose may 
gradually be increased. During the period the medicine 
is being taken, the patient should abstain from water and 
salt. The mercury and the sulphur that are required for 
this medicine are corrected according to a particular pro- 
cess which is as follows : at first, mercury should be pound- 
ed with the expressed juice of Aloe Indica : It should then 
be pounded with the following, one after another, vh., the, 
p^ulv of the three myrobalans, the expressed juice of the 
leaves of Plumbago Zeylanica, that of the leaves of Sesbania 
nculeata, that of the leaves of Ricvtus commuvis, that of 
raw ginger, and that of Solatium nigrum. It .^^honld then 
be dried. As regards tlie sulphur, it should at first be divi* 
ded into small parts, each part about the si/.c of a grain of 
rice. These should then be macerated seven times in the 
expressed juice of Verbesina calendulacea. When dried, 
the grains should be pulverised and then melted on an iron 
ladle placed on a fire made of the coal of the wood of 
Zizyphus Jujuba. The melted sulphur should be thrown 
into the expressed juice of Verbesina calendulacea. It 
should then be dried and once more reduced to pulv. It is 
with mercury and sulphur thus corrected or purified that 
'Rasa- Parppati’ should be made. 
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According to 'Kasendrasarasangraha', if gold, silver, and 
the ashes of copper, of measure equal to that of mercury, 
be added to mercury and sulphur, the 'parppati’ that results 
is called 'Vijaya Parppati.’ 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vijaya-Parppati' 

arc as follow : sulphur, reduced to pulv, 

*\'ijaya Parppati.’ . . . 

IS at first macerated three or seven times 
in the expressed juice of Verbesina cakndulacea. After 
this, the sulphur should be melted in an iron vessel and 
thrown into the expressed juice of the same. Taking it up 
and drying it, 8 tolas of it should be taken. Add 4 tolas 
of corrected mercury, 2 tolas of the ashes of silver, i tola 
of the ashes of gold^ half a tola of the ashes of 'Vaikranti’ 
(an inferior kind of diamond), and half a tola of pearl.s. 
These should all be pounded together into a 'Kajjali’ which 
should be melted on a fire made of the charcoal of the 
woorl of Zizyphns Juju ha and then made into a 'parppati.’ 
The measure of a dose is 2 ratis. This medicine cures even 
very difficult cases of lienteric dysentery, dropsical swell* 
ings, '9ula’ pains caused by indigested matter, diarrhoea, in- 
digestion, phthisis, chlorosis, anaemia, sour bile, leprosy, 
chronic intermittent fever, gonorrhoea, and other ailments. 
The patient daily gains in growth and strength, and is 
soon restored to health. While this medicine is being taken, 
one should abstain from sexual congress, night-keeping, 
physical exercise, as also salt, water, everything bitter, and 
everything that generates or excites the phlegm. If curries 
be prescribed, these should be cooked with coriander seed.s, 
as.safoedita, cumin seeds, dry ginger, 'Saindhava’ salt, and 
ghee. If the wind be excited, the water of raw cocoanuts 
may, with discretion, be given at intervals. Otherwi.se, the 
only liquid prescribable is milk. 
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In some treatises, another preparation is laid down of 
•V'ijaya parppati/ Equal measures are directed to be taken 
mercury, diamond, gold, silver, pearls, copper, and 
mica ; and sulphur, equal to the united measure of these, should 
be -added. All these should be made into a ‘parppati.’ It 
is lo be taken agreeably to the directions already laid down. 
It cures even very difficult cases of chronic lienteric dysen- 
tery, diarrhoea, '^ula’ pains caused by indigested matter, 
piles, phthisis, dropsical swellings, chlorosis, anaemia, en- 
larged spleen, abdominal tumours, abdominal dropsy, 
sour-bile, that variety of ‘^ula* which is called ‘parindma,* 
gonorrhoea, chronic intermittent fever, vomiting, swoons, 
leprosy, and other ailments.

This medicine 
cures bloody piles. Another 'pdchana,^ viz,^ that of Ber- 
heris Asiatica, the bark of Cinnamomum Ztylanicum^ the 
roots of Andropogon muricatum^ and the bark of Melia 
Azadirachta^h posses.sed of similar efficacy in bloody piles. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Marichddi Chur- 
na’ are black pepper, the fruits of Piper 
longjim, Aplotaxis auriculata^ ‘Sain* 
dhava’ salt, cumin seeds, dry ginger, Acorus calamus , assa- 
feedita, Embelia Ribes, Chcbulic myrobalans, the roots of

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Plumbago Zeylauica^ and the seeds of Ptycho tis Ajowan, 
Equal measures should be taken of the pulvs of these, and 
old treacle added, equal to four times their united measure.

This medicine cures all kinds of piles especially 
those born of excited wind.

the three myrobalans, Pinus deodara^ Piper Chaba^ A gat ho- 
les Cherayta, the roots of Piper lottgum, the tubers of Cyper- 
ns rotnndus, Curcuma Zerumbet, Acorus Calamus ^ that 
variety of iron pyrites which is called ‘Svarnamdkshika’ 
'Saindhava’ salt, 'Sanchdla' salt, the ashes of barley shoots, 
‘Sarjjikshdra’ (carbonate of soda). Curcuma longa, Berberis 
Asiatica, coriander .seeds, Pothos officinalis, and Aconitum 
heterophyllum : 2 tolas of each of these are to be taken. 
Also 'Silajatu’, 8 palas, properly corrected ‘Guggulu’ 2 
palas, the ashes of iron 2 palas, .sugar 4 palas, bambu manna 


‘Chandraprabhd Gudik^.’ 
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I pala, and 2 palas of each of these, viz., the roots of BalL 
ospermum montanum, Convolvulus Turpethum, the bark of 
Cinnamomum Zeylanicum, the leaves of Cinnamornnin 
Tamala, and cardamoms. All these should be pounded 
togcjther. The measure of a dose is from 4 ratis to half a 
tola according to the bearing capacity of the patient. Some 
physicians mix with the mass either ‘Kajjali* or 'Rasasin- 
dura’ of the measure of eight tolas ; others, besides adding 
'Kajjali* or ‘Rasasindura,’ add 8 tolas of mica. After the 
medicine has been administered, the patient should take the 
following drinks, viz., whey, the cream of curds, meat-juice 
prepared from goat’s flesh, milk, or cold water. This medi- 
cine cures piles, fistula-in-ano, chlorosis, anaemia, loss of ap- 
petite, looseness of the bowels, gonorrhoea, vitiation of the 
semen, involuntary discharges of semen, sinus, stran- 
gury, and many*other ailments brought about by excited 
phlegm and bile.

and mercury made into a ‘Kajjali’, or 

•Rasasindura,’ 4 parts, mica 5 parts, and fried borax 5 parts. 

These should be mixed together and macerated for 3 days in 

the expressed juice of Boerhavia diffusa of the white variety. 

The measure of a dose is 2 ratis. Administered with the 
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proper vehicle, it cures piles of every variety, especially those 
that are born of wind.

Rasa’ are ‘Rasasindura,’ copper, gold,

mica, iron of the variety called ‘Tiksh- 

na,’ iron of the variety called ‘Munda,’ sulphur, iron rust, 
and that variety of iron pyrites which is called 'Svarna- 
makshika.’ Equal measures of these are taken and pounded 
together for one day in the expressed juice of A/oe Indica, 
Enclosing the pounded product within a crucible, the cruci- 
blc should be roasted in a strong fire. After the roasting 
is over, the contents should be taken out and reduced to 
pulv. Administered in proper dose, with sugar, for a month, 
this medicine cures even the most difficult cases of piles. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Ar9akuthara 

palas, 2 palas of each of these, 
iron, copper, the roots of Baliospermum montaunm^ the 
three acrids, and Arum camp a 7 i alu tit m of the wild variety ; 
5 palas of each of these, viz., bambu manna, fried burilx, 
the ashes of barley shoots, and ‘Saindhava’ salt ; also the 
exudation of huphorhia ueriifolia of the measure of i seer.

Pills are then formed of the measure of 4 
mdshds. The measure of a dose is from a quarter to a full 
pill according to the condition of the disease or of the patient.

The ingredients of the medicine called‘Jitiphaladi Batiki’ 
are nutmeg fruits, cloves, fruits of

borax. Equal measures of these are pounded with the juice 
of Citrus acida, and pills arc made of the measure of a rati 
each.

In 
fact, such heavy food, through the strength of this medicine, 
is digested within a very short time. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Saindhavddya 

Churna’ are 'Saindhava’ salt, the roots 
•saindhavadya Churna’ Zeylanica, Chebulic my- 

robalans, cloves, black pepper, the fruits of Piper lougum, 
borax, dry ginger, Piper Chaba^ the seeds of Ptychotis 
Ajowan^ fennel seeds, and Acorus Calamus, The pul vs of 
these twelve drugs, taken in equal measures, should be mix- 
ed, together and macerated for 21 days in the expressed juice of 
Citrus acida. Two mdshds of this pulv, taken with whey satur- 
ated with ’Saindhava’ salt, or with the cream of curds, or with 
'kdnji', enkindle the digestive fire on even the first day. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Hingwashtaka

Two tolas of 
this medicine, taken with the food and the curries that 
one takes, cures diverse ailments. The food and the curries, 
it should be remembered, .should be saturated with ghee 
before the medicine is mixed with them. The ailments in 
which this medicine is prescribed with beneficial effects are 
indijrestion, Mss of ap[)etite, enlan^ed spleen, abdominal 
tumours, .stony tumours, piles, aNh'minal dropsy, hernia, &c. 
According to the condition of the patient, the measure of 
the dose is lessened. 

The int^redients of the medicine called 'j^haskara Lavana’ 
arc 2 [)alas of each of the following,

77,::., the frints of riper lofigum, the 
roots of the same, coriander seeds, the seeds of Nigella 
sativn^ ‘Saindhava’ salt. ‘ViT salt, the leaves of Cinnamo- 
mum Tamala^ Finns Wehhiana, and Mesua ferrea ; 5 palas 
of ‘Sanchala’ salt ; i pala of each of these, viz,^ black 
i'cppcr, cumin seeds and dry pjin^er ; 4 tolas of these, vh., 
the bark of Cinnamomum Zeylaniatvi^ and lar^c carda- 
moms ; 8 palas of Karkach’ salt ; 4 palas of the bark of 
Punka Granatum ; and 2 palas of Rumex vesienrius. The 
piilvs of these are mixed together and taken with the cream 
of curds, or wine, or whey, or ‘kanji’. This medicine alle 
viates excited wind and phlegm, abdominal tumours born of 
excited wind, ^ula’ pains born of the .same, enlarged spleen 
piles, ailments of the 'Grahani’, mucus, di.seases of the chest 
calculi, asthma, cough, intestinal worms, abdominal dropsy, 
chlorosis, and other ailments. This medicine enkindles also 
the digestive fire. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Agnimukha 
‘Agnimukha Lavana.’ Lavaiia’ are the roots of Plumbago

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'LeylaJika, the three myrobalans, the roots of Balios- 
perviuni itioiitanuni^ the roots of Convolvulus Turpcth- 
7iin^ and Aplotaxis auriculatn. Equal measures of the 
piilvs of these are taken and mixed toi^ether. ‘Sain- 
dhava' salt is added of measure etiual to that of the 
united pul vs. The compound should then be pounded 
with the exudation of RupJiorbia 7icriifolia. After this 
the pounded mass should be inserted within a hollowed 
branch of Enphotbia neriifolia, which should be coated 
with clay and roasted in a fire made of cowdun" cakes. 
When properly burnt, the contents should be tjiken out 
and reduced to pulv. The measure of a dose is 5 ratis. and 
the vehicle is hot water. This medicine greatly enkindle.s 
the digestive fire and cures enlargement of the spleen, ab- 
dominal tumours, round tumours of the stony kind, and a 
few other diseases. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Lavangidi 

Modaka* are cloves, the fruits of Piper

Ionium, dry ginger, black pepper, 
cumin seeds, the seeds of Nigclla saliva^ Musa fertea^ 
Taberncemoniaua corotmiia, cardamoms, nutmeg fruits, 
bambu manna, Myrica sapida, the leaves of Cinnamomnm 
Tamala^ lotus seeds, red sandal wood, *Kakkola,* Aquila- 
ria Agallocha, the roots of Andropogon muricatum, mica, 
camphor, the flowers of nutmeg the tubers of Cyperus 
rotuiidus, Nardosiachys Jaiamaflsi, husked grains of barley, 
coriander seeds, and dill seeds. Equal measures of these 
are taken,, and the pulv of cloves, equal to their unfted 
measure, is added. Sugar then is added equal ' to twice the 
measure, of these all. Boluses are then formed. This 
medicine cures sour bile, indigestion, amemia, disgust for 
food, lienteric dysentery, and other ailments.

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Trivritddi Mo* 
daka’ are the roots of Convolvulus 
Tnvriiddi Modaka Tuipcthum^ the roots of CrotoH poly- 

andrum^ the roots of Piper longum^ the fruits of the same, 
and the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica : i pala of the pulv 
of each of the.se is to be taken ; also 5 palas of the sugar of 
Tinospora cordifolia, 5 palas of the pulv of dry ginger, and 
30 palas of raw sugar. All there are mixed together and 
boluses formed. This medicine greatly enkindles the di- 
gestive fire. The measure of a dose is from half a tola to 
2 tolas. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Mustakarishta’ 
are as follow : the decoction is taken

of 25 seers of the tubers of Cy perns 
rotundus^ boiled in 256 seers of water down to 64 seers 
it is strained through a piece of cloth. Into the strained 
liquid is thrown thirty-.seven and a half seers of raw sugar, 
16 palas^of Woodfordia floribunda^ and 2 palas of the pulv 
of each ot these, vis.y the seeds of Piychotis Ajenuan, dry 
ginger black pepper, cloves. Trigonclla f(C}mmgra:i.nm. 
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the roots of Pluwbago V.eylattica, and cumin seeds. All 
these are to he kept for a month in a vessel with its mouth 
shut. The liquid portion is then to be strained out through 
a piece of clean cloth. Administered in pro[>er dose, this 
me<licine cures indigestion, loss of appetite, cholera, and 
lienteric dysentery. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Carddula Kanji- 

ka’ are the fruits of Piper longmn, 

‘earddula K.injika.’ . , , , ^ 

ginger, Pinus deodara. the roots of 
Plumbago 'Peylanica, Piper CJuiba, raw fruit.'* of rEgle mar- 
inelos ( dried ), the seeds of Cnidiittn diffnsuin.^ Chebu- 
lic myrobalans, dry ginger, the seeds of Ptychotis AjoiHati , 
coriander seeds, black pepper, cumin seeds, and assafeedita 
equal measures of these arc taken ; also 'kanji^ eight 
times the united product, and water four times the measure 
of 'kiinji’. All these, with the e.xception of the as.safeedita 
and cumin seeds, should be boiled together till the watery 
portion evaporates. The boiled product should be fried in 
the oil of while mustard seed.s. After this, the assafeedita 


and cumin .seeds, properly pulveri.sed. should be thrown 
into it. Taken in proper dose, this medicine cures loss of 
appetite, cough, asthma, diarrhoea, chlorosis, an;emia, 
mucus, abdominal tumours ‘^ula* pains caused by vitiated 
wind, piles, droj)sical swellings, and other ailments. 

The ingredien^^s of the medicine called ‘Amrita Haritaki' 
are the frujts of Piper loirgiitn, the

roots of the same, Piper Chaba, the 
roots of Plumbago Zeylanica, dry ginger, black pepper, the 
five salts, assafeedita, the ashes of barley shoots, ‘Sarf* 
jikshara’ ( carbonate of soda ), the seeds of Nigella sativa^ 
and the .seeds of Ptychotis /ijowan ; eciual measures of these 
are taken, and the pulv is a<lded of the loots of Coictrolvu^ 
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/?(S Turpethum of measure equal to half of that of the 
dru^s mentioned. All these are mixed together and macera- 
ted in the expressed juice of Rumex vesicartus. Take a 
hundred Chebulic myrobalans and boil them in whey, and 
take out the seeds without the .fruits being broken. Fill 
up the hollow fruits with the pulv mentioned above, and 
dry them partially in the sun. If one of these fruits be taken 
every day, the following ailments are alleviated, viz.^ loss 
of appetite, indigestion, looseness of the bowels, lienteric 
dysentery, abdominal dropsy, ‘^ula’ pains, piles, acute rheu- 
matism, epistasis, and other diseases. 

If, again, 2 palasof the pulv of each of the following drug.s, 
the fruits of Piper longnm^ the roots of the same, Ptper 
Chaba, the roots of Plumbago Zep/anica, dry ginger, black 
pepper, the five salts, the seeds of Ptychotis Ajowan, those 
of Cnidium (iiffusum^ the ai>hes of barley shoots, Sarjji- 
ksliara’ ( carbonate of soda ), fried borax, assafoedita, and 
cloves, macerated for 3 days in the expressed juice of Rumex 
vosicurius, and then for 3 days in the juice of Citrus acida, 
be inserted in the .same manner within Cliebulic myrobalans 
boiled in whey, and if these be taken at the rate of one a 
day, the re.sult proves to be the same as that of ‘Amrita 
Haritaki.’

The pounded product i.s then macerated in the expressed 
juice of the leaves of Sesbatiia aculeata and that of the 
leaves of Vitex Nigitndo. Pills are then formed of the 
measure of i rati each. Three to four pills are admi- 
nistered according to the strength of the disease and the 
condition of the patient, the vehicle being hot water. This 
medicine cures loss of appetite. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Agni Rasa* are

dry ginger. Equal measures of these are taken, and the 
pulv is added of the leaves of Cannabis saliva equal to their 
united measure, as also the bark of Moringa Pterygosperma 
of measure equal to half that of the leaves of Cannabis 
Saliva, Mixing all these together, they should be macera- 
ted successively, for three days, in the expres.sedj nice of the 
leaves of Cannabis Saliva, of the bark of Moringa Pury 
gosperma, of the roots of Plumbago Zeylnnica, and of Ver- 
besina calendulacea.

Add Aconitnm ferox^ 2 parts. All these are pounded 
together with water, and pills are then made of the mea- 
sure of I rati each. This medicine is administered by 
pounding it with honey and the pulv of five cloves. It 
cures all varieties of indigestion, acute rheumatism, disea- 
ses of the ‘Grahani,* abdominal tumours, sour bile, and loss 
of appetite. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Tanganddi Bati* 
are fried borax, dry ginger, mercury, 
sulphur, Aconitnm ferox, and black 
pepper. Equal measures of these are taken and pounded 
together with the expressed juice of Artocarpus Lakooclu 
Fills are then formed of the size of chick-peas. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vrihat Cankha 
Bati’ are the ashes of conch shells, the 
five salts, the ashes of tamarind bark, 
the three acrids, assafoedita, Aconitnm ferox, mercury, and 
sulphur : equal measures of these are taken and successively

The ingredients are the ashes of tamarind bark, i pala, 
the five .salts mixed together, 1 pala, the ashes of conch 
shells I pala, ^ as.safoedita and the three acrids, i pala, 
and half a tola of each of these, viz.^ mercury, sulphur, and 
AconUum ferox. All these should be repeatedly macerated in 
the juice of Citrus acida till they assume an acid taste. 
Pills are then to be made of the measure of 2 ratis each. 
This medicine is a digestive. It enkindles the digestive fire, 
ind alleviates mucus, cough, asthma, and consumption.

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A third variety of 'Cankha BatP has for its ingredients

Tills 
arc then formed of the measure of 2 ratis each. This medi- 
cine cures indigestion, loss of appetite, and lienteric dysen- 
tery.

‘Visuchikei’ is a violent form 
of diarrheea in which the stools become almost watery, and 
in which, after a few motions the patient becomes very 
weak. Many of the symptoms of cholera do not appear in 
it, such as cramps, fever, and even vomiting. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Ahiphenasava 
are the spirituous liquor of the flowers

Into the decoction is thrown the 
pulv, measurinjj i mashd, of the fruits of Piper longum, 
and the pulv, of the same measure, of Embelia Ribes. This 
liquid cures all kinds of intestinal worms, and all kinds of 
ailments born of those worms. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Paribhadravaleha’

pclos hetnandifolia, Embelia Ribes, Asclepias pseudosarsa, 
Echites friitescens, the roots of fusticia Adhatoda, the seeds 
of Butea fiondosa, the three acrid.s, the roots of Cotivolvu- 
lus Turpethum, Piper anrantiacnm, the roots of Croton poly- 
andrurn, the bark of Melia Asadifachta, and the seeds of 
Serratula antlielmintica. The measure of a dose is i tola. 
After taking it, the patient should drink some hot water. 
This medicine cures all kinds of malignant boils, sinus, 
fistula-in-ano, ringworm, impetigo, urticaria evanida, deep- 
seated abscesses, leucoderma, anaemia, abdominal tumours, 
dropsical swellings, indigestion, and other ailments. It 
imparts strength and growth, and destroys the effects of age. 
Some physicians call this medicine by the name of ‘HaridrA- 
khanda.’

Equal measures of these are taken and pounded /or one 
whole day with the expressed jtiice of Luffa amam. Pills 
are ,tben formed of the measure of 1 rati' each. Adminis- 
tered with the juice of P/utseslus trilabns and sugar, this 
medicine expells all kinds of worms from the intestines. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Kitaraardrfa

This medicine destroys all kinds of intestinal worms.

These are all 
pounded together. The measure of a dose is from i mdshd 
to 4 mashas, the vehicle being honey. After taking the 
medicine, one should drink a little measure of the decoction 
of the tubers of Cypen/s roiundus. This medicine destroys 
all kinds of intestinal worms in three days, as also all ail- 
ments born of worm.s.

This is the foremost of all medicines that 
are destructive of intestinal worms.

If after taking this medicine one 
feels thirsty, one should take the decoction of either the tubers 
of Cyperns rotandns, or of Salvtnia cucullata, with sugar. 
This medicine quickly destroys intestinal worms. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Triphalad)’a 
Ghrita^ are ghee 4 seers, cow’s urine

robalans, Convolvulus Turpethnm, the roots of Croton poly- 
andrum^ Acorns Calamus, and Rottlera tinctoria, the united 
measure of which should be i seer. * These should be boiled 
together. The measure of a dose is half a tola, and the 
vehicle is hot milk. This medicine destroys worms. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Vidanga Ghrita^ 
are Chcbulic myrobalans 16 palas, bel- 
‘Vidanga Giirita. myrobalans 16 palas, emblic myro- 

balans 16 palas, Embelia Ribes 16 palas ; and equal measures 
of the fruits of Piper longum, the roots of the same, Piper

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coming up to i6 palas } the ten roots of the measure of i6 
palas, water 64 seers to be boiled down to 8 seers, 4 
seers, and 'Saindhava' salt 2 seers.

excited phlegm. 

The ingredients of the combination called 'Yogaraja’ 
are the three myrobalans x parts, the

three acrids 3 parts, the roots of Plum- 

Inigo Zcylanica i part, Embelia Kibes \ part, 5 parts of 
each of the following, vis., ‘Silajatu/ that variety of iron 
pyrites which is called ‘Raupyamakshika, that variety of 
the same which is called ‘Svarnamakshika/ and the ashes 
of iron ; and sugar 8 parts.' All these, drenched in honey, 
should be kept in an iron vessel. Commencing from 2 annas, 
the measure of the dose may be increased to 2 tolas, ac- 
cording to the strength of the digestive fire of the patient. 
This medicine cures chlorosis, aniemia, chronic intermittent 
fever, cough, asthma, hiccup, disgust for food, indigestion, 
gonorrhoea, piles, epilepsy, phthisis, leucoderma, and the 
effects of poisons. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Nisd Lauha’ are

This 
medicine is taken in the morning. When it has been digest- 
ed, boiled rice should be taken with whey. This medicine 
cures all those diseases which the other variety of it cures.

Taken with honey and sugar, it cures asthma, cough, and 
blood-bile. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Dhdnyakddi 
Hima’ are coriander seeds, the fruits of 
Phyllanthus Emblica, the bark of Justi 
cia Adhatoda, grapes, and Oldenlandia biflora. The infu 
.sion of these is the. medicine so called. It cures blood-bile, 
consumption, fever, burning of the skin, and thirst. 

The ingredients of the medicine called' ‘Ushirddi Churna' 
are the roots of Andropogon tnuricatum 
Tabermemontana coronaria^ dry ginger,

'Leylanica^ Mesua ferrea, cumin seeds, dry ginger, Nardosta- 
chys Jatamansi, the tubers of Cyperus rotnndus^ Asparagus 
racmosns, nutmeg fruits, and bambu manna. One part of 
the pulv of each of these is to be taken. Add 8 parts of 
sugar. Mix these together. Administered in proper dose, 
this medicine relieves phthisis, asthma, cough, and ailments 
of the 'Grahani’. It creates relish for food, enkindles the 
digestive fire, imparts strength, generates semen, and alle- 
viates all the three faults. It promotes cheerfulness. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Cringyarjjuna 

Churna’ are Rhus sttcceedanea, the 
Cnngyirjjuna Churna. Arju»a, PhysaltS 

flexuosa, Sida alba, Aplotaxis auriculata, Chebulic myro- 
balans, Tinospora cordifolia, Ptnas Webbiana,h\^<:k pepper, 
the fruits of Piper longum, dry ginger, bambu manna, the 
bark of Cinnamomttm Zeylanica, large cardamoms, and 
sugar. Equal measures of these are taken and mixed to- 
gether. The measure of a dose is from i to 4 annas. It 
i» licked, mixing honey and ghee with it. 
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The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Eladi Churna’

are large cardamoms, the leaves of 
Cinnamomum Tama/a, Mesua ferrea^ 


and cloves : one part of each of these is taken. Two parts 
of pounded date, and four parts of each of the following, 
m., grapes, liquorice, the fruits of and sugar 
are added.

This medicine, taken in proper measure, with honey, cures

Administered in proper measure, with honey, 
this medicine cures asthma, cough, consumption, gonorrhoea, 
chlorosis, fever, loss of appetite, dropsical swellings, and 
lienteric dysentery. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Ajwagandhddya

group of ten roots, Sida cofdifolia^ Sida 
rhomboidia^ and Sida alba. Equal measures of the^e are 
taken and mixed together. Administered in proper dose, 
this medicine cures consumption. While taking this medi- 
cine, the patient should have for his regimen milk and meat- 


juice. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Svarnamakshi-

kddi Churna’ are ‘Svarnamdkshika’, the 
ashes of iron, 'Silijatu’, and Embelia 
Ribts, Equal measures of these are 


taken and pounded together. Adminstered in proper dose, 
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with honey and gkee^ this medicine alleviates phthisis of 
even violent type. 

The ingredients of the medicirre called ‘Karpuradya 
Churna* are camphor, the bark of 
^ Ctnatnomum Leylantca^ the fruits of 

'kakkola’, nutmeg fruits, and nutmeg flowers. One part of 
the pulv of each of these is taken. Add 2 parts of cloves, 
3 parts of Nardootachys Jatamdnsi, 4 parts of black pepper, 
5 parts of the fruits of Piper longum^ 6 parts of dry ginger, 
and sugar equal to the united measure of these. Pound all 
these together into a pulv. Administered in proper dose, 
this medicine alleviates consumption, cough, asthma, burn- 
ing of the chest, hoarseness of the voice, inflammation of the’ 
Schneiderian membrane, vomiting, and ailments of the throat. 
To those that are unwilling to take medicines, this medicine 
may be administered with the food and drink they take. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Drakshdrishta* 
are the decoction of six and a quarter 
‘Lrikshirishta.’ seers of grapes boiled in 128 seers of 

water down to 32 seers, 25 seers of treacle, and i pala of 
each of the following, vis., the bark of Ciniiainommv Zey- 
lanicum, cardamoms, me leaves of Ctnnamomum Tatnala, 
the flowers of Mesua fetrea, Aglata Roxhufghinna, black 
pepper, and ‘Vit’ salt. Stirring all these together, keep 
them in a jar, with its mouth covered, for one month. The 
jar should be one that has soaked a sufficient quantity of 
ghee. After this, the liquid portion is strained out. This 
liquid for ‘arishtaV cures sores' in the lung?, consumption, 
cough, asthma, and ailments of the throat. It enhances 
the strength, and makes the mind cheerful \ 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘yrihat Chandrd* 
•Vrihai ChMdrimriia.’ Vritu’ are mercury 2 tolas, sulphur 2 
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tolas, mica 4 tolas, camphor half a tola, gold l tola, copper i 
tola, iron 2 tolas, and half a tola of the seeds of Argyreia 
speciosa, cumin seeds, Convolvulus paniculatus^ Asparagus 
racemosus, Ruellia longifolia, the roots of Sida cordifolia, 
the seeds of Mucuna pruriens, Sida alba, nutmeg flowers, 
nutmeg fruits, cloves, the seeds of Cannabis saliva, and the 
white exudation of Shorea robusta. All these are pounded 
together with honey, and pills are made of the measure of 
4 ratis. One pill may be taken at a time, with the pulv of 
the fruits of Piper longum and honey. This medicine cures 
consumption and other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Kshayake^ari* 

are the three acrids, the three myroba-

Ians, cardamoms, nutmeg fruits, and 
cloves. The measure of each of these is i tola. All these 
are pounded together with goat’s milk. Pills are made of 
the measure of 2 ratis. The vehicle is honey. This medi- 
cine cures consumption. 

Another variety of ‘Kshayake^ari’ is prepared as follows ; 
equal measures are taken of ‘Rasasindura,’ mica, iron, cop- 
per, lead, white brass, iron pyrites, ‘Vimala’, tin, 'Kharp- 
para,’ yellow orpiment, the ashes of conch shells, fried 
borax, that variety of iron pyrites which is called ^Svarna* 
m;lkshika,’ ‘Vaikrdnti’ f'an inferior kind of diamond). ‘Kinta’ 
iron, gold, corals, pearls, the ashes of cowrie shells, cinnabar, 
‘Kanta’ stone, and sulphur. These are pounded with the 
expre‘?sed juice of the roots of Plumoago Zeylanica and 
those of Calatropis gigantea, and then subjected to the 
process of roasting called ‘Laghuputa*. The operations of 
pounding and roasting are repeated thrice. The roasted 
product is macerated thrice in the juice of each of the fol- 
lowing in succession, vh., that variety of Citrus acida which

RibeSy ‘SilAjatu,’ and chebulic myrobalans. One part is 
taken of the pulv of each of the.se. The ashes of iron, equal 
to the united measure of all these, are added. Licked with 
ghee and honey, in proper measure, this medicine relieves 
phthisis. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Yakshmintaka

Equal measures of these 

are taken, and ashes of iron are added equal to the united 

measure of all these. Mixing all these together, adminis* 

ter the pulv in proper dose, with milk as the vehicle. This 

medicine relieves consumption. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vindhyavisi- 
„ , Yoga* are the three acrids, Asparagus 

racemosus, the three myrobalans, Stda 
cordifolia of the white variety, and Sfda Rkomhoidta, Equal 
measures of these are taken, and ashes of iron are added 
equal to their united measure. Administered in proper dose 
this medicine cures phthisis, sores in the lungs, ailments of 
the throat, facial paralysis, and inflammation of the arms. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Kanakasundara

Rasa* are mercury, sulphur, ‘Svarnami- 
kshika,* realgar, sulphate of copper, 


yellow orpiment, fried borax, and Aconitnm feros^. One 
part of each of these is taken ; also one-fourth part of the 


ashes of gold. All these are macerated successively in the 


juice or the decoction, as it may be, of the following,

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nandifoHaJusticia Adhatoda, the flowers of Sesbania gfandi- 
flora, Gloriosa snberba, and the roots of Plumbago Zeylani- 
ca. When dried, they should be macerated seven times in 
the e,xpressed juice of ginger, and dried again, and reduced 
to pulv. Two ratis of this medicine, administered with hon;;y, 
ghee, and one anna of the pulv of the fruits Piper longinn 
or of black pepper, operate .Very beneficially in phthisis. 
In fever born of all the faults vitiated together, this medi- 
cine is administered with the expressed juice of ginger j in 
abdominal tumours and ‘cula’ pains, it is administered with 
the pulv of nutmeg fruits.

The measure of a dose is 4 ratis It is administered after 
pounding it with 10 seeds of black pepper, or ten fruits of 
Piper longum^ with honey. This medicine cures phthisis. 
While taking this medicine, the patient should abstain from 
the fruits of Solanum vtelongenn^ind those of Momordica Cha^ 
rantia, mustard oil, and sexual congress.

The vehicle is pulv of black pepper and ghee, or the pulv of 
the fruits of Piper longum with that of black pepper and 
ghee. This medicine cures phthisis, fever, abdominal tumours, 
loss of appetite, disgust for ibod, vomiting, swoons, hoarse- 
ness of voice, cough, and other ailments. 

The Ingredients of the medicine called ^Raja Mriginka

These are 
pounded, for 6 hours, in the expressed juice of Plumbago 
Zeylanica, * The pounded substance is inserted in the 
hollows of cowrie shells, and the interstices are closed up by 
means of borax. The cowries are placed within an earthen 
vessel the mouth of which is closed up. The vessel is sub- 
jected to the process of roasting called Gajaputa.* When 
cooled, the roasted substance is taken out of the cowries 
and pounded into pulv. The measure of a dose is 2 ratis. 
This medicine cures phthisis, consumption, and other 
ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Ratnagarbhapot-

Equal measures of these are taken and 
pounded for ^ days in the expressed juice of Plumbago 
Zeylanita. The pulv is then inserted within the hollows of 
cowrie shells, the interstices of which are closed up with 
borax pounded with the exudation of Calatropis gigantea. 
The cowries are placed within an earthen vessel the mouth 
of which is closed up and the vessel is subjected to the. pro- 
cess of roasting called Gajaputa. When cooled, the roasted- 
substance is taken out of the cowrie shells and reduced to 
pulv. The pulv is macerated ^ times in the juice of Vitex 
Nigunda, 7 times in that of ginger, and one and • twenty 
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times in that of Plumbago Zeylanica. When dried, it is 
complete.

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Loke^warapot-

I part. These are pounded together 
with the juice of the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica, The 
pounded substance is inserted within cowrie shells and the 
interstices are closed with borax. The cowrie shells are 
placed within an earthen vessel whose mouth is closed up 
by means of an earthen dish, the joining line being luted by 
metins of lime. The vessel is subjected to the process of 
roasting called 'Gajaputa.* The roasting over, the cowries 
are taken out the next day, and pounded into pulv. 
The measure pf a dose is 4 ratis, and it is adminis- 
tered with either honey and the pulv of I iper longum, or 
gheit and the pulv of black pepper Administered three days, 
this medicine cures consumption, cough, heaviness of body, 
loss of appetite, fever, chlorosis, stony tumours in the abdo- 
men, and the exhaustion and waste brought about by sexual 
congress.

When cooled, the ball is taken 
out and pounded. Half a part of iron and cinnabar of half 
the measure of iron, are added and mixed.

Solatium Xanthocar- 
pum, Bignonia ludica, Bignonia Suaveolens, and Sida cordi- 
folia. One pala of the ashes of mica is pounded successively 
with one pala of the juice of each of the above. Pills are 
then formed of the measure of i rati each. This medicine 
cures phthisis,consumption, asthma, cough, dropsical swellings, 
hoarseness of the voice, pains in the chest, enlarged spleen, ab- 
dominal tumours, ‘9ula’ pains, chlorosis, malignant jaundice, 
lienteric dysentery, sour-bile, disgust for food, swoons, vomit- 
ing, thirst, hiccup, headaches, diseases of the mouth, diseases 
of the eye, leucoderma, and malignant abscesses. It increa- 
ses the strength and the semen, and is a good tonic.

Twelve and a half seers of these are taken, and 
boiled in 128 seers of water down to 16 seers. This decoc- 
tion, the expressed juice measuring 16 seers of the fruits of 
Phyllanthus Emblica, the expressed juice of the same mea- 
sure of Convolvulus paniculatus, the juice, of the same mea- 
sure, of the sugarcane, cow’s milk 64 seers, and the past^, 
measuring 4 seers, of the following, vh.. Jivaka (Tinospom 
cordifolia is used as a substitute, it being unobtainable ), 
Rishabhaka fbambu manna is used as a substitute J, Meda 
(Physalis fleiuosa is used as a substitute ), Mahamedd (Ich- 
nocarpus frutescens is used as a substitute ), Kdkoli, Kshi- 
rakdkoli, Cceglogyne ovalis, liquorice, and ’ Riddhi ( Sida 
cordifolia is used as a substitute), and 16 seers of ghee, are 
boiled together.

The ingredients of the medicine called ’Sitopalidi Leha' 

«Sitopal4di Leh*.’ Cinnamomum Zeylanicum 

I part, cardamoms 2 parts, the fruits of 
Piper longum 4 parts, bambu manna 8 parts, and sugar 16 
parts. All these, mixed with ghee and honey, form a linctus 
that alleviates asthma, cough, otalgia, and consumption. 
The pulv may also be taken wfth goat's milk. This medicine 
relieves the burning of the palms, the soles, and the shoulders, 
and its effects are very beneficial in that blood-bile which " 
has an upward course. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Vrihat VAsiva- 
•Vrih.t Virfroleha.' leha’ are the decoctioir of twelve and a 
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half seers of the root-bark of Jnsticin Adfiatodn boiled in 
64 seers of water down to 16 seers, and sugar twelve and 
a half seers. These are boiled together, and when the 
liquid becomes somewhat thick, throw into it 4 tolas of 
the pulv of each of the^llowing, r/z., the three acrids, 
the bark of Cinnautomnm Zeylanicnm^ the leaves of 
Cinnamomtan Tamala, cardamoms, the fruits of Myrka 
Saptda, the tubers of Cypems rotuudus^ Aplotaxisanriculati^^ 
cumin seeds, Rottiera tinctoria, the roots of Piper longum, 
Piper CJiaba^ bambu manna, Picrorriiiza Kurrea^ Potjios 
officinalis^ Pinus Webbiana, and coriander seeds. When 
cooled, mix a seer of honey. The measure of a dose is i tola, 
and the vehicle is hot water. This medicine cures phthisis, 
hoarseness of voice, cough^ loss of appetite, and otlier ail- 
ments. 

The ingredients of another variety of the above medicine 
are as follow : tlie decoction is taken of twelve and a half 
seers of the root-bark of fustkia AdJuUoda boiled in 64 
seers of water down to 16 seers. Twelve and a half seers 
of sugar are boiled in the decoction, on a mild fire, till it be- 
comes thick. Then 2 tolas of the pulv of each of the fol- 
lowing are thrown into the vessel, viz., the three acrids, 
cardamoms, the leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala, the bark of 
Cinaviomnm Zeylanknm, the fruits of Myrica Sapida^ the 
tubers of Cfperus rotundas^ Aplotaxis auricnlata, Rottiera 
tinctoria, cumin seeds of the white variety, the seeds of 
Nigella saliva.

Guggiilu* are the bark of Acacia Ara- 
Trayodacingi Guggulu. Physalis flexuosa, ‘Habushi* 

( aromatic black stalks like those of black pepper ), 7 V- 
fHfspora cordifolia^ Asparagus racemosuSy Tribnlns lanugino- 
suSt the seeds of Lettsomia nervosa^ Vanda Roxburgkii^ 
dill seeds, Curcuma Zerumbet^ the seeds of PtychHis 
Ajowan, and dry ginger, (one tola being taken of the pulv o( 
each of these); Balsomodendron Muknl 12 tolas; and 6 
tolas of ghee. The exudation of Balsomodendron is first 
rubbed or pounded with Xh^ghee, and the pulvs are then 
mixed with it. The measure of a dose is half a tola. The

vehicle is either hot milk, or hot water, or meat-juice, or 
wine. This medicine cures the pains in the arms, the 
back, the knees, the calves, the waist, the bones, and the 
bone-joints. It relieves also dislocation of the cheek bone, 
sciatica, and other ailments caused by the vitiated wind. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Agwagandhl 
^Acwagandhi Ghrita.’ Ghrita’ are i 6 seers of the decoction 
of Physalis ftexuosa, and 4 seers of ghee. These are boiled 
together. This ghee relieves diverse diseases of the wind, 
and increases the semen and the flesh. 


The ingredients of the medicine called 'Dagamulddya 
‘OtcainuUdya Ghriti.’ Ghrita’ are ghee 4 seers, milk, 4 seers, 
the decoction, measuring 12 seers, of the ten rootsy and 
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the paste, measuring i seer, of the group of drugs called 
'Jivaniya’. All these are boiled together. This ghee al- 
leviates rheumatic pains, and nourishes the body. 

• The ingredients of the medicine called ^Cchagaladya 
*, Ghrita’ are ghee 4 seers, goat^s flesh 

50 palas. the ten roots 50 palas, water 
64 seers. All these are boiled down to r6 seers. Milk 4 
seers, the expressed juice of Asparagus racemosus 4 seers, 
and I seer of the paste of the group of drugs called ']\v2l- 
niya’, are added, and boiled with the decoction mentioned 
above. This medicated ghee alleviates facial paralysis, apo- 
plectic convulsions, hysterical convulsions, otalgia, deaf- 
ness, indistinctnes of speech, lameness, bent attitude of 
the body, sciatica, and other ailments caused by the vitia- 
ted wind. Some are of opinion that to the drugs mentioned 
above whose paste has been enjoined to be taken, t parts of 
liquorice should be added. 

"The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vrihat C<;haga* 
ladya Ghrita’ are ghee 16 seers, and 
, 100 palas of each of the following, viz,^ 

goat’s flesh, the group of the ten roots, 
Sida cordifolia^ and Physalis fiexnosa. The decoction of 
each of these four is taken, boiled in 64 seers of water down 
to 16 seers. The decoctions are kept in separate vessels. 
The ghee is ' boiled successively with each of these decoc- 
tions. So boiled, it should again be cooked with 16 seers 
of milk, and then with 16 seers of the expressed juice of 
Asparagus racemosus. The next step is to boil it with the 
'^aste, measuring 4 tolas, of each of the following, viz ^ 
Ccelogyne ovalis, liquorice, grapes, *Kikoli', ‘Kshirakikoli*, 
Nym^h/ga stellata, the tubers of Cyperns rotundiis, red sandal 
wood, Vanda Roxhurghii^ Phaseolus trilobus^ Giycine debiits,

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Ichnocarpus frutescens, Asclepias pseudos^rsa^ ‘Medi* 
salts flexuosa is used as a substitute ), *Mahdmedi Uchuo- 
tarpusfrutescensxs used as a substituted^ Aplotaxis auricnlata^ 
*Jivaka* ( Tinospora cordiJoHa is used as a substitute ), 
‘Rishabhaka’ ( bamboo manna is used as a substitute ), 
Curcuma Zefumhet, Berberis Asiatica, Aglaia Roxburgh^ 
ana, the three myrobalans, Taberncemontana coronana^ 
Finns Webbiana, ‘Padmakdshtha/ cardamom seeds, the 
leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala, Asparagus racemosus^ the 
flowers of Mesua ferrea, the flowers of Jasminum grandi- 
florum, coriander seeds, Rubia Munjista, pomegranates, 
Finns deodara^ Piper aurantiacum. *Elabd!iik 4 \ Embelia 
Ribes^ and cumin seeds. After the boiling is over, the 
semi-liquid portion is strained out and 2 seers of sugar are 
added. All the processes of cooking are done in copper 
vessels. The heat applied is mild. This medicine cures 
epilepsy, insanity, paralysis, sciatica, facial paralysis, teta* 
nus. hysterical convulsions, and other diseases caused by 
vitiated wind, as also blood-bile, waste, consumption, that 
variety of gonorrhoea in which discharges take place of the 
semen, weakness of the ‘dhatus’, weakness of the senses, 
leucorrhaea and other diseases of the genital organs of 
females, leprosy, paralipsia, piles, epistasis, and quotidian 
fevers. There are few medicines which are so nourishing 
and strength-giving, ♦ 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Nakuladya

Ghrita’ arc as follow : take the decoc- 
tion of 2 seers of each of the following 


four, vis , the flesh of the mungoose, the ten roots, the seeds^ 


of Phasiolus radiatus, and Sida cordifolia, boiled in 16 seers 


of water down to 4 seers | keep the decoctions separate. 
Take 4 seers of the expressed juice of Asparagus faemo- 
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sus, and 4 seers of milk also, and the^paste, [mea.su ring 2 
tolas, of each of the following, 7/i>., the group of eight be* 
ginning with ‘J^vaka’, ^Kikoli*, ‘Kshirakikoii*, Cceiogym 
ovalisy liquorice, cardamom seeds, the bark of Cinnamomuin 
Zeylaniciim^ the leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala^ the three 
acrids, the tubers of Cy perns rotundus^ and AscUpias pseu- 
dosarsa. Boil all the articles mentioned, with 4 seers of 
ghee. This medicine alleviates all kinds of ailments caused 
by vitiated wind, especially epilepsy, insanity, paralysis, 
tremours of the head, tremours of the hand, dumbness, and 
rheumatic pains in the shoulders, the calves, and the 
flanks. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Chaturmukha 

Rasa’ are one part of each of these,

vtz., mercury, sulphur, iron, and mica ; 
and gold one fourth part. These are pounded together 
with the expressed juice of Aloe Indica and made into a 
bill. Enclosing this ball with the leaves of Ricinus com^ 
fnunis, it is kept for 3 days within a heap of paddy. Taking 
it out after that period, pills are made of the measure of 2 
ratis each. The vehicle is honey and the infusion of the 
three myrobalans. This medicine alleviates swoons, insa- 
nity, epilepsy, piles, gonorrhoea, chlorosis, '^ula' pains, asth* 
ma. cough, sour bile, loss of appetite, and other diseases. 
It removes wrinkles and other signs of age, nourishes the 
body, and increases the strength. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^ChinUmani 

Chaturmukha^ are *Rasasindura’ 2 
*Chint4mani Chatur- , , , . , . 

, tolas, iron i tola, mica 2 tolas, and 

gold half a tola. These are pounded 
together With the expressed of juice of Aloe Indica and made 
into a ball. This ball is wrapped round with the leaves of 
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RUinus communis, and kept for 3 days within a heap of 
paddy. After this, pills are made of the measure of 2 
ratis each. The vehicle is honey and the infusion of the 
three myrobalans. This n>edicine alleviates all kinds of 
diseases caused by vitiated wind, gonorrhoea, calculi, leu- 
corrhoea, puerperal ailments, fever, phthisis, diabetes, and 
other diseases. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Yogendra Rasa’ 

are ‘Rasasindura’ i tola, and half a 
Yogendra hasa. following, viz , gold , 

iron, mica, pearls, and tin. Macerating these in the express* 
ed juice of Alee Indica, a ball is made. This ball is kept 
within a heap of paddy for 3 days, and pills are then made 
of the measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle is sugar and 
the infusion of the three myrobaians. This medicine alle- 
viates nervous diseases of all kinds. Administered 
with proper vehicles, it alleviates excited bile, gonorrhoea, 
diabetes, strangury, sour bile, '^ula’ pains, piles, fistula-in- 
ano, leanness of the body, and other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Rasardja Rasa’ 
are 'Rasasindura' 8 tolas, mica 2 tolas, 
Rasarija Rasa. oiie tola. These are pound- 

ed together with the expressed juice of Ala Indica. Half 
a tola is then added of each of these, viz,, iron, silver, tin, 
Physalis flexuosa, cloves, nutmeg flowers, and ‘Kshirakd- 
koli’. All these are then pounded with the expressed juice 
of Solanum Nigrum, and pills are made of the measure of 
2 ratis each. The vehicle is either milk or the infusion 
of sugar. This medicine alleviates facial paralysis, para- 
lysis of the body, apoplectic convulsions, dislocation of 
the cheek bone, tetanus, vertigo, deafness, and othir

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Chintamani 
Rasa’ are 2 tolas of ‘Rasasindura’, 2 
tolas of mica, i tola of iron, and half 
a tola of gold.

Pills are then made of the 
measure of i rati each. This medicine is prescribable with 
proper vehicles in many nervous diseases. It is bene- 
ficial in gonorrhoea, diabetes, calculi, leucorrhoea, and puer- 
peral ailments. It is beneficial also in vitiation of the wind 
acf:ompanied by vitiation of the phlegm and of the bile ; 
fn phthisis, fever, burning of the skin, delusions, disgust 
for food, palpitation of the heart, vomiting, head-ache, and 
other diseases. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vrihat Vdta- 
chintdmani^ are gold 3 parts, silver 
2 parts, mica 2 parts, iron 5 parts, 
cojrals 3 parts, pearls 3 parts, and ‘Rasasindura’ 7 parts. 
All these are pounded together with the expressed juice 
of Al<x Indica, Pills are then made of the measure of 2 
ratis each. Administered with proper vehicles, this medi- 
cine alleviates diseases caused by the vitiated wind as also 
those caused by vitiated bile. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vata-Gajanku^a* 
are mercury, iron, that variety of iron 
pyrites called ‘Swarnamdkshika’, sul- 
phur, yellow orpiment, Chebulic myrobalans, Rhus succe- 
danea^ Aconitnm ferox, the three acrids, Premna serrati/olia, 
and fried borax. All these are pounded together for one 
day with the expressed juice of Spheeranikus hittus, and 
then for one day with that of Vitix Nignndo, Pills are 
then^ made of the measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle 
is the pulv of Piper Ion gum and the detoction of Odtna 


*V4ia*Gajinkuca.’ 
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Wodier, It alleviates sciatica^ stiffness of the shoulder 
joints, and synovitis of the knee joint. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vrihat Gajin- 
kuca’ are mercury, mica, iron, 'Kdnta^ 

‘Vrihat Gaj&nkuca.’ . .. • ^ 

iron, copper, yellow orpiment, sulphar, 
gold, dry ginger, Sida cordifolta, coriander seeds, Myrica 
sapida, Aconitum ferox, Rhus succedanea, the fruits of 
Piper longum^ black pepper, and fried borax. Equal mea- 
sures of these are taken, and chebulic myrobalans are added 
equal to two parts. The.se are pounded for one day in the 
expressed juice of Sphoeranthus hirtus and then for onft 
day in that of Vitex Nigundo. Pills are made of the mea- 
sure of 2 ratis each. This medicine is alleviative of all 
nervous disorders. 


The ingredients of the medicine called ‘MahavAta Ga- 
jdnkuca* are mica, iron, copper, mer-

cury, sulphur, yellow orpiment, Stphfl^ 
nanthus Indica^ dry ginger, Sida cordifolia of the white 
variety, coriander seeds, Myrica sapida, Chebulic myro- 
balans, and Aconitum ferox. Equal measures are taken of 
these and pounded with the decoction of the roots of Piper 
longum. Fills are made of the measure of 4 mdshds each. 
Administered in proper dose, this medicine alleviates ex- 
cited wind and phlegm. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Aniliri Rasa* 
are mercury i part and sulphur 2 parts ; 
Amlin Rasa. these are pounded into a ‘kajjali* 

which is pounded for one day in the juice of the roots of 
Ricinus communis and then for another day in that of the« 
leaves of Vitex Nigundo, When dried, it is placed between 
two pieces of copper leaves. - The copper leaves should be 
laved with clay. When th^ clay becomes dry, the leaves of cop-

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per, with the ‘kajjali’ between them, are roasted in the ap- 
paratus called *Vdlukd Yantra*. When the roasting is 
over and the whole thing becomes cool, it is pounded into 
pulv. This pulv is macerated for 7 days in the juice of 
each of the following, vis., the leaves of Vitex Nigundo, 
the roots of Ricinus communis^ and the roots of Plumbago 
Zeylattica. The measure of a dose is 2 or 3 ratis each. 

The 
vehicle is castor-oil with 'Saindhava' salt, or ghee with the 
pulv of black pepper, or the juice of the leaves of Vitex 
Niguudo mixed with the pulv of the three acrids, or the 
juice of the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica mixed with the 
same pulv. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Citdri Rasa* 

xitlri Kmi ' mercury i part, and sulphur 2 parts. 

These are pounded into a ‘kajjali’ 
which is macerated in the juice of Boerhavia diffusa and 
of the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica. It is then boiled in 
the juice, eight times its measure, of the ripe leaves of Cala- 
tropir gigantea. Mixing half a part of Aconitum ferox, it is 
again boiled for some timi in the juice of the roots of 
Plumbago Zeylanica. When the boiling is over and the 
boiled product becomes dry, it is pounded into a pulv; The 
measure of a dose is 2 ratis, and the vehicle is the 
juice of raw ginger mixed with the pulv of black pepper, 
or ghee and the pulv of black pepper. This medicine cures 
rheumatism characterised by a sensation of coldness all 
over the body. After taking this medicine, the patient 
iliould eat nourishing food, with meat-juicc.

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Tilakecwara 
Rasa* are ‘Rasasindura’ i part, yellow

measure of these. Mixing all these together, boluses are 
made. Taking one bolus in the morning, the patient should 
sit in the shade. This medicine cures that variety of rheu- 
matism in which the sense of touch is lost. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Tdlabhairavi’ 
are mercury, sulphur, yellow orpiment, 
opium, cinnabar, fried borax, and the 
three acrids ; equal measures of these are taken and pound- 
ed together with the expressed juice of raw ginger. Pills 
are then made of the size of the seeds of Phaseolus Mungo, 
Administered with proper vehicles, this medicine cures 
all varieties of ailments born of vitiated wind and phlegm, 
lientcric dysentery, loss of appetite, piles, rheumatism 
characterised by a sensation of cold all over the body, 
and that variety of rheumatism in which the body be- 
comes so insensible that the piercing of even a needle is 
not felt. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Anandabhai- 
rava* are mercury, sulphur, iron, mica, 
and Aconitum ftrox ( equal measures 
being taken of these ) ; black pepper 8 parts, and fried borax 
4 parts. All these are macerated, seven times, in the juice 
of Vifhesina caUndulacea, and as many times in the juice 
of sour pomegranates. Pills are made of the measure of 3 
ratis each. The vehicle is a prepared betel. This medicine 
cures all nervous di.^ea.ses caused by wind and phlegm, as

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also loss of appetite, lienteric dysentery, disgust for food, 
chlorosis, fever, and obesity. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vitdri Rasa’ 
f mercury i part, sulphur 2 parts,

of Plumbago Ziylanica 4 parts, and the exudation of Bal- 
lamodendron Mukul 5 parts. These are pounded with 
castor oil. For purging the patient the measure of the 
medicine is from four annas to 2 tolas. It is administered 
in the morning. After taking the medicine, the patient 
should drink the decoction of the roots of Rcintts coimnu'‘ 
nis, mixed with the pulv of dry ginger. If the patient’s 
bowels are not easily moved by the measure administered, 
his body should be rubbed with castor-oil, and fomentation 
should be applied on the back.

These are boiled for sometime 
on a mild fire, and the pulv of Chebulic myrobalans, of 
measure equal to that of the two, is added. The manner 
of taking this medicine is as follows : beginning with 7 
ratis on the first day, the dose should be increased by i 
rati a day till it reaches 2t ratis. After this, the dose is 
decreased by i rati a day till 7 ratis are reached. The vehi- 
cles are ghee, milk, and sugar. This medicine, thus taken, 
soon alleviates rheumatism characterised by tremours. 

The ingredients of the medicine- called ‘Vdtanicana

•each. This medicine alleviates diverse kinds of nervous 


ailments, as also vertigo, and burning of the skin. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Pindi Rasa’ 
are mercury 5 parts, sulphur 5 parts, 
Pindi Rasa. ashes of copper i part. These 

are poimded together with betel leaves. The pounded 
product is laved over a piece of thin copper leaf. When 
dry, the copper leaf is roasted in the apparatus called 
'Gajaputa.^ After the roasting is comptele, it is pound- 
ed into pulv. The measure of a dose is i rati. This 
medicine is beneficial in rheumatism with tremours, 
paralysis, burning of the skin, heat of the body, and

Pills are then made of the measure of 2 

ratis each. This medicine alleviates pains in the waste, 

pains in the sides, curbuncular inflammation of the thigh,. 

acute rheumatism, pains in the chest, loss of appetite, and^ 

obesity. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vdtavidhwangsf 
Rasa‘ are mercury i part, mica 2 parts,,

4 parts, sulphur 5 parts, and yellow orpiment 6 parts. Alt 
these are macerated for 7 days in castor oiH After tb» 
they are pounded with the juice of Citrus acida and a bait 
is made of the mass This ball is laved round, to the thick- 
ness of half the depth of a finger, with .sesame paste. When 
dry, it .should be cooked for six and thirty hours in the 
apparatus called 'Valukd Yantra.^ After the roasting is 
complete, it is powided into- pulv. This medicine cures 
pains extending over the whole body, wry neck, flatulence, 
epistasis, constipation of the bowels, abdominal tumours^ 
abdominal dropsy, lo.ss of appetite, mucus in the stomach, 
cholera, lienteric dysentery, vonwting, asthma, cough, ‘ciila’ 
pains, diarrhoea, intestinal worms, and fever. The vehicle 
is selected according to the disease in which it is adminis^ 
tered. The measure of a dose is from i rati to 2 ratisr 
each. 
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The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Paidjddi Bati’ 
are equal measures of mercury and 
sulphur pounded for 3 days in the 
expressed juice of the seeds of Bn tea f rondo sa. The seeds 
of Strychnos nuxvomica^ of one-sixteenth of the measure of 
the macerated product, are added. Administered in proper 
dose, this medicine alleviates rheumatism characterised by 
loss of the sensation of touch, piles, leprosy, and dropsical 
swellings. Prepared by maceration in the five biles, it 
alleviates ailments born of vitiated bile. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Gaganadi Bati’ 
are the ashes of mica, mercury, sul- 
GaganAdi Bati. phur, copper, iron of the variety called 

*munda,‘ iron of the variety called *Tikshna,‘ and ‘Svarna- 
mdkshika.’ Equal measures are taken. These are then 
macerated in the juice of liquorice, Justicia Adhatoda, and 
grapes, and pounded, for one day, with the juice of the 
fruits of Convolvulus paniculatus. Administered in pro- 
per measure ( which is generally 2 ratis, with ghee 
and honey as the vehicle, or white sandal paste and cam- 
phor^, this medicine alleviates diseases of the wind, those 
of the bile, cough, and consumption, vertigo, excitement 
like that of intoxication, burning of the skin, and thirst. 

The ingredients of the'me 4 icine called ‘Sarvdnga Sun- 
dara Rasa’ are mercury, sulphur, mica, 
copper, iron, cinnabar, and the seeds of 
Strychnos muxvomica. Equal mea- 
sures of these are taken and macerated in the juices of 
Echites scho laris, Calatropis gigantea^ Justicia Adliatodet, 
and the roots of Ricinus communis, and the exudation of 
Euphorbia neriifolia, A ball is made of the macerated 
product. When dry, the ball is roasted in the apparatus

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Trailokya Chint^- 
mani Rasa' are diamond, gold, ashes

parts. These are pounded with the juice of Ala Indica, 
Pills are made of the measure of i rati each.

Pinus deodara^ dill seeds, seeds of small cardamoms, the 
bark of Cinvamomum Zeylanicum^ Pavonia odorata, saffron, 
musk, Rubia Munjisla, ‘Cilirasa’, Dnguis ordoratuSy AquU 
laria Agallocha^ camphor, Boswellia tkurifera, Curcuma 
longa^ cloves, Andropogon SchananihuSfXtA sandal wood, 
*Kakkola’, *Niluka’, the tubers of Cyperus rotundusy the 
wood tailed ‘K^liya’, the flowers of Nymphcea stellata^ tho 
leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala, Curcuma ZerumbeL piptf 
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mirmtiacHm, PermdM perlata^ ^Navanitakhod’, the roots 
of Pmndamis od^rat/ssimus, the roots of Afucum pntriens, 
AspuMfagKS racemosus, Pinms longif^lioi, tlie filaments of tlie 
lotus^ AgUiia RoxhurghianA, the roots of Andr^pog^n muri-

united tc^ther, and 3 palas of all the tea drugs composing 
the 'Jivaniya’ group. All the decoctions and the paste of 
all the drugs are boiled with 64 seers of sesame oil. This 
medicated oil, administered in different ways, alleviates 
different diseases. Rubbed on tlie body, it alleviates wind* 
diseases having for their seat the skin ; by drinking it, 
wind-diseases having for their scat the stomach, are allevia- 
ted ; if eaten by mixing it with food, it alleviates wind- 
diseases having for their scat the subtle nerves ; if snuffed, 
it alleviates wind-diseases having an upward tendency ; if 
used as eiiemata, it alleviates wind-diseases seated in the 
*pakkdcaya' [that part of the stomach where digestion takes 
place], [t alleviates all kinds of wind-diseases as also those 
bom of bile and phlegm, and cures sterility of both males 
and females, [t removes also the effects of premature de- 
crepitude. 

The ingredients of the medicine called *Mahirija Pra- 

sirini Oil* are 300 palas of Paderia 
Maharij* PraslriM OiL Barleria cnstata 

of the yellow variety, and 100 palas of each these, 
Physalis fUxuosa^ the roots of Rkittus Commnms, Sida cor- 
difolia; Asparagus racemasus, Vanda Rxhurgkti^ Baerhmvia 
diffusa^ iAit roots of Pandanus odoraiissimns, each of the 
ten roots, and the bark of Erythrina Indka ; 50 palas of

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Phius dcodara, 50 palas of the bark of Mimosa Sirissa, 25 
palas of lac, and 2 palas of Symplocos racemosus. All these 
are boiled in 200 mannds of water down to 128 seers. To 
this are added ‘Cukta’ 64 seers, milk 40 seers,curds 40 
seers, the cream of curds 16 seers, the juice of sugarcane 32 
seers, the decoction of Ihirtyscven and a half seers of goat^s 
flesh boiled in 180 seers of water down to 68 seers, and the 
decoction also of 60 palas of Rubia Munjista boiled in 60 seers 
of water down to 15 seers. To the liquids are added red sandal 
wood, the fruits of Piper longum, dry ginger, and black pep- 
per, each of the measure of 6 palas ; also the paste, measuring 
3 palas, of each of these, viz.., Chebulic myrobalans, Belleric 
myrobalans, Emblic myrobalans, Pinus longifoha, dill seeds, 
Rhus succedanea, AcoriiS Calamus, Andropogon acicularis. 
Curcuma Zerumhet, the tubers of Cyperus rotundus, the tubers 
of Cyperus pertenuis, lotus flowers, the flowers of Nymphcea, 
stellata, the roots of Piper longum, Rubia Munjista, Physq- 
Us flexuosa, Boerhavia diffusa, the ten roots, the roots of 
Cassia Tora, galena, Andropogon. Schoenanthus, Curcuma Ion- 
ga, and the group of drugs called *Jivaniya\ All these 
are boiled together with 68 seers of sesame oil. The boiled 
product is again boiled with the paste, measuring 3 palas, 
of each of the following, viz , 'Devapushpi,' Balsamodtn- 
dfom Myrrh, the leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala, the juice 
oi Bosweliia s€rrata,( according^ to some, Boswellia Thuru 
f 4 ra ^ Pemielia perlata, Aglaia Roxburghiana, the roots of 
Andropogon muricatum, fennel seeds, Nardostachys Jala- 
mansi, Pinus deodara, Sida cordifolia, 'Cildrasa,' ‘Navanita- 
khoti,’ 'Ndlukd\ 'Kdshtakhati’, seeds of cardamoms of the 
small variety, Boswellia Thurifera, Murraya exotica, Unguis 
odoraius ( of that variety whose leaves are like those of 
the jujube tree), Unguis odoratus (of that variety whose 
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leaves are like those of the lotus ), Unguis odoratus ( whoj^ 
leaves are like horse’s hoofs), the leaves of Cinnamomum 
Tamala, Boswveilii serraia, the pouch of the civet cat. the 
h\xds oi Michelia Champacayiht^ovitvsoi Artemisia vulga- 
ris^ Piper aurantUKum, Trigonella corniculata, and the 
flowers of Bassia latifolia. Fifty seers of scented water 
are added. After this second boiling, it is again boiled 
with the paste of the following, viz,^ the flowers of Mesua 
ferrea^ Aplo taxis auriculata, the bark of Cinnamomum 
Tamala^ the wood called ‘Kdliya’, safiron, white sandal 
wood, 'Granthiparni’ ( a gall of some insect). Hibiscus Abel- 
moschatns, cloves, Aquilaria Agnllocha^ 'Kakkola', nutmeg 
flowers, nutmeg fruits, cardamom seeds, and the bark of 
the clove tree, the measure of each being 3 palas ; also musk

As regards scented water, it is prepared in the following

the measure of each being 25 pal as ; Aplotaxis auriculata 
twelve and a half palas and 100 seers of water. These are 
boiled together down to 50 seers. The liquid is strained 
out through a piece of clean cloth. 

As regards sandal water, it is prepared in the following 
way : 50 palas of white sandal wood are boiled in 50 seers 
of water down to 2$ seers. Some rub the sandal wood first 
and then dissolve the paste in water, the measure of each 
being as above. The oil thus prepared produces all the 
effects which the other ‘Prasdrini oils* mentioned above ^re 
capable of producing. In all violent forms of nervous diseases, 
*Mahdrdja Prasdrini oiP is highly beneficial. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Tuslipardja Prasd- 
rini Oil’ arc sesame oil 4 seers, the

of Asparagus rasemosus 4 seers ; and the paste of dill seeds, 
the fruits of Piper longum, 4:ardamom seeds, Aplotaxis auri- 
eulata, Solanum Xanthocarpum, dry ginger, Kquorice, Pinus 
deodara, Hedysarum Gangetuum^ Boerhavia diffusa, Rubia 
Munjista, the leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala^ Vanda Rax- 
burgkii, Acarus Calamus, the seeds of Ptychotis A/awan, 
AndropogonSchoenanthus, Nardostachys Jatamansi, Vitex 
Nigundo, Sida (ordifolia, the roots of Plumbago Zeylanicum, 
Tribulus lanuginosus, lotus stalks, and Asparagus raeemo- 
sns, the measure of each of which is 2 tolas.

Pcederta foedita boiled in 64 seers of water down to 16 seers, 
16 seers of the cream of curds, 17 seers of ‘kinji*, milk 32 
seers, and the paste of the roots of Pluvihago ZeylanicutPt, 
the roots of Piper hngutn, liquorice, ‘Saindhava* salt, Sida 
cordifolia^ dill seeds, P intis deodar Vanda Roxburghii^ 
Pothos officinalis ^ the roots of Pcederta fatida, Nardostachys 
Jatamansi^ and the seeds of Semecarpus Anacardium, the 
measure of each being 2 tolas. All these are boiled to- 
gether. This oil cures the bending of the body, inability to 
move about, sciatica, facial paralysis, and diverse other wind- 
diseases.

Each of these is boiled in 16 seers of water down to 4 seers ; 
also the decoction of the seeds of Dolichos bifioms, dry 
jujubes, and barley, of the united measure of 2 .«!eers, boil- 
ed in 16 seers down to 4 seers ; milk 16 seers ; and the 
paste of Vanda Roxburghii^ the roots of Mucuna pruriens, 
*Saindhava’ salt, dill seeds, the roots of Ricinns Communis, 
the tubers of C^perus rotundas, the drugs included in the 
^Jivaniya’ group, Sida cotdifolia, and the three acrids, the 
measure of each being 2 tolas. All these are boiled with 4 
seers of sesame oil. This medicated oil is used as a drink, 
for rubbing the body with, for enemata, and for snuffing. 
It cures facial paralysis, hysterical convulsions, the diying

The ingredients of the oil called, ‘Mahdsugandhi OiP, 
are as follows : take the paste of 2 
palas of each of these, Rubia Mun-

folia^ the fragrant article called ‘Vihani,’ or, Vfigtiis odoratus^ 
Acorns Calamus, the bark of the betel-nut tree, the leaves of 
Cinnamomum Taniala, the fragrant leaves called ‘Bdtia’, 
Cufcuma Zerumbet, Chebulic myrobalans, Belleric myro- 
balans, Emblic myrobalans, and the tubers of Cyperus rotun* 
dus. Add to them the infusion of the fi>ve leaves. Boil all 
these with 4 seers of sesame oil. Then add to the boiled 
product the paste of 2 palas of each of the following, vtz., 
Nardostachys fatamami, Murraya exotica, the flowers of 
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Artemisia vulgaris^ the flowers of Michelia Chawpaka, 
Aglaia Roxburghiana^ Cinnamomum Zeylanictim, ‘Granthi* 
parni’ (a sort of gall caused by an insect on some tree), 
Pavonia odorata, Aplotaxis auriculata^ Ocimum Caryophyl- 
latum ^ Trigonella corniculata ; as also the paste of i pal a 
of each of the following, viz., resin of Pinus longifoHa, Bos- 
wellia serrata^ Arum colocasia, and fennel seeds. The whole 


mass should, again, be boiled with the sesame oil. The 
scented fluid should be then fumigated with Aquilaria 
Agallocha, and to it should be added the paste of carda- 
moms, cloves, liquid storax, white sandal wood, the 
flowers of fasminum grandiflorum^ the pouch of the civet 
cat, ‘Kakkola’ ( a kind of berry containing a black aroma- 
tic waxy substance^, Aquilaria A gallocha, Hibiscus Abel- 
fnoschus, and saffron — the measure of each being four tolas, — 
and musk 2 tolas, and camphor i tola or 6 mdshas and 
4 ratis.

Both these oils remove all .<orts of nervous diseases, 


improve the complexion, memory, and intellect, and cause 
nutrition of the system. 

The infusion of the five plants which is required for the 
two sorts of aforesaid oils should be prepared thus : — lake 
equal measures of the leaves of mango, black berries, 
Feronia Elephantum, Ais^le marmelos, and Citrus acida 
of the ‘Ccholanga* variety. These should be boiled in water 
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of 8 times their measure. The product should be strained 
when half the measure of the water remains. 


Chapter xxxvi. 


TUBERCULAR LEPROSY.

The ingredients of ‘Amritadi Pachana’ arc as follows : — 
take Tinospora cordi folia, dry ginger, 

Amritddipichana. coriander, seeds — 2 tolas each. 

Boil them in water of 16 times their measure, and strain 
the product when one-fourth of the measure of water remains. 
The measure of a dose is 8 tolas. It cures all sorts of tuber- 
cular leprosy and leucoderma. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Vas^di* are /us- 
ticia Adhatoda, Tinospora cordifolia^ 

and the fruits of Cassia fistula. The 
decoction of these should be taken with half a tola of cas- 
tor oil. This medicine alleviates tubercular leprosy spread 
all over the body. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Navakdrshika’ 
are fruits of Phyllanthns Emblica^ Che- 
bulic myrobalans, Tenninalia Bellerica, 
th? bark of Melia Azadirachta, Rubia cordifolia, A corns Cala- 
mus, PUrovrhiza Knrroa, Tinospora cordifolia, and Berberis 
AsiiXtica, the measure of each being 13 annas and 2 ratis. All 
these should be boiled in water of sixteen times their mea- 
sure and strained when a fourth of the measure remains. 
It should be administered in doses of eight tolas each in 
tubercular leprosy as well as in leucoderma. It alleviates all 
sorts of tubercular leprosy and leucoderma.

Take also 2 tolas 
of each of the following, viz., dry ginger, Embelia Ribcs, 
the roots of Cassia Tora, Piper longum, Ptyehotis Ajozvan, 
Acorus Calamus, cumin seeds, Picrorrhiza Kurroa, the 
wood of Acacia catechu, ‘S'aindhava* salt, carbonate of 
potash, turmeric, Berber is Asiatica, Cyperus rotundus, 
Pinus deodara, and Aplotaxis auriculata. Pound all these 
ingredients and mix them together. Four annas of the 
powder should be administered with the decoction of 
Tinospora cordifolia as the vehicle. It cures tubercular 
leprosy, leucoderma, white variety of leucoderma, itches, 
boils, chlorosis, anemia, swellings due to acute rheumatism, 
enlarged spleen, abdominal tumours, and other diseases. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Kai^ora Gug- 
gulu’ are 2 seers of the exudation of 
Kaicora guggulu. Balsamodendron Mukul, of the variety 

called ^Mahishaksha’, tied loosely in a piece of cloth, the 
three myrobalans, 2 seers, and Tinospora cordifolia, 4 seers. 
These should be cooked in 96 seers of water. The product 
should be strained when half the measure of the water rc-

mains. During cooking, the ingredients should be con- 
stantly stirred. The exudation of Balsamodcndtum MukuL 
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tied in the piece of cloth should then be brought out and 
pounded with ghee. The pounded product should 
then be mixed with the decoction previously strained. 
Cook the entire product next in an iron pot. When 
it thickens, add the pulvs of the three myrobalans, 
each measuring 4 tolas, those of the three acrids — the 
united measure of which should be 12 tolas ; the pulv 
of Emhelia Ribes, 4 tolas ; of the roots of Convolvulus 
Turpeihum^ 2 tolas ; of the roots of Croton poly- 
andrum^ 2 tolas, and of Tinospora cordi folia, 8 tolas. Finally 
a seer of ghee should be mixed. It should be adminis* 
tered in doses of a tola each, with cow^s urine, meat- 
juice, the decoction of Tinospora cordifolia, or milk, as the 
vehicle. It cures all varieties of tubercular leprosy of even 
the worst types, leucoderma, boils, gonorrhoea, diabetic cur- 
buncle, cough, abdominal tumours, dropsical swellings, ab* 
dominal dropsy, chlorosis, and indigestion. 

The ingredients of the medicine 'Rasdbhra Guggulu* 
are the following : take the decoction 
R&sibhra Guggulu. ^ secrs of Tinospora cordifolia 

boiled in 16 seers of water down to 4 seers, and the decoction 
of 2 seers of the three myrobalans boiled in 16 seers of 
water down to 4 seers. Mix both these decoctions together. 
Cook in the mixture the exudation of Balsamodendron Mukul, 
I seer, mercury 4 tolas, sulphur 4 tolas, ashes of iron 4 
tolas, and ashes of mica 4 tolas. When the product becomes 
thick, add the pulvs of the three acrids, of the three 
myrobalans, of the roots of Croton poyandrum, of Tinos- 
pora cordifolia, of the roots of Cucumis Colocynthis, of 
Bmbelia Ribes, of Mesua ferrea, and of thje roots of Convol- 
vulus Turpethum, the measure of each being 2 tolas. Stir 
the ingredients while the cooking goes on. The resultant 
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should be administered in doses of i tola each, with the decoc- 
tion of Tinospora cordifolia. It is an excellent remedy for 
tubercular leprosy and leucoderma. It does much good 
in fistula-in-ano. Prolapsus ani, indigestion, enlargement 
of the lymphatic glands, eczema, itches, psoriasis, herpes, 
warts, leprosy, leucoderma, anexmia, and intestinal worms.

Big- 
noma suave-olens, Premna serratifelid, 
Hedy s a rum Gangetuum, Doodia lagopodioides, SolanufH 
IndicufH, Solanum Xanthocarpum, and Tnbulus laHugi- 
nosns). Add to them Tinospora cordifolia, the roots of 
Ricinus Communis, Vanda Roxburghii, dry giger, and Pinus 
deodara. Boil these for their decoction. Mix with it castor- 
oil up to 2 tolas. This medicine cures acute rheumatism of 
even the most virulent type.

2 tolas, and the five salts, the measure of each being 
2 tolas. All these should be dried in the sun and 
placed within a heap of paddy for 12 days.

2 seers, the 
seeds Ptychotis Ajowan i seer, cumin seeds 2 palas, 
coriander seeds 7 palas, dill seeds I pala, cloves i pala, 
fried borax i pala, black pepper i pala, roets of 
Convolvulus Turpethum l pala, the three myrobalans of 
the same measure, the ashes of green barley shoots i 
pala, and the fruits of Piper loAgnm i pala. Add sugar 
of four times the united measure of the pulvs taken before. 
Make boluses with ghee and honey. Perfume the prepara- . 
tion with 2 tolas of each the following, vfar., Curcuma 
Zerumbet, cardamums, the leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala^ 
and the bark of Cinnamomum Zeylanicum. The measure of a 
dose depends upon the strength of the patient. It cures 
acute rheumatism, blood-bile, acidity of the stomach, Tula' 
pains, and similar diseases.

The medicine called ‘Amavatari Batiki’ is thus pre- 
red : take mercury, sulphur, iron, mica, 
sulphate of copper, borax, and 'Sain- 
dhava' salt, of equal measures. Add the exudation of 
Balsamodendrou Muknloi double their combined measure, 
and the piilv of Convolvulus Tnrpethum, as well as of 
Plumbago Zeylnnica. each of one-fourth the measure of the 
exudation of Balsamodendron bfnkul^ Pound all these with 
ghee and make pills of the measure of 4 annas each. This 
medicine is administered with the pulvs or the decoction of 
the three myrobalans for its vehicle. It is digestive and 
purgative. It cures acute rheumatism, nervous diseases, 
head-aches, bronchocele^ goitre hernia, abdominal tumours, 
enlarged spleen, abdominal dropsy, ansemia, chlorosis, intes- 
tinal worms, leprosy, piles, fiFtiila-in-ano, and hard and strong 
tumours in the abdomen. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Amavdtecwara 
Rasa’ are as follow : purified sulphur, 
and copper, the measure of each being 
4 tolas ; purified mercury 2 tolas ; and iron 2 tolas. These 
arc macerated 7 times in the expressed juice of the roots of 
Rtcinus Communis. After this, they are reduced to pulv.

The drops that fall are collected in a vessel placed 
below.

Both oils, 
rubbed on the body, cure all kinds of nervous ailments. 
Three or four drops of either of these oils may also be ad- 
ministered as a drink, mixed with hot milk.

The vessel is 
then taken down. With the ashes are mixed mercury, 
sulphur, einnabar, cloves, the leaves of Cinnamomun 
Tamala, bambu manna, nutmeg flowers, the navel 
of conch shells, and Cassia Tora, the measure of 

each being 4 tolas. The mixed product should once 

more be boiled with 4 seers of cow’s urine and 4 seers 

of milk. When the liquid almost evaporates, the vessel 
is taken down and the contents are reduced to pulv. 
The measure of a dose is i tola, and the vehicle 

is hot water. This pulv cures all kinds of ‘^ula’ pains. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Camvukddi 
Gudika’ are the ashes of '9amvukas* 

( a well-known species of Indian mo- 
lusca ), dry ginger, the fruits of Pifi^r lovguin, black pepper, 
‘Saindhava’ salt, ‘Vit’ salt, ‘Sanchala’ salt, Samudrika’ salt, 
and ‘Audbhida’ salt. Equal measures of these are taken 
and pounded together with the expressed juice of 
Convolvulus repens. Pills are then made of the measure of 
I rati each. If this medicine is taken in the morning or 
during the morning meals, ^Parindma ^ula’ is speedily 
alleviated. The measure of the dose is increased or decreased 
according to the strength of the patient’s digestive fire. 

The ingredients of the medicine called *Cankharasa 
Gudikd’ are the ashes of the bark of 
the tamarind tree, 5 palas ; i pala of 
each of the five salts ; the ashes of conch shells, 12 palas ; . 
and the expressed juice of Citrus acula, 8 seers. These are 
boiled together on’ a mild fire, and then the following are

Pills are then formed of the size of jujube 
seeds. A dose consists of one pill, and the vehicle is hot 
water.

One should take it at the beginning, the middle, and at the 
end of one’s meals. This medicine cures all varieties 
of ‘cula’. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vrihat Cati- 
vari-Mandura’ are as follow : take a 
quantity of iron pyrites. Heat it on a 
fire and throw it in the decoction of the three myrobalans. 
Take 8 palas of this corrected pyrites ; also 8 palas of the 
expressed juice of Asparagus raceniosus^ 8 palas of curds, 
8 palas of milk, 8 palas of the expres.sed juice of emblic 
rnyrobalans, and 4 palas of ghee. Boil all these together, 
and add 8 annas of the pulv of each of the following, vh.^ 
cumin seeds, coriander .seeds, the tubers of Cyferus rotuu- 
dus^ the bark of Cinnamomnm Zeylanunvi^ the leaves of OV/- 
namomuin Tamala, large cardamoms, the fruits of Ptper hag- 
uvi, and chebulic rnyrobalans. If taken according to the 
method laid down for Catavari-Mandura ( see above ), this 
medicine cures ‘^ula’ pains, sour bile, disgust for food, vomit- 
ing, asthma, cough, and other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Mandura Batika' 
areone^ecr of iron pyrites, well pound- 
ed, boiled in 8 seers of cow’s urine, with 
I pala of the pulv added to it of eath of the following, 
vtz.. Piper Chaba, dry ginger, the ashes of green barley 
shoots, the roots of / iper longum, and the fruits of the 
same. When the substance becomes thick, pills arc made 
of proper measure. This medicine cures ‘Parindma gula.' 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Tirdmandura- 
‘Tdrimandura Guda.’ Guda* are corrected iron pyrites 9 palas. 


‘Mandura-IJatiku,’ 
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cow's urine i8 palas, and treacle 9 palas ; boiling these 
together by adding a sufficient measure of water, thorw 
into the vessel I pala of each of the following, vis., Em- 
helia Ribes, the roots of Plnmhngo Zeylatiua, Piper Chalra, 
tixe three myrobalans, and the three acrids. All these 
should then be cooked on a mild fire, and when the cooking 
is over, the substance should be kept in an earthen vessel 
which has soaked a sufficient quantity of ghee. The mea- 
sure of a dose is I tola It should be taken at the beginning, 
the middle, and the end of one’s meals. This medicine cures 
'^ula’ pains caused by excited bile, sour bile, loss of 
appetite, 'Grahani-disease,* piles, abdominal tumours, drop- 
sical swellings, abdominal dropsy, chlorosis, anaemia, and 
intestinal worms. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Culavajrini-

the measure of each being 4 tolas, 

and I tola of the pulv of each of the following, z/is., borax, 
assafoetida, dry ginger, the three m)robalans. Curcuma 
'Lerumbet, the bark of Cinnamomum T^eylanicnm, cardamoms, 
the leaves of Cinnamomum Tamala, Pinus Webbiana,, nut- 
meg fruits, cloves, the seeds of Ptychotis AJowan, cumin 
seeds, and coriander seeds. All these are pounded together 
with goat’s mik, and pills arc made of the mea.^ure of i 
masha each. The vehicle for adininistei ing this medi- 
cine is cither goat’s milk or water. It cures ‘cula’ pains, 
sour bile, abdominal tumours, epistasis stony tumours in the 
abdomen, enlarged spleen, anaemia, urticaria, loss of appe- 
tite, disgust for food, fever, and other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Triphal^ Lauha' 
‘TriphnU Lauha.* ^^e the pulv of iron I seer, 4 seers of 
the in fieioii or decoction of the three myrobalans, and i seer 
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of treacle. All these are boiled together. This medicine 
cures ‘cula’ pains born of all the three fablts. 

Another method of preparing this medicine is as follows : 
equal measures are taken of the pulv of iron and that of the 
three myrobalans. This mixed pulv, taken with milk, 
speedly removes ‘^ula' pains. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Saptdmrita 

, Lauha* are l part of liqourice, one part

of the three myrobalans. and 4 parts 

of the pulv of iron All these are pounded with a proper 
measue of and honey, The vehicle with which this medi- 
cine is administered is milk. It cures '5ula’ pains, sour bile, 
fever, epistais, dropsical swellings, and other ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Carkard Lauha^ 

are the expressed juice of Asparagus

racemosus, cows urine, goat s milk, and 

the expressed juice of emblic myrobalans, the measure of 
each being 4 seers, iron pyrites 8 palas, sugar 16 palas, and 
ghee 4 palas. All these are boiled together on a mild fire. 
When, at the conclusion of the boiling, these become thick, 
and cooled, throw into the vessel 4 tolas of the pulv of each 
of these, viz.^ Embelia Ribes, the three myrobalans, the three 
acrids, the seeds of Ptychotis Ajowan, Pothos officinalis^ 
cumin .seeds, the seeds of Nigel/a saiiva, the tubers of 
Cyperns roiundns, iron, and mica. The contents should then 
be stirred so that the mixing may be thorough. This medi- 
cine is taken before meals, the dose depending on the strength 
of one’s digestive fire. It is beneficial in all varieties of 
‘^ula,’ specially iVi that which is born of excited bile. It 
cures many other ailments, such as those of the groins, 
the pubic region, the anal duct, dropsical swellings, ‘Grahani* 
disease/ enlarged .spleen, 
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The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Vai^wiinara 

Lauha’ are the ashes of tamarind 
•Vaicwanara Lauha * , 

bark, those of Acnyaranthes aspera^ 

those of the lid of ‘Camvuka* ( a variety of Indian mo- 
lusca ), and 'Saindhava* salt, the measure of each being a 
quarter of a seer, and i seer of the pulv of iron. All these 
are pounded together. When the pains set in, 2 mashas 
of the preparation should be adminisstered. This medi- 
cine cures all varieties of '^ula* pains. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Chatuhsama

waste, leucoderma, cough, asthma, difficulty of micturition, 
weakness of the digestive fire, and many other ailments. 

The recipe for* the medicine known as 'Cularaja Lauha’

It cures '^ula' pains born 
of vitiation of any of the faults, pains in the abdomen, pains 
in the sides, pains in the chest, piles, diseases of the ‘Gra- 
hani\ gonorrhoea, acidity of the stomach and cholera. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Dhdtri Lauha’ 
are the following : take 8 palas of the 
Dhdtri Lauha. fruits of Phyllauthus Einb' 

lica, ashes of iron 4 palas. and liquorice 4 palas. Macerate 
them seven times, in seven days, in the juice of the fruits 
of Phyllanthus Emblica, or, as some say. in that of Tinospora 
cordifolia, \Vhen the product becomes dry, reduce it to 
pulv. This medicine should be taken with ghee and 
honey as the vehicle, and before, in the midst of, and after 
meals. The measure is 4 annas. It cures ‘cula’ pains, acidity 
of the stomach, and dyspepsia. 

The ingredients of that variety of ‘Dhdtri Lauha’ which

moms, Poihos officinalis, the tubers of Cyperus rolfindus, 
chebulic myrobalans, iron, mica, the three acrids, the three 
myrubalans, Piper autantiacum, Pinus Wehbiana, Mesna 
ferrea, Picrorrhiza Kurroa, liquorice, Vanda Roxburghii , Phy> 
salis flexuosa, and red sandal wood. When the pulvs are 
well mixed together, the product should be taken out of the 
vessel. This medicine 'sliould betaken in doses of 4 annas 
each, before, in the midst of, and after meals. The meals 
should consist of boiled rice. Or, it may be taken with cow’s 
milk. It speedily cures all sorts of ‘9ul*i’ pains. 

The medicine ‘Lauhamrita’ is thus prepared : take iron 

leaves of the thickness of sesame seeds. 
‘Lav.hdmrila.* - , . . , /. • 

Lave them with the paste of the roots 

of the white variety of Calatropis gigantea, or with that of 
white mustard seeds. Dry the leaves in the sun and again 
lave them with the same plaster Burn the leaves then in 
a fire and dip them in the decoction of the three myroba- 
lans. As long as the iron leaves are not oxidi.sed when ex- 
posed to the sun, the process should be repeated. The iron 
leaves should then be reduced to pulv and the pulv strained 
through a piece of cloth. This medicine should be taken 
with honey and ghee, the do.se being 4 mashas. The vehicle 
should be goat's milk, or ghee from cow’s milk and cow’s 
milk mixed together, of 64 times the measure of the me- 
dicine. This cures Tarinama ^ula’ within a month. While 
this medicine is being used, articles designated by such 
Sanskrit words as begin with the letter *ka’, e. g,, 'Katuka’, 

( Picrorrhiza Kurroa ), Kdlacdka ( Corchorns capsula- 
risot the jute plant ), ‘Kushmanda’( Curcutbita pepo ) and all 
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sour things, and the flesh of animals of marshy regions, should 
be strictly avoided. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Narikclimrita* 
are the following ; take 2 seers of the 
NarikeUmnta, kernel of cocoanut fruits, reduced to 

pulv, pressing out its juice. Fry it in 4 seers of ghee. Boil 
the fried kernel with 32 seers of the water of raw cocoanuts, 
4 seers of the expressed juice of the fruits of Phyllanihus 
tmhlica, twelve and a half seers of sugar, and 2 seers of 
the pulv of dry ginger. After the boiling is complete, the 
pulvs of the following, each of the measure of i pala, 
should be thrown into the vessel, the three acrids, the 
bark of Cinnamomum Zeylanicnm, the leaves of Cinnamo- 
mum Tamala, cardamom seeds, and the flowers of Mesua 
ferrea. Throw also 6 tolas of the pulv of each of these, viz.^ 
the fruits of Phyllanthus Emblica, cumin seeds, the seeds 
of Nigella saiiva, coriander seeds, ‘Ganthiald, bambu man- 
na, and the tiibers of Cyperns rotiindus. When the contents 
become cool, add half a seer of honey. This is one of the 
foremost medicines of Tarindma cula.' It cures all varieties 


of *cula* pains, sour-bile, blood-bile, inflammation of the 
Schneiderian membrane, difficulty of micturition, and loss of 
appetite. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Puga Khanda^ 
arc as fellow : take some areca nuts 
Puga-Khanda. into small pieces and boil 

them in water mixed with milk. Wash them properly and 
then dry them in the sun. When dried, reduce them into 
pulv. Boil 8 palas of this pulv in 1 seer of ghee. After this, 
boil the product once more in i seer of the expressed juice 
of emblic myrobalans, i seer of the expressed juice of A$^ 
racemosus^ 8 seers of milk, adding 50 palas of sogar. 
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thereto. When the boiling is going on, throw the pul vs of the 
following, each of the measure of 4 tolas, into the vessel, 
vh , the flowers of Mesua ferrea^ the tubers of Cy penis ro- 
tunduSy red sandal wood, the three acrids, the kernel of 
er^blic inyrobalans, the kernel of the fruits of Buchanania 
latifolia^ the bark of Cinnamomum Zey!anicHViy the leaves 
of Cinnamomum Tama/ay cardamom seeds, cumin seeds, 
the seeds of Nigeila sativa^ the fruiLs of Trapa bispinosay 
bambu manna, nutmeg fruits, nutmeg flowers, cloves, 
coriander seeds, ‘Kankli’, Vanda Roxbnrghiiy Tabermemon- 
artana coronaria, Pavonia odorata, the roots of Andropogon 
muricatum ^ Verbesina calendulaaa^ and Phy salts flcxuosa. 
Stir the contents repeatedly with a ladle, and when the 
boiling is complete, take down the vessel from the fire. 
The product should be kept in an earthen ves.sel that 
has soaked a sufficient quantity of ghee. The measure 
of a dose is 2 tolas. If taken continuously every morn 
ing it cures '^ula’ pains, sour bile, and diverse other, 
ailments. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Amalaki-khanda’ 
are as follow : take 50 palas ( six and 

Amalaki khanda. one- fourth seers ) of the boiled kernel, 

whose juice has been pressed out through a cloth, of the 
fruits of Cucurbita Pepo^ and 50 palas of sugar ; mix them 
properly, and strain the liquid out through a piece of clean 
cloth. Boil the fried product in the liquid thus obtained. 
While the boiling is going on, the contents should be repeat- 
edly stirred with a ladle. After the boiling is over, throw 
the following into the vessel, viz,, 2 palas of the pulv of 
the fruits of Piper longum, the same measure of the pulv of 
cumin seeds, the same measure of the pulv of dry ginger,

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of each of the following, viz., Finns Webbiana, coriander seeds, 
bark of Cinnamoiniim Zeylanicum^ the leaves of Cinnamo- 
mum Tarnala. cardamom seeds, the flowers of Mesita 
feitea, and the tubers of Cyperus rotundns.

The ingredients of ‘Narikela-khanda’ are as follow : 

take a quantity of the kernel of ripe

Tinos/fora cordifoHa the roots of Baliospernium nioutanutn^ 
Convolvulus Turpeihuui, the roots of Pluiuba^^o Zeylcimca, 
and the three acrids, the measure of each being 2 tolas ; also 
4 palas of iron pyrites corrected by means of cow’s iinne^ 
or the same measure of the ashes of the slips which rum 
off from iron when it is struck in a red mot state ; i 
pala of the pulv of black mica ; one and a half tola of mer- 
cury obtained from cinnabar and corrected by means of the 
juice of Hydrocotylc Asiatica, and corrected sulphur 2 \olas. 
At first the mercury and the sulphur should be made into a 
•kajjali'. The other drugs are then to be added and mixed 
with it. The mixed product should then be pounded with 
ghee and honey, and then pills should be made. The pills 
should be kept in an earthen vessel that has soaked a suffi- 
cient quai>tity of ghee. The measure of a dose is 2 or 3 
mashis at the outset, the vehicle being cow’s milk or cold 
water. This medicine cures Tarinama’ and other varieties 
of ‘cula/ phthisis, sour bile, ‘Grahani disease’, and other ail- 
ments. It is regarded as the best medicine for ‘Parinama 
cula.* The measure of the dose should be gradually in- 
creased. , 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Culagaja-kecari*

'kajjali,* pouixl the ‘kajiali’ with the expressed juice of 
that variety of Citrus acida which is called 'Gonra*. Thus 
pounded, it should then be laved upon the inner surface of a 
copper vessel consisting of two halves, the hollow of the ves- 
sel being not larger than the measure of the ‘kajjali’ when 
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rolled in the from of a ball. Take an earthen jar ; put some 
‘Saindhjiva’ salt into it : place the copper vessel containing 
the ‘kajjali’ upon the salt ; put some more salt over it ; and 
then cover the mouth of the jar. The jar should next be 
roasted in the apparatus called ‘Gajapiita.’ The mouth of

roots, the measure of each being 5 palas boiled in 55 seers 
of water down to thirteen seers and three poas ^ the d^coc- 
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tion of 8 seers of barley boiled in 64 seers of water down to 
16 seers ; milk 16 seers ; and the paste of dry ginger, cumin 
seeds, the seeds of Ptychotis Ajowan^ coriander seeds, the 
fruits of Piper lofigum, Aerous Calamus, Saindhava’ salt, 
and the leaves of the jujube tree, the measure of each being 
2 palas. All these are duly cooked together. This oil is 
rubbed on the body. It cures ^cula^ pains, vomiting, loss of 
appetite, asthma, cough, disgust for food, fever, abdominal 
tumours, and enlargement of the spleen.

fruits of Piper longum 4 tolas. All these are mixed together. 
The measure of a dose is half a tola, and the time for taking 
it is before meals, the vehicle being honey. This pulv 
removes constipation of the wind, and softens the stools. 

The ingredients of ‘Gudishtaka’ are the three acrids, the 
roots of Piper longum. Convolvulus 
Turpethum, Baliospermum montanum^ 
and the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica, Equal measures of 
these are taken and mixed with treacle equal to their united 
measure. The measure of a dose is half a tola, the vehicle 
being water. The time for taking it is the morning. This 
medicine cures constipated wind, abdominal tumours, en- 
largement of the spleen, dropsical swellings, chlorosis, and 
other diseases It imparts strength, improves the complex- 
ion, and enkindles the digestive fire.

The ingredients of ‘Vaidyaiatha Bati^ afe chebulic 
myrobalans, the three acrids, and mer- 
cury, the measure of each being i part ; 

These 
are pounded together with the expressed juice of Hydro- 
cotya Asiatica and that of Oxnlis corniculata. Pills are 
made of the size of i rati' each. This is one of the best 
medicines for curing constipated wind, abdominal dropsy, 
abdominal tumours chlorosis, intestinal worms, leucoderma, 
and itching sensation of the body. 

The ingredients of ‘Vrihat Ichcchabhedi Rasa’ are equal 
measures of mercury, sulphur, borax 
black pepper, and Convolvulus Tutpeth- 
urn, Aconitnm hettrophylluin is added of twice the measure 
of mercury ; also the seeds of Croton Tiglium of 9 times 
the measure of mercury. These are all pounded together 
with the expressed juice of the leaves of Calatropis gigantea. 
The pounded product is then cooked on a mild fire made ot 
dried cowdung collected from the fields. Pills are then made 
of the measure of one rati One pill is taken at a time, 
the vehicle being cold water. This medicine purges one till 
one drinks hot water ; that is, when one drinks hot water, 
the purging ceases. For regimen one should take curds and 
boiled rice. This medicine cu/es mucus, abdominal dropsy, 
abdominal tumours, loss of appetite, and excited phlegm. 

The ingredients of ‘Naracha Rasa' are mercury i part, 
sulphur I part, black pepper i part, 
fried borax 2 parts, the fruits of Piper 
Ionium 2 parts, dry ginger 2 parts, and the seeds of Danti 
{Croton polyandmm ), divested of husk equal, to the united 
measure of the previously named drugs. All these are 
pounded for 3 days in the exudation of Euphorbia neriifolia. 


‘NdrAcha Rasa.* 
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The pounded product is inserted within the hollow of a (ripe) 
cocoanut which is roasted in a strong fire. When the roasting 
is complete, the compound is taken out and pills are made. 
A plaster is made with one pill by rubbing it with water. 
This plaster is applied on the navel, and its scent also is 
taken. Thus applied, the plaster causes purging. The 
scent also of the medicine has the same effect. 


The ingredients of the medicine called *Cushka Mulakd-

This medicine cures abdominal tumours, 
abdominal dropsy, indigestion, and cholera. 

The ingredients of ‘Vachadi Churna’ are Accorus C alamus^ 
chebulic myrobalans, assafcetida, ‘Sain- 
dhava’ salt, Rumex Vesicarius^ the 
ashes of green barley shoots, and the seeds of Ptychotis 
Ajowau, in equal measures. Reduce these to pulvs and mix 
them together. The measure of a dose is half a tola, the 
vehicle being hot water. This medicine cures abdominal 
dropsy. It enkindles the digestive hre, and allays 
pain. 

The ingredients of 'Lavangddi Churna’ are cloves, the 
roots of Croton polyandrum, the roots

• product should then be mixed with the pulvs of the three 
acrids, the three myrobalans, the seeds of Ptychotis Ajoivau, 
cumin seeds, and the roots of Plumbago Zeylanica, The 
measure of the pulvs should be equal, while that of the burnt 
product should be equal to that of their united quantity. 
The measure of a dos.' is 4 annas, or half a tola. In abdomi- 
nal tumours characterised by predominance of wind, this 
medicine is to be taken with hot water ; in those character- 
ised by predominance of bile, it .should be taken with ghee • in 
those characterised by predominance of phlegm, it should be 
taken with cow’s urine.

Equal measures are taken of 
these and pounded for one day in the expressed juice of 
Plumbago Zeylanica, The pounded product is macerated, 
for seven days, in the expressed juice of Heliotropium Indi- 
cum.

The vehicle is hot water. This medicine cures all varieties 
of chest-di.seases, rheumatism of the cardiac region, and all 
ailments of the lungs.

ed juice of Solatium nigrum. Pills arc then made of the mea- 
sure of I rati each. The vehicle with which it is administered 
is the juice or decoction of o{ Pentaptera Arjuna, 

This medicine cures all kinds of chest-diseases. 

The ingredients of ‘Vi^we^wara Rasa’ are gold, mica, 
iron, tin, mercury, sulphur, and Wai- 
kranti’. Equal measures are taken of 
these and macerated in camphor-water. Pills are then made 
of the measure of i rati each. Administered with proper 
vehicles, this medicine cures diverse kinds of chest-di.sease 
as also ailments of the lungs. 

The. ingredients of the medicine called 'Panchanana Ra.sa’

The contents should then be pounded 
with treacle and pills made of the measure of 2 ratis each.

When 
the pounded product becomes dry. it is kept within an ear- 
then jar with its mouth shut. Take a larger earthen pot and 
fill it partially with water.

The ghee thus prepared alleviates 
diabetes.

Pills are then made of the measure of 
I masha. The vehicle is honey of the measure of i ajina 
and the pulv of the seeds of Ficus glomerata. This medi- 
cine cures diabetes. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Hemandtha 
Rasa’ are mercury, sulphur, gold, and 
that variety of iron pyrites which is 
called 'Svarnaindkshika*, the measure of each being i tola; 
also < iron, camphor, coral, and tin, the measure of each bein^^

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half a tola ; these are macerated seven times in the decoction 
of opium, the expressed juice of plantain flowers and that 
of the fruit of Ficus glomerata. Pills are made of the 
measure of 3 ratis each. Taken with proper vehicles, this 
medicine alleviates diabetes. It is beneficial also in gonor- 
rhcEa, waste of ‘dhitus’, asthmjf. and cough. 

The ingredients of the medicine called 'Gaganidi Iron’ 
are mica, the three myrobalans, iron, 
Gaganidi lion. Aplotaxis auriculatn, the three acrids, 

mercury, sulphur, aconite, fried borax, carbonate of soda, 
bark of Cinnamomum Zeylanuum^ cardamom seeds, the leaves 
of Cinnamemtm Tantala, tin, cumin seed.s, and the seeds 
of Nigtllo sativa. All these are reduced to pulv. With 
the pulv thus obtained should be mixed the pulv of Plum- 
bttgo Zeylanica of half the measure.

fruit of Feronia elephautum, Pavmia odorata, Finns longh 
folia^ Nardostackys Jatamanst, the roots of Mmu sapitu- 
turn, and the roots of Nymphaa stellata, of the united mea* 
sure of I seer. *Boil alt these together, and strain ouP the

seeds. Cloves, chebulic myrubalans, emblic myrobalans, 
belleric myrobalans, the kernel of the fruit of Feronia 
elephantum, lotus roots, the roots of Scirpus JCysodr^ the 
roots of Nymphasm stellata^ the roots of Trapa dispinoso, 
and all those trees which are included within the group 
called *Nyagrodh 4 di* ( /. Fiafs Indicus, Ficus religiosa^ 
Ficus giomerata, 6 rc. ), the measure of each being 2 tolas. 
All these are boiled together. The measure of a dose is 
from half a tola to i tola. This ghee cures all diseases con- 
nected with the urine, as also gonorrheea, calculus, strangury, 
and retention of urine.

seer, sugar eight seers and three quarters, honey 4 seers and 
6 Cchataks, ghee 2 seers and 3 Cchataks, and the pulv of Con- 
volvulus paniculatus 2 seers. All these are kept within 
an earthen vessel that has soaked a sufficient measure of 
ghee. The measure of a dose is 4 tolas. This medicine 
should be taken for a month. It cures all the eighteen varie- 
ties of leprosy, the 8 varieties of abdominal disease, fistula- 
in-ano, strangury, sciatica, maligi ant jaundice, waste or con- 
sumption, the five varieties of cough, the eighty varieties of 
wind-born ( nervous ) disease, the fort}’ kinds of bile-born 
disease, the twenty kinds of phlegm-born disease, diseases 
born of all the three faults excited together, piles, and many 
other diseases. This medicine alleviates the effects of age, 
and baldness. It increases strength and energy, and enhan- 
ces virile power. 

The ingredients of 'Chandrodaya Makaradhwaja^ 
‘Chandrodaya Makara are iiutmeg fruit, cloves, camphor, 
dkvvaja.’ aud black pepper, the measure of each

8 palas. These are pounded together 
till they become thoroughly mixed. Add 16 palas of sul- 
phur, and make a ‘kajjali*. This 'kajjali* is macerated in 
the juice of the flowers of the red cotton plant, and that of 
Aloe ludica, and then pounded till it becomes dry. The 
pounded product is kept within a glass bottle having a flat 
bottom.

Pills are made of the size of half barley- 
corns. The patient’s regimen, while taking this medicine, 
should be milk and boiled rice. Salt and water are inter- 
dicted. This medicine cures even violent varieties of inflam- 
mation, loss of appetite, violent form of 'Grahani^ disease, 
old intermittent fever, old or mature fever, and other dis- 
eases. 

The ingredients of ‘Dugdha Bati’ are Aconitum hctero- 
phyllum 12 ratis, iron 5 ratis, and mica 
60 ratis. These are pounded together 
with milk. Pills are then made of the measure of 2 ratis each. 
The vehicle is milk, and the patient’s regimen should con- 
sist of only milk and boiled rice. This medicine cures in- 
flammation, chlorosis, ^Grahani’ disease, loss of appetite, 
and old intermittent fever. Till cure the patient should 
avoid salt and water. 

There is another variety of ‘Dngdha Bati' whose ingre- 
dients are Aconitum heterophyllum^ the

Equal measures of these are taken and

The ingredients of ‘Takra Bati’ are mercury i mdsha^, 
sulphur I miisha, aconite 2 miishas, 
copper 4 mashas the pulv of the fruit 
of Piper longum i tola, and iron pyrites i tola. All these 
are pounded together and then macerated for 7 days in the 
decoction of the seeds of Nigella sativa. Pills are then 
made of the measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle is whey. 
This medicine cures inflammation, ‘Grahani’ disease, loss of 
appetite, and chlorosis. Salt and water are interdicted. 

The ingredients of ^Kshira Bati* are cinnabar 2 tolas, and 
cloves, opium, aconite, nutmeg fruit, 
and the seeds of Datura fastuosa, each 
of the measure of i tola. All these are pour4ded in the ex- 
pressed juice of the leaves of Cannabis hidica and pills are 
then made of the size of the seeds of Phaseolus Mungo. The 
vehicle, when administered in inflammation, is milk. In ^Gra- 
hani* disease, it is the decoction of ’the leaves of Cannabis 
Indica. If the patient feels inordinate thirst, he may drink 
cocoanut water. This medicine cures inflammation,* ‘Graha- 
ni’ disease, diarrhoea, and old or mature fevers. 

The ingredients of 'Chitrakadya Ghrita* are ghee 4 
seers, the»paste of the roots of Plumba^ 
go Zeylanica^ coriander seeds, the seeds 
of Ptychotis Ajowan^ Cissampelos hernandifolia^ cumin seeds, 
the three acrids, Rumex vesicarius, dried pieces of the raw 
fruit of ^gle Marmelos^ the husk of pomegranate fruits, 
the ashes of green barley shoots, the roots of Piper longum 
and Piper Chaba, the measure of each being 2 tolas.

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Piper Chaha, Acorns Calamus^ the roots of Croton polyan- 
drnm^ Convolvulus Tnrpetknm, the tubers of Cyperus rotun- 
dns, ‘Cilajatu’, iron, galena, the seeds of Melia Azadirachta, 
the leaves of Trichosanthes diotca^ and {he seeds of Lett- 
somia nervosa^ the measure of each being 2 tolas.

E(|ual measures of these 
are taken and pounded with the decoction of chebulic myro- 
balans. Pills are made of the measure of i mdshd each. 
The vehicle is water or the infusion of chebulic myrobalans.

The 
measure of a dose is from half a tola to 2 tolas, the vehicle 
being hot milk. This oil alleviates hernia. The regimen 
of the patient should be milk and boiled rice.

each being half a tola ; add the exudation of Balsamoden- 
dron Mukul equal to the united measure of the pulvs of the 
drugs named, All these are pounded together. The mea- 
sure of a dose is half a tola. This medicine cures broncho- 
cele, goitre, indigestion, tumours, abdominal tumours, abs- 
cesses, leucoderma, fistula-in-ano, and other diseases. The 
vehicle is the lukewarm decoction of Sphoeianthus hirtus, 
or that of Acacia Catechu, or that of chcbulic myrobalans, 
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The ingredients of ‘Gandhidi Lepa* are sulphur, realgar, 

dry ginger, and the ashes of lead.

Equal measures are taken of the pulvs 
of these, and mixed with the blood of the chameleon. Plast- 
ers of this compound speedily cure fleshy tumours. 

Tumours are cured in seven days if the exudation 
of Ficus Indica^ Aplotaxis auriculata and ‘Pangsu' salt 
are applied over them as plasters and if the plasters are 
bandaged with the leaves of Ficus Indica. 

All varieties of pimples and tumours may be cured by 
first laving them with the expressed juice of the leaves of 
Basella rubra and then wrapping them with the leaves of 
the same. 

Fatty tumours may be cured by applying over them plas- 
ters made of the following, viz., Curcuma longa, Symplocos 
racemosa, red sandal wood, domestic soot, and realgar, 
pounded in equal measures with honey. The same treat- 
ment should be adopted in the case of open bleeding cancers. 
Plasters should be applied over tumours, made of beans, dry 
paste of mustard seeds, the seeds of Dolichos biflofus^ and 
a large measure of animal flesh, pounded together with curds. 
The plaster should be kept long. When it is seen that worms 
have been generated in it and flies are breeding in it, 
and that a portion of the tumour has been eaten away by 
them, the plaster should then be washed off, and the 
remaining portion of the tumour should be removed by 
surgical operation and its base cauterised by fire. The 
cauterised base should be covered with a thin leaf of 
lead, or copper, or iron. Alkaline ashes, fire, and surgical 
operation, should be resorted to for completely removing 
the growth. The strength of the patient should be examined 
before surgical operation is resorted to. 
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The ingredients of 'Amritadya Oil’ are 4 seers of sesame 
oil, the paste, measuring i seer, of the

This oil, snuffed, 
cures goitre. 

The ingredients of ^Nirgundi Oil’ are 4 seers of sesame 
oil, 16 seers of the expressed juice of 
Vitex Negundo^ and the paste, measur- 
ing I seer, of the roots of Gloriosa superba. All these are 
duly boiled together. This oil, snuffed, cures bron- 
chocele. 

The ingredients of 'Gunjddya Oil’ are the paste of the 
following, viz., the roots of Abrus pre- 
catorius, those of Nirium odoruin^ the 
seeds of Letisomia nervosa, the milk of Calatropis gigtmtea, 
and mustard seeds ; sesame oil, and cow’s urine of 4 times the 
measure of the oil, are added. All these are boiled together. 
The boiling is repeated 10 times, the same ingredients, viz,, 
the paste of the drugs mentioned, and cow’s urine, being 
added each time. When the boiling operations are over, 
the pul vs of the following are added, viz., the fruit of Piper 
longuvi^ the five salts, and black pepper, This oil, rubbed 
over, cures tumours, abscesses, sinus, and other ail- 
ments. 

The ingredients of Thandanddi Oil’ are 4 seers of sesame 
oil, the paste, measuring i seer, of the 
following, viz , red sandal wood, chebu- 
lic myrobalans, lac, Acorns Calamus, and Picrorrhiza 
Knrroa, and 16 seers of water. All these are duly boiled 
together, The measure of a dose is half. This oil, drunk, 
cures enlarged glands of the neck.

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The ingredients of 'Cdkhotaka OiF are sesame oil, and 
the decoction, as also the paste, of the 
bark of Trophis aspera. All these are 
boiled together. This oil, used as snuff, cures bronchocele. 

The ingredients of ‘Vyoshddi Oil* are 4 seers of sesame 
oil, the paste, of the united measure of 
I seer, of the following, m., the three 
acrids, Embelia Ribes, liquorice, 'Saindhava' salt, and 
Finns deodara ; and water 16 seers. All these are duly 
boiled together. Used as snuff, this oil cures even diffi- 
cult cases of enlargement of the glands of the 
neck.

CHAPTER LIV. 

ELEPHANTIASIS. 

The ingredients of 'Madanidi Lepa’ are the fruit of 
^ . Randia dumetofum, the indigo plant, 

and sea-salt These are pounded to- 
gether with cheese obtained from buffalo milk, and applied 
as a plaster. Even elephantiasis accompanied with a burn- 
ing sensation is speedily conquered by it. 

The ingredients of *Karnddi Churna’ arc the fruit of 

•KarnidiChurna.' Piper hngum, Acotus Calamus, Pirns 
deodara^ Boerhavia diffusa^ and the 
bark of ^gle Marmelos, Equal measures of these are 
taken. The seeds are added of Lettsomia nervosa, equal 
to the united measure of the foregoing. All these are 
reduced to pulv. The measure of a dose is 3 ratis, the 
vehicle being 'Kdnji\ This medicine cures elephan* 
tiasis

The ingredients of Tippalyadi Churna’ are the fruit of 
Piper longuin, the three myrobalans, 
Finns deodara, dry ginger, and Boer- 
hnvia diffusa^ the measure of each being 2 palas, and tho 
seeds of Lettsomia nervosa of the measure of 14 palas. All 
these are reduced to pulv. The measure of a dose is half 
a tola. This medicine cures elephantiasis of the legs, rneum- 
atism, and loss of appetite. 

The ingredients of ‘Vriddhadarakadi Churna' are the 
three acrids, the three myrobalans, 
Piper Chaba, Berheris Asiaiica, the 
bark of Capparis trifoliata, Tribulus 
lantiginosus, Sphceranthus hirtns^ and Tinospora cor difolia. 
Equal measures of these are taken and reduced to pulv. 
To it is added the pulv of the seeds of Lettsomu: nervosa,^ 
equal to the united measure of the pulv of the foregoing. 
The measure of a dose is half a tola, the vehicle being ‘Kanji’ 
This medicine cures elephantiasis of the legs, obesity, 
urticaria, leucoderma, abdominal tumours, vitiation of the 
wind, and fever born of excited wind and phlegm. 

The ingredients of 'Krishnadi Modaka' are 2 tolas of the 
pulv of the fruit of Piper iongum, 4 
tolas of the pulv of the roots of Plnm^ 
bago Zeylanica^ 8 tolas of the pulv of the roots of Croton 
polyandrum, 20 chebulic myrobalans, and 16 tolas of old tre* 
acle. All these are mixed together, adding some honey. 
Boluses are then made. Half a tola is the measure of a 
dose. This medicine alleviates elephantiasis of the legs, 
and some other ailments. 

The ingredients of ’Nitydnanda Rasa’ are mercury ob- 
tained fronj cinnabar, sulphur, copper, 
white brass, tin, yellow orpiment, sul-

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phate of copper, the ashes of conch-shells,^ the three acrids, 
the three myrobalans, iron, Enibilia Ribis^ the five salts, 
Piper Chaba, the roots of Piper longutn^ the black aromatic 
stalks called *Habusha\ Acorns Calamus, Curcuma Zeruffu 
bet, Cissampelos hemandifolia, Pinus deodara, cardamom 
seeds, Lettsoviia nervosa^ Convolvulus Turpethum, the roots 
of Plumbago Zeylanica, and the roots of Croton polyandrum. 
Equal measures of these are taken and pounded together 
with the decoction of chebulic myrobalans. Pills are made 
of the measure of lO ratis each. The vehicle is cold water, 


or, the infusion of chebulic myrobalans. This medicine cuies 
elephantiasis of the legs, all kinds of abnormal increase 
or growth of limbs, leprosy, intestinal worms, piles, loss of 
appetite, and almost all varieties of ailments born of excited 
wind and phlegm. 

The ingredients of ‘Cleepaddri^ are the root-bark of 
Melia Azadirackta, and the exudation 
CleepadAri. Acacia Catccku. These are pounded 

together. The measure of a dose is i tola, and the vehicle 
is cow’s urine and honey. This medicine cures elephant- 
iasis of the legs. 

The ingredients of ‘Cleepada Gajakecari^ are the three 
Acrids, aconite, the seeds of Ptychotis

Ajowan, mercury, sulphur, the roots of 

Plumbago Zeylanica, realgar, borax, and the seeds of 

Croton Tiglium. Equal measures of these are pounded 

together with the expressed juice of Verbesina Calen- 

dulacea, Tribulus lanuginosus, Citrus acida of the 

variety called 'J^n^bira’, and raw ginger. Pills are made 

of the measure of 2 ratis each. The vehicle is hot water.

All these 
are pounded together and pills are made of the mea- 
sure of I mdshd each. Taken with honey as the vehicle, 
this medicine cures fistula-in ano, diverse kinds of malig- 
nant boils, boils on the soles of the feet and the palms 
of the hand, foetid discharges from the ear, and head- 
diseases. 
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The rngredreiTts of Chitravibhindaka Rasa* are as fol- 
low : 2 tolas of mercury and 4 tolas 
of sulphur are pounded together for 3 
days with the expressed juice of Aloe Ind'ua and a ‘Kajjali* 
IS made. Take a corrected leaf of copper weighing 6 tolas. 
Lave the ^Kajjjali* over it Take an earthen vessel and 
fill a portion of it with the ashes of cowdung cakes. Place 
the laved copper leaf over those ashes. Cover the plate with 
a piece of a broken vessel of earth. Cover the laved copper 
plate ( thus protected ) with an additional measure of the 
ashes of cowdung cakes. Cover the vessel then with an ear* 
then dish, luting the joining line with clay, and plaoft it on 
a strong fire for 6 hours. When the contents of the 
vessel become cool, the copper plate should be taken ou^ 
and reduced to pulv and then pounded with the expressed 
juice of Citrus acida of the variety called 'Jambira.^ 
The pounded product should then be placed within a cruci- 
ble and roasted in the apparatus called 'Gujaputa*. The 
process of roasting should be repeated 7 timcs^ The mea- 
sure of a dose is i rati, the vehicle being and honey. 
After taking the medicine, one should take a small measure 
of Curculigo orchioides and garlics pounded into a paste 
with ‘kdnji*. While taking the medicine, one should abstain 
from sleep at day time, sexual congress, and all kinds of colid 
food and drink. The reginoen should consist of food and 
drink that are sweet. 

The ingredients of ^Bhagandarabara Rasa^ areas follow: 

take mercury one part and corrected 
Bhagandaraharahisa. j parts ; pound thcSC for 3 days 

in the expressed juice of Ahe Jftdka. Add copper and iron 
equal to the measure of the forgoing. Keeping the com- 
pound within a vessel partially filled with ashes, apply hetat 
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•Vishyandana Ofl.* 


to it for 6 hours. Takin^j out the roasted compound^ 
macerate it 7 times in the expressed juice of Citrus 
acida of the variety called ‘Kag^ji’. It should therk 
be roasted again in the apparatus called Tutapjika’. The 
process of making the medicine is then complete. The 
measure of a dose is 1 rati. This medicine cures 
fistula-inano. 

The ingredients of ‘Vishyandana Oir are sesame oil 4 
seers» water 16 seers, and the paste of 
the following, viz.^ the roots of Plum- 
ifigo Zeylanica of the red variety, the roots of Calatropis 
gigfiiiten, the roots of Convolvulus Tnrpetkum^ Cissampelos^ 
htmandifoliu. Ficus hispida ( syn. Ficus oppositifolia ), the 
roots of Nerium odorum. Euphorbia uerii folia. Acorns Caia- 
mus^ Gloriosa superba, yellow orpiment, carbonate of soda, 
and Cardiospermnm Halicacabum, of the united measure of 
1 seer. All the.se are duly boiled together. This -medicine 
cures fistula-in ano. It cures also boils and sores. It ioa^ 
proves the complexion. 


CHAPTER LVII. 

SYPHILIS. 

The ingredients of 'Varidi Gtiggulu* are as follow r take 
equal measures of the pulv of the foU 
•Varldi Giggvl*. lowing, vis., the three myrobalans, the 

bark of Melia Asadirashta^ Pontapt&a Arjnua, Ficus religi^ 
osa, Acacia Catechu, Terminmlia tomeniosa ( syn. Pentaptera 
tomentosa ), and JustUia Adhatoda, Add the exudation of 
Balsamodindfon Mukul equal to the united measure of the 
-qjjiilvs. Mix these together. The measure of a dose is half 
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a tola. This medicine cures syphilis^ vitiation of blood, and 
malignant boils. 

The ingredients of ‘Rasagekhara* are as follow : 2 ratis 
of mercury and 12 ratis of opium are 
pounded together with the expre.ssed 
juice of the leaves of Ociinum sanctum^ in an iron vessel with 
a pestle made of a branch of Melia Azadirachta. Adding 
2 ratis of cinnabar to the pounded product, it should again 
be pounded with the expressed juice of the leaves of Octmnm 
sanctum. After this, 32 ratis of each of the following, 
nutmeg flower, nutmeg fruit, the seeds of Hyoscyamus niger^ 
and Anacyclus pyrethrum, and 64 ratis of the exudation of 
Acacia Catechu, are added, and the pounded product is once 
more pounded with the expressed juice of the leaves of 
Ocimum sanctum. Pills are then made of the size of chick- 
peas. One pill should be taken every evening. This medi- 
cine cures syphilis, tubercular leprosy, malignant boils, and 
all varieties of abscesses and boils. 

The ingredients of ‘Karanjddya Ghrita^ ghee 4 seers, 
the decoction of the seeds of Ponga* 
mia glabra o{ Melia Azadi- 
rachta, the bark of Pentaptera Arjuna, the bark of Shorea 
robusta, Ficus Indica, Ficus glomerata. Ficus religiosa. Ficus 
infectoria, and the bark of Calamus rotang, of the united 
measure of 8 seers, boiled in 64 seers of water down to 16 
seers j and the paste, measuring i seer, of those drugs 
whose decoction is taken. The ghee, the decoction, and 
the paste are duly boiled together. If this medicated 
ghee be applied over syphilitic sores, burning pain is 
alleviated. Suppuration also is checked, as also the discharge 
of pus and foetid matter. The redness of the part is 
removed.

LKPROSY AND LKUCODEHMA. 

The word ‘Kushtha^ is frequently rendered as ‘Leprosy’. 
This rendering, however, is inaccurate. ‘Vaturakta’ is lep- 
rosy by which, of course tubercular leprosy is meant. ‘Kush- 
tha’ implies diverse kinds of skin-diseases. ‘Cwitra’ is ren- 
dered as white leprosy. In reality, that which is calld white 
leprosy is no leprosy at all, but only leucoderma. The 
words ‘Kiishtha’ and ‘Cwitra’, therefore, should be unders- 
tood as implying skin-diseases. In Ayurvedic works, 
these diseases are taken as nearly allied to tuber cular 
leprosy. 

The ingredients of‘Manjishthadi P^ichana’ are the follow- 
ing, vh , Rtibia Mutijista^ Serratvla 
authelmintica^ the seeds of Zassia 
Toray the bark of Melia AvMdirachta^ chebulic myrobalans, 
Curcuma longa, the fruit of Phyllanthus EmbliciXy the lea- 
ves of fusticia Adhatoda^ Asparagus ratemosuSy ^ida cordi- 
folia^ Sida alba^ liquorice, the seeds of RnelUa longifolia, 
the leaves and stem of Trichosanthes dioica^ the roots of 
Andropogori ffinricatuniy Tinospora cordifoiiay and red sandal 
wood. The decoction of these is taken. This deCoction 
cures skin-diseases, and is beneficial also in tubercular lep 
rosy. It cures itches also. 

The ingredients of ‘Amritadi’ are Tittospora cordifoiiay 
the roots, of Ricinus communis ^ the 
bark of fusticia Adhatodtiy Serratulu 
anthelmintica, and chebulic .-'lyrobalans. The decoction of 
these cures skin-diseases and tubercular leprosy. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ‘Panchakashdya*

When the boiling is over, 
sugar obtained from Tinospora cordifolia, and the pulv of 
dry ginger, the measure of each being 16 tolas, are thrown 
into the vessel. This medicine cures all the sixteen varieties

The de- 
coction is strained out, and while lukewarm, the boiled exu- 
dation of Balsamodendron Mukul is dissolved in it and boil- 
ed with the ghee, and the paste of the following, viz., Cis- 
sampelos kumandijolia, Embellia Rihes, Finns deodara, Pa- 
thos officinalis, the ashes of green barley shoots, carbonate 
of soda, dry ginger. Curcuma longa, dill seeds, Ptper Chaba, 
Aplo taxis anriculata, Cardiospermum Halicacabuin, black 
pepper, the seeds of Holarrhena antidysenterica, cumin 
seeds, the routs of Plumbago Zeylanica, Picrorrhizza Kur- 
rca, the seeds of Semecarpus Anacardium^ Acorus Calamus 
the roots of Piper longum, Rubia Munjista, Aconitum hetero- 
phyllum, the three myrobalans, and the sseds of Cnidium 
dijffustm, the measure of each being 2 tolas.

tubers, of Cyperus rotundus, ‘Saindhava’ salt, and the 
seeds of Ptychotis Ajowan, the measure of each being i pala ; 
also the bark of Qinnamomum Zeylanica the leaves of Cin- 
namomum Tamala, cardamomum seeds, and the flowers of 
Mesua ferrea, the measure of each being 2 tolas ; also 4 palas 
of sulphur. The mixed product should be kept in an earthen 
vessel which has soaked a sufHcient quantity of ghee This 
medicine cures all varieties of skin-diseases classed undite 
leprosy, tubercular leprosy, flatulence of the stomach, ab- 
scesses and boils, intestinal worms, the six varieties of piles, 
fistula-in-ano, chlorosis, cough, asthma, violent form of urti- 
caria, and diverse other ailments. The vehicle is the ex- 
pressed juice of Tinospora cordifolh or milk, and the regi- 
men should consist of hot rice. 
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The ingredients of the medicine called ^Amrit^nkura 
Lauha* are i pala of mercury, and i

pala of sulphur. These are pounded 
into a ‘Kajjali’ which is kept in a stone vessel. Pressing 
the KajjalP with a heated leaf of copper, it should be made 
into a ‘parppati.' This ^parppalP and 16 tolas of borax 
should be placed within a curcible and duly roasted. When 
the sulphur is burnt out, the crucible should be broken and 
its contents taken out. These should then be boiled with 
iron, copper, the exudation of Semecarpus knacardinm^ mica, 
and the exudation of Balsamodendron Mukul, the measure 
of each being i pala^ in 4 seers of the decoction of the three 
myrobalans. After the boiling is over, 4 tolas of the pulv 
of Chebulic myrobalans, 4 tolas of the pulv of belleric my- 
robalans, and 13 tolas of the pulv of emblic myrobalans, 
should be thrown into the vessel. The measure of a dose 
should at first be I rati. It should then be gradually increas- 
ed. This medicine cures all those skin diseases which are 
classed Under leprosy, tubercular leprosy, urticaria, chloros- 
is, gonorrhoea, intestinal worms, swellings, '9ula’ pains, cal- 
culi, consumption, asthma, piles, nervous diseases, and other 
ailments. It increases the digestive fire, strength, energy, 
the semen, and one’s period of life. This medicine is taken 
by pounding it with ghee and honey, and then mixing it with 
the water of cocoanuts or with milk. In preparing this 
medicine, iron vessels and iron rods should be used. 

The ingredients of the medicine called ^Tdlakecwara' 
are as follow : take 2 mishds of yellowi

orpiment and macerate it successively 
in the water of Qucurbita Pepo, the infusion of the three my- 
robalans, sesame oil, the expressed juice of hloe Indica, and 
*Kinji/ Take 2 mdshds of sulpur and i mdshi of mercury 
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and pound the two into a ‘Kajjali’. Mix the 'Kajjali’ with 
the macerated orpiment. Macerate the compound succes- 
sively in goat’s milk, the expressed juice of Citrus acida, and 
that of Aloe Indica, each process of maceration lasting 
for 3 days. The compound, thu^ macerated, should then be 
divided into, small flat pieces. When dried, those pieces 
should be kept in an earthen vessel, covered with the ashes 
of Butea frondosa^ and heated on a fire for 36 hours. When 
cooled, it should be taken out. The measure of a dose is 2 
ratis. Administered with proper vehicle, this medicine 
cures all those skin-diseases which are classed under leprosy, 
tubercular leprosy, malignant boils, sinus, and other ail- 
ments. 


The ingredients of the medicine called 'Maha Talakec- 
wara’ are as follow : take a measure of 
Mah^ Taiakccwara. orpiment of the variety called 

'vansapatra’, and reduce it to pulv. Macerate the pulv for 
three days in the water of Queurbita Pepo, and then for 3 
days in the expressed juice of Aloe Indica. It should then 
be pounded with ‘Kanji’ and sour curds, and dried. The 
pounded product should again be pounded with water and 
the expressed juice of Boerhavia diffusa for 3 days when it 
will assume the form of chalk. It should then be placed 
within an earthen vessel, coveced with the ashes of Butea 
ftondosa. The mouth of the vessel should be covered with 
an earthen dish and the joining line luted with clay. The 
vessel should be placed on fire for 96 hours. Taking out the 
orpiment, it should be mixed with copper in the proportion 
of I part to 2 parts and roasted in the apparatus called 
‘Valuka-Yantra’. This medicine cures all varieties of skin- 


diseases classed under leprosy, tubercular leprosy, malignant 
boils, and all faults of the skin.

This medicine cures tubercular 
Iepro.sy even when it has reached that stage in which’cracks 
appear and the limbs begin to fall away, as also ringworm, 
eczema, and diverse other diseases. 

The ingredients of the medicine called Pjiribhadra Rasa^ 
era sulphur, the fruit of Phyllanthus 
hviblica^ and the fruit of Mclia Ai^adi- 
rachia. These are pounded for I day in the decoction of the 
exudation of Acacia Catechu. The measure of a dose is 4 
mashas. This medicine cures ringworm, and all those skin- 
diseases which are classed under leprosy. 

The ingredients of ‘Kushthari Ra.sa’ are the pulv of the 
fruit of Ficus glomeraia of the variety 
called ‘Kathci,’ Siphonanthus Indica^ 
the leaves of the three varieties of ‘Bala’ ( vh.^ Pita-BaU or 
that of the yellow variety, ^weta-Bala or that of the white 
variety, and Naga-Bala or that called Sida spinosa ). These 
are reduced to pulv, and mixing the pulv with honey, a linc- 
tus is made. By licking the linctus, one is cured of tubercular 
leprosy, leprosy characterised by gangrenous sores, and that 
in which worms are generated. 

The ingredients of ‘Kushthamacana Rasa’ are the leaves 
of Fongamia glabra^ ' Chebulic myro- 
balanSj Mimosa Sisissa^ Belleric myro- 
balans, and the roots of that variety, of Ficus Glomerata 
which is called ‘Kal-duenur.’ All these are pounded with 
cow^s urine. The measure of a dose is 2 tolas. This medi- 
cine cures white leprosy and all those varieties of skin dis-

Place another earthen dish upon it, with the convex 
side upwards. The two dishes form a sort of sphere. 
The joining line is luted with the paste of jujube 
leaves. The joined dishes are placed on the mouth 
of an empty earthen ve.^sel to which heat is applied. 
When the vessel to which heat is applied becomes red- 
hot, take down the joined dishes within which is the 
orpiment Upon breaking the vessel, the pieces of orpiment 
will look like shining pearls. The measure of a dose 
is a ratis, and the vehicle is ghee and honey. This medicine 
cures tubercular leprosy, those skin-diseases which are 
classed under leprosy, syphilis, fistula in ano and other 
ailments.

be used as a substitute^, exudation of Bombax Malabaricuim 
Mimosa pudica, filaments of the lotus, saffron, Aconituiw 
heUrophyllim, the tubers of Cyperus rotundas, dried pieces'

It is specially beneficial in leucorrhoea 
accompanied by diverse supervening symptoms, very old 
cases of blood-bile, blood-bile born of two faults, cough, 
asthma, sour-bile, consumption, and many other ailments. 
Ip enhances strength, improves the complexion, and kin- 
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dies the digestive firt. This medicine is prescribable in all 
diseases.

Pills should tiien be 
made of the measure of 4 ratis each. This medicine should be 
administered in such diseases as fever of women during 
pregnancy, 

The ingredients of the compound called Tndu^ekhara 
Rasa' are Xilajatu*, mica,‘Rasasindura,' 
coral, iron, ‘Swarnamakshika’, and 
orpiment. Equal parts of these are taken. They are 
macerated in the expressed juice of Verbesina Calendu^ 
lacea, that of the bark of Pentaptera Arjuna, that of 
Vitex Negundo^ that of Jnsticia Adhatoda^ that of Hibiscus 
mutabilis, and in that of the bark of iiolarrhena 
antidy^enterica. Pills should be made then pf the size of 
peas They dispel fever, consumption, asthma, headache, 
bloody dysentery, ^Grahani’ disea.se, vomiting, loss of appe- 
tite, languidness and weakness of women during gesta- 
tion.

This medicine cures fever and other diseases of women dur- 
ing gestation. 

The ingredients of Garbha-Bilasa Taila’ are sesame 
oil, I seer j and the paste of the fol- 
lowing, m., Batatas paniatlaia^ leaves 
of Panicum Granatum, raw turmeric, the three myrobalans, 
leaves of Trapa bispinosa, the flowers of Jasmininm graudi* 
floruni, Asparagus racemosus^ Nymphm stellata, and lotus 
flowers, of the united measure of i6 tolas. These should be 
cooked duly in 4 seers of water. This oil, being rubbed, 
cures ‘^ula’ pains in the uterus and hemorrhage, and pre- 
vents miscarriage.

auriculata. Piper Ion gum, dry ginger, 

Agathotes Clierayta, Myrica Sapida, the tubers of Cy- 
perus rotundus, Picrorrhiza Kurroa, coriander seeds, che- 
bulic myrobalans, *Pothos officinalis, Solanum Xanthocar- 
pum, Tribulus ierrestris, Alliagi maurorum, Solanum 
Indicum, A coni turn heterophyllum, Tinospora cordifolia, 
Rhus succedanea, and Nigella sat ha. The vessel should 
be taken off the oven when an eighth part of the water 
remains. ‘Saindhava* salt, and assafeetida should be add- 
ed to the decoction.

salt, and 'Sanchal' salt. The paste of these, of the 'uni- 
ted measure of 6 tolas, should be cooked with ‘kanji* I seer 
and water 4 seers down to I seer. This preparation cures 
mucus. It is an aphrodisiac. It removes excitement 
of phlegm, kindles the digestive fire, kills the 'jula* pains 
known as ‘Makkala,* and is a specific for increasing the appe- . 
tite and the milk of women attacked with puerperal ♦ 
ailments. 

The ingredients of ‘Bhadrotkatddya Avaleha* are Paderia 
fcetida, 12 and a half seers, boiled in 64 
seers of water down to 16 seers. To 
this decoction should be added sugar 
3 seers and three quarters of a seer, and i pala of each of 
the following, viz., the seeds of Holarrhena antidysen-

terica, coriander seeds, tubers of Cyperus rotundus^ roots 
of Andropogon mnricatnm, dried fruit of JEgU Marmelos, 
the gum of Bombax Malabaficum, Piper longum, black 
pepper, Sida cordifolia, Sida alba, Natdostachys Jatamansi, 
Pavonia odorata and Hedysarum Alhagi.

The ingredients of ‘J*fah^dya Modaka' are cumin seeds 
8 palas^ dry ginger 3 palas, coriander 
seeds 3 palas, dill seeds i pala, Pty- 
chotis Ajowan i pala, Nigella sativa i pala, milk 8 seers, 
sugar 50 palas, and ghee 8 palas. All these should be duly 
cooked together. To the cooked product should be added 
I pala of the pulvs of each of the following, viz.^ the 
three acrids, bark of Cinnamomum Zeylanicum^ leaves of 
Cinnamomum Tamala, cardamom seeds, Embelia Ribes, 
Piper Chaba^ roots of Plumbago Zeylanica, Cypen/s rotnn- 
dus, and cloves. This medicine conquers puerperal ailments 
and ^GrahanP disease as well. It strengthens the digestive 
fire. 

The ingredients of ‘Vrihat Sutikd-Vinoda’ are dry ginger 
I part, black pepper 2 parts, Piper Ion- 
gum 3 parts, ‘Pangd’ salt half a part, nut- 
meg flower 2 parts, and sulphate of copper *.2 parts. All 
these should be pounded together in the expressed juice of 
Vitex, "Negundo for three hours. Administered with honey as 
the vehicle, this medicine cures various sorts of puerperal 
diseases. 

The ingredients of ‘Sutikari Rasa’ are mercury, sulphur, 
mica, and copper ; equal parts of these 
are taken. They should be pounded 
together in the expressed juice of Hydrocotyle Asiatica. 
Pills should then be made of the measure of peas and dried 
in the shade. Administered with the expressed juice of ginger 
as the vehicle, it cures puerperal fever, thirst, disgust for 
food, loss of appetite, and dropsical swellings.

The ingredients of ‘Sutikaghna Rasa' are mercury, sul* 
phur, iron, mica, nutmeg flower, and 
*Sanchdr salt. Equal parts of these 
are taken and pounded together first in a mortar, and 
then with goat’s milk, The dose is 2 ratis. It is a prevent* 
ive of puerperal diseases. It allays asthma, phthisis, chronic 
diarrhoea, and fever with diarrhoea. 

’ The ingredients of ^Sutikdntaka Rasa' are mercury, sul- 
phur, mica. ‘Swarnamakshika/ the threfe 
acrids, and Aconitum ferox. Thesh 
are taken in equal parts and pounded together. Pills are 
then made of the measure of 4 ratis each. Administered 
with proper vehicle, it cures ‘GrahanP disease due to puer- 
peral ailments, loss of appetite, diarrhoea, phthisis, and 
asthma. 

The ingredients of ‘Vrihat Sutikdballabha Rasa' are 
mercury, sulphur, 'Swarnamdkshika,' 
mica, camphor, gold, orpiment, siWer, 
opium, nutmeg flower, and nutmeg fruit 
These are taken in equal parts and macerated in the 
expressed juice of Cypefus rotundus, Stda cordi/ofia^

Another kind of ^Sutikdhara Rasa’ is thus prepar- 
ed ; take i pala of each of the following, viz.^ cloves, 
mercury, sulphur, ashes of green shoots of barley, 
mica, iron, copper, and lead ; and 2 tolas of each 
of the following, viz.y nutmeg fruit, Scirpus Kysoofy 
the three acrids, Verbesina Calendulaceay cardamom seeds 
of the larger variety, Cyperus rotundus^ Woodfordia flort- 
bunduy seeds of Holarrhena antidysenterica, Ctssampelos 
hernandifolia Rhus succedaneay ^gie MartneloSy and 
Pavonia odorata. Reduce them to powder and make pills 
of the size of jujube-seeds. Administered with the ex- 
pressed juice of Pcederia fatida, this medicine cures all sorts 
of diarrhoea and '{ula' pains. It is a sure curative of all 
puerperal diseases.

5 tolas. Reducing them to powder, macerate it succes- 
sively in the expressed juice of Pharnaceum Mollugo^ of 
Justicia Adkatoda, and of betel leaves.

The ingredients of 'Rasa Cirddula’are mica, copper, iron, 
the diamond known as 'Rajipatta' ( ac-

substituted for it ), mercury, sulphur, borax, black pepper, 
ashes of green barley blades, orpiment, the three myro- 
balans, and Aconitum ferox^ i tola of each being taken. 
They should be pounded together seven times in the express- 
ed juice of Pharnaceum Mollugo, and then of betel leaves. ' 
Pills should be made of the measure of 6 ratis each. It cures 
phthisis, asthma, and all sorts of puerperal diseases. 

The ingredients of 'Mahi Rasa Cdrddula* are mica, roast- 
ed copper, gold, sulphur, mercury, 
•Mahi Rasa Cirdduia. borax, ashes of green barley 

shoots, and the three myrobalans,— i pala of each of these 
being taken, Aconitum ferox\\2M a tola and 4 tolas of each of 
the following, viz., bark of Cinnamomum Ztylanicum, carda- 
mom seeds of the larger variety, leaves of Cinnamomum 
Tamala. nutmeg flowers, cloves, Nardostachys Jatamansi^ 
Pinus Webbiana^ 'Swarnamdkshika^ and 'Rasdnjana.* Re- 
ducing them to powder, macerate it in the expressed 
juice of Pharnaceum Mollugo, and then of betel leaves.

the paste of the following, viz., the three acrids, the roots 
of Piper longiim, those of Plumbago Zeylanica, cumin seeds, 
the roots technically called ^Swalpa-Panchamula* ( group of 
the smaller five roots), Vanda Roxburghii, the roots of Ricinus 
Communis^ those of Sida cordifolia, ‘Saindhava’ salt, asnes 
of green barley shoots, 'Sichikshdra' (carbonate of soda), and 
Nigella saliva. All these should be properly cooked. This 
medicated ghee very speedily cures puerperal diseases. 'Gra- 
hani* disease, chlorosis, and piles also, are cured by it.

The ingredients of ‘Patolddi’ are leaves of T richosanthes

The decoction of these, 
taken internally, cures sores, erysipelas, boils, and fever of 
children.

The ingredients of ‘Lavanga Chatuhsama^ are nutmeg 
fruit, cloves, cumin seeds, and fried 
‘Lavanga ChatuhsMima.

mix them together. Licked with sugar and honey, this 
linctus cures acute diarrhoea of children and '^ula* pains due 
to diarrhoea.

denan membrane causing loss of the 
sense of smell. It also alleviates hoarseness of voice 
and bronchitis or cough. It strengthens -the eye-siglht 
Water, drunk according to one’s capacity before the risinif of 
the sun, cures wind-born aqd bile-born diseases, and confers 
longevity. Water, drunk at early dawn through the nose 
yields more salutary results than if drunk through the mouth 
These two w.^ys of drinking water are called 'UshdpAiia 
( drinking at dawn*). Such drinking is highly beneficialor 
diseases due to indigestion. 

The pulv of Physalis fiexnosa^ 4 annas in measure, aettas 
a^Rasdyana’ if used for a fortnight with milk as the vehicle 
by a person of billious temperament, with oil by o 
whose constitution the wind predominates, with/^/^ 
one in whose constitution both wind * and bKe predomi 
nate, and with tepid water by one in whom wind 
phlegm predominate. It also removes leanness. 

The pulv of the roots of Lettsomia uervosa, macerated for 
seven days in the expressed juice of Asparagus raumorus 
improves intellect and memory and prevents che appearance 
of. wrinkles and gray hair due to age, if used for a month 
measure of a dose being half a tola, with ghee as the vottcef 

Chebulic myrobalans act as a good 'Rasdyana’ and cures 
diverse sorts, of diseases if used with ’Saindhava’ slllt in 
the rainy season ; with sugar in autumn ; with 
ginger in ^Hemanta’ (.the months of 'Kartika’ and '

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iyana’ ) ; with Pipet^ longnm in winter ; with honey in 
soring ; and with treacle in the season of summer.

2 palas, mica 3 palas, and iron 3 palas ; and macerate the 
compound in the expressed juice of each of the following, 
viz., Aloe Indica, Herpestes Monnierux^ Vitex NegundOy 
Mimosa Sumu, Sphostanlhus kirtas, Asparagus racemosus, 
Tinospora cordifolia, the seeds of Ruellia longifolia, Cur- 
culigo orchioideSy Letlsomia nervosuy and Plumbago Zey- 
lanica. Add the pulvs of the following articles as well, 
viz., the three myrobalaiis, the three acrids, tubers of 
Cyperus rolnndus, cardamom seeds, nutmeg fruit, Plumba- 
go Zeylanica, and cloves. After worshipping Mahddeva 
with the flowers of fustica Adhaloda, this medicine should be 
taken. It cures eleven varieties of consumption, bIood*bile, 
Graliani' disease, several sorts of rheumatism, and 40 varieties 
of bile-born disease^. One* should, while taking this medicine, 
abstain, for 3 weeks, from forbidden food and practices. After 
this the patient may eat whatever be likes. This medi- 
cine sharpens the Intellect, gives strength, confers wisdom, 
ind improves the digestive fire. Indeed, the patient becomes 
IS strong as Bhimascna of Mahabbirata. If the patient 
be a woman, she sooh gets, through the eflects of this 
medicine, good offspring. 

Besidea the above, the ibllowing medicines, if aaed pro* 
perly, |Jio act as ^Raiiyanas/ o/f., 'Cbyaviha Prim* spoken 
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of under the treatment of phthisis, 'Basantakusumi 
Rasa/ *Purnachandra Rasa/ 'Maha Lakshmivilasa/ 
vakra Rasa/ ‘Makaradhwaja/ 'Chandrodaya Makaradhwaja/ 
etc. 

By taking salutary food, going to bed at the proper time, 
indulging in physical exercise duly, resorting to sexual inter- 
course temperately, becoming regular in habits, and, 
indeed, by observing the rules of hygiene, one can pass 
one’s life happily and free from dllease. Without a healthy 
physique, none of the four objects of life, vi$., religious 
merit, wealth, enjoyment, and salvation, can be acheived.

man sexual power similar to that 

of a stallion are called fBijikarana’ (literally, horse- making). 
For those who are naturally of feeble potency and who have 
ktt the power in consequence of its intemperate exercise ofo( 
excessive loss of semen through other causes, the use of 
- aphrodisiacs is indispensibly necessary. The principal object 
of sexual congress with one’s wife is the begetting of child- 
ren. That object cannot be achieved if one loses sexual 
power. A sonless life is extremely miserable. The vital seed 
again, being the chief of the seven ’dinitus’ or const! 
tuents of the body, its loss entails the loss of all the ’dbatus 
and thus undermines the constitution and hastens the 
fait of the body. For these reasons, too, aphrodisiacs 
Hoidd be used to nourish the enfeebled vital seed. 
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The objects of using aphrodisiacs are generally achieved 
inmaking such nourishing food as milk, flesh, etc., 
in adequate measure. Articles that are of sweet taste, 
that are oily and nourishing, and that give strength and 
pleasure, are generally spoken of as aphrodisiacs in the 
Ayurveda. 

A loving, devoted, beautiful, and young woman, who is 
dearer than life, is regarded as the chief material of 'Baji- 
karana.’ , 

The vital seed is increased if one takes pudding made of 
milk and the seeds of Phaseolus radi- 
tlif viu? strengthened 

if one takes with milk the following, 
vh, Tribulus terresttis, i\\Q expressed juice of sugarcane, 
Phaseolus radialus, the^ejls of Mucunapruriens, and Aspara- 
gus raceinosus. This enhances also one’s sexual power. Fulvs 
of tt«“ seeds of Mucuna pruritus, Ruellia lougifalia, or of 
Rhus ^tccedanca, taken with sugar and milk hot from the 
irddqfsj^ihance the vital seed and sexual power. The pulv of 
Batatas paniculata, macerated repeatedly in the expressed 
u|ice of Batatas panicnlata, and taken with ghet and honey 
as the vehicle, increases the semeil. Pulvs of emblic 
myrobalans, macerated repeatedly in the expressed juice of 
the same, and takcn\vith ghee and honey, strengthens the 
semen. Fresh fish and flesh, fried in ghee^ increase poteh^^ 
and semen, if taken in adequate measure. If the flesh of spar- 
tows be taken in adequate quantity, and milk be taken there- 
orter, one^s potency increases to an excessive degree. Take 
the te^icles of the. goat and boil them in milk. Cook sesame 
seeds in that milk. The product taken with sugar, gives one 
the power to enjoy many wives* Testicles if th€ goat, cooked / 
with milk, ghee, Piper loftgum^ and 'Saindhava^ salt, incffease 
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tttc s^men and sexual power. Eggs of fish, geese, pea- 
hens. or hens; boiled in water and then fried in ghee^ en- 
hance sexual power and strengthen the semen. ‘Rohita’ 
fish; fried in ghee, and then boiled in meat-juice of the 
goat with which has been mixed the expressed juice of 
pomegranate fruits, taken with the meat-juice, increases 
sexual power and semen. Boil the flesh of sparrows in 
the meat-juice of partridges ; the flesh of partridges in the 
meat-juice of fowl ; and the flesh of fowl in the meat-juice of 
the peacock ; and the flesh of the peacock in the meat-juice 
of swans, separately. Then fry each separately in new ghee. 
Make each sou.r or sweet by adding some sour juice or sweet 
juice, and perfume each with such aromatics as cardamom 
seeds, &c. Each of these preprations increases the semen, 
and imparts strength to the whole system. 

Besides these, the medicines mentioned in' the chapters 
on Impotence and thinness of the vital seed, corvstitute 
good aphrodisiacs^ 


CIIAFTER LXXV. 

•TOTKA' IWATMIWT. OR. THE USE OF DOMESTIC MEDICINES. 

In cases of bites by wasps, bees, and hornets, the 
expressed juice of thi leaves of the pot-herb called Bastlla 
rnbfa, that of the grass called ‘Kgchune^ (in Bengali), 
or tfiat of the leaves of Hiliotropinm Indicum^ cures the^ 
b. raing pain of . the bites. Steam-coal, pounded in wafer 
and applied as a plaster on the bitten parts, also cures 
the ^ pain. The expressed juied of the roots or the bran- 
ches' of *Ghehtkor ( identifiable with Gh^xiUpikali GS^ 
Sehnbir^ swhtenmdes ) is specially beneficial in bites by 
hornets, wasps, bees, etc, 
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In wounds caused by the bristles of caterpillars of tMa 
variety called 'Suopokd^ ( ^ukakita ), the bristles should 
first be removed by rubbing the affected parts with the 
leaves of ‘Dumvura* ( Ficus gloinerata ) and then lime 
should be applied. Grains of unripe paddy reduced to paste, 
are also highly beneficial if applied on the affected parts at 
plasters after pounding them with water. 

In* cases of corrosion, caused by the worms called *Chusi* 
^pokd*, of the skin of the palm or the sole, the expressed 
juice of Momordica inonodelpha constitutes a good remedy. 
It should be rubbed on the affected paits. 

In cases of burns by fire, treacle, applied instantaneously 
on the burnt parts, alleviates pain. A plaster made of co- 
coanut oil, lime-water, and the expressed juice of AIh 
petfoliatay also removes such pain quickly and prevents vesi* 
cation. Plasters of potatoes grinded on a curry-stone are 
also highly beneficial. Fresh cowdung, laved on the burnt 
parts, alleviates the pain of burns. 

In cases of haemorrhage in consequence of a cut or 
a bruise, if the affected part be laved with the expressed juice 
of the young leaves of Croton jpplyatidf^imy and bandaged 
with the leaves of the same, the blood is stopped, suppura- 
tion is prevented, » and the wound is healed. Fresh cow 
dung, applied on the affected part, also stops the flow of 
blood and heals the »vound. 

In case of malignant boils, plasters made of the paste 
obtained by rubbing the dry bark of Melia Asadirachta with 
water, are beneficial. The paste should be laved on a 
leaf of Datura fastuosa, and the leaf should then be set 
upon the boil in such a way that the paste may come iti 
contact with it. Such applications for three days cure these 
boils. 
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jn ca'^cs of ordinary boils, take the leaves of Naucfed' 
Cadi^nha ; tear off their tendons, and then cut them 
into pieces of the size of the boils. Bandaged softly with 
fourteen or fifteen layers of such pieces, the boils are 
quickly cured. If the boils suppurate, plasters should 
be appbed of the leaves of Nanclea Cadaifiba anef the 
thorns of Eomhnx Malabaricnm poiindcd together. 

If worms are genera'tecl in malignant ulcers of the 
variety called ( in Bengali ) ‘Ghurghure’, plasters should then 
be aoplied of the rotten stalks of Arum ludictun pounded . 
with butter. 1 he ulcers should also he exposed to the sun.* 

I his application causes the worms to come out and heals 
the ulcers. • 

In sores of the throat, the mouthy and the gum, the 
leaves of fasmiHUin grandijlorum^ fried \v\ ghee (obtained 
from vaccine milk ), should be applied. 

In caries, the ears should be filled with the expressed juice 
of Phlomis Zeylanica pounded with honey and sesame seeds. 

Conjunctivitis or inflammation of the eye is cured by 
applying round the eye plasters of cocoanut flowers pounded 
with fresh cow's urine. 

If one tola of the expres.<;ed juice of the leaves of 
Ocimnm Sanctum be taken every morning, chronic fever, 
htemorrhage, dysentery, and dyspepsia are cured. 

Baldness is cured if the^afifected parts .are rubbed every 
morning and evening for some day.s with young leaves of 
Tragla involucrat^. 

To cure hiccup, one should drink the water in which Ltpu 
dium sativum has been soaked or boiled. The measure of 
Lepidium sativum should be i cchaiak and that of water 
half a .seer. The dose should be one tola, and it should be 
taken every half an hour. 
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Headaches duringr fever are speedily cured if i/ie uffec: 
ed parts are rubbed with the expressed juice of the ’eaves 
of ‘pkr^* mixed with salt. Anollier .•^uccessriil r< ir.ee )■ is 
the plaster of Nigclla satlva poun.ded with the express- 
ed juice of hiipfioi bia ^ NejjifoUa. Plasters made of Nt- 
f^eHa sativa and the bark of Cinhavi;^injiiu Zcylahicmti in 
equal measures and pounded together with water, also c.r/c 
‘ shell headaches. 

Even violent head-aches are cured if the expressed juice 
-of the leaves of Cleome viscosa with seme salt, be applied on 
the forehead. All sorts of difficult cases of hcadacl'.e 
are cured if plasters, while lukewarm, be applied on the fore- 
,.ljead, made of the following, viz., the bark of CtnnaviO’ 
mum Zeylnvicum, the leaves* of Ctnnamomum Tawa/a, 
the fruit of Pterospermum suherifoUum, the seeds of 
Cleome viscosa, white mustard seed.s, black pepper, Aloe 
fndica^ and ISigella sativa, in equal measures and pound- 
ed with <he expressed juice of the leaves of Cleovic viscosa. 

In cases o^" hemic ran la, the paste of red sanda wood 
pounded with the exprvs.scd juicc of the leaves of Doluta 
fastuosa mixed with opium, should be applied two or three 
limes on the affected part. 

In cases of con.sti pillion and epistasis, plasters «5hoiilcr be 
applied on the lower part of the belly, of saltf^oire and 
the leaves of ‘Muktdvarahi* pounced together with watci 
In cases of pain in bones in consequence of fails or 
wounds, piasters should be applied of fresh cowdung heated 
on fire. Pla.sters made of |hr pa.ste of the leaves of Vitex 
quadravgularh , also prove very beneficial.
